For furtheninge whereof, I haue Engliſhed 
apaſing fine, and wittie Hon, ritten in Greeks 
by Heliodorus; aud for rig hte gbodcauſetonſecras 
ted the ſame to your Honorable Lordſhippe.

ſhippe,tied with Cables to the maine làde, laie at roade, 
without ſaplers, and full fraughted:whiche thinge, they 
who were a farre of might eaũlie coniecure: foz the bur⸗ 
den cauſed the ſhippe to dzaw water within the bourdes 
of the decke . But/on the ſhoare euerp place was full of 
men, ſome quite deade,ſome halte dead, ſome whoſe bo⸗ 
dies pet panted, t plainelp declared that there had benne 
a battell fought of late. But there coulde be ſcene no 
ſignes 02 tokens of any iuſt quarell , but there ſemed'fo 
be an ill and vnluckie banket , and thoſe that remained, 
obtained ſuch ende. Foz the tables were furniſhed with 
delicate diſhes, ſome whereof laie in the handes of thoſe 
that were flaine, beinge in ſt&de of weapons to ſome of 
them in the battatle, ſo ſuddenly begunne. Other coue- 
red ſuche as crope vnder them to hide them ſelues , as 
they thought. Beſides the cuppes were ouerthꝛowen 
and fell out of the handes, either of them that dzanke, oz 
thoſe „ who had in ſteade of ſtones vſed them. Foꝛ that 
ſuddaine mſſchicke wzought w_ deuiſes, and 2

Df thoſs 
who lay there, one was wounded with an Axe, an other 
was hurte with the ſhelles of Fiſhes , whereof on the 
hoe there was great pletie: another was all to cruſhed 
with a leuer, many burnte with fire, and the reſte by di⸗ 
uerſe other meanes, but moſt of all were flaine with ar⸗ 
rowes. To be bziefe, God ſhewed,a wonderfull ſight in 
ſa ſhozte time,bzupnge bloud with wine, ioyninge bat- 
taple with banketting, minglinge indifferentlp laughs 
ters with d2inkinges,and killing with ges, pꝛo⸗ 
uidinge ſuche a light foz the Thenes of Egypte to pauſe 
at. Foz they when they dad —— thinges the lo⸗ 
kinge on a god while from the Hill, coulde not vnder⸗ 
ſtande what that ſight meante, foz aſmuch as they ſawe 
ſome llaine there, but the Conquerours coulde they ſ&@ 
no where. a manifeſt Uinozie but no ſpoiles taken away 
a ſhippe without Mariners onelp,but as tonterninge 0s 
ther thinges vntouched, as if ſher had bene kepte with a 
garde of many men, and late at roade in a ſaulfe Þar- 
boure, But foz all that they knewe not what that thing 
meante, pet they had reſpect to their Lucre and gaine, 
When thercfoze they had determined that them ſelues 
were the Uidozs , they dzewe neare vnto the ſame : ans 
not beynge now farre from the ſhippe,+ thoſe that were 
flaine,they (awe a ſight moze perplexed then the reſte a 
greate d:ale , A maide endued with excellent bcawtie, 
whiche alſo might be ſuppoſed a Goddefle , ſatte vpon a 
Rocke , who ſemed not a littell to be greeued with that 
pꝛelent miſchance , but foz all that of excellent courage: 
ſhe had a garlande of Lawzell on her head, a Quiuer on 
ber backe, and in her lcfte hande a Bowe,leaninge vpon 
ber Zhighe with her other hande , and lokinge downe⸗ 
warde, without mouinge of her head, beholdinge a ter⸗ 
taine ponge Pan a god wale of, the whiche was ſoꝛe 
wonndee, and ſemed to lifte vp him ſelte, as if he had be 


wakened out ofa deade dpe almolte ofdeathe it m 


pet was he in this caſe of Singuler beawtie , and fo; all 
that his ch&kes were be ſpzinkled with bloud,his whites 
nes did appeare ſo muche the moꝛe. Ye was conſtrained 
koʒ griete to wirpe, pet cauſed he the matde to loke ſted⸗ 
kaſtiy vpon him, and theſe thinges muſte they nedes ſ@ 
becauſe they ſawe her. But as ſwne as he came to him 
ſelfe a littel, he vttcred theſe wazdes verp faintly, And 
arte thou ſafe in dæde my (wete harte, ꝙ be-0z els haſte 
thou with thy death by any miſchaunce augmented this 
flaughter : thou canſt not, no not by deathe be ſeperated 
from me. But of the fruition of th ſighte and thy life, 
dothe al mine eſtate depende.Yea fn pou (anſweared the 
Patde)doth my whole Foztune conſiſte, whether J ſhall 
line oz dic, and foz this cauſe, pou la (hewinge a knife 
in her hande) this was hitherto ready. But onely foz 
pour recouering was reſtrained, and as ſone as ſhe had 
ſaide thus, ſhe lepte from the ſtoane , 4 thep who weare 
on the Hill, as well foz wonder, as alſo foz the feare thep 
had, as if they had benne ftriken with lightninge, ranne 
euer man to hide them in the buſſhes there beſide, Foz 
He ſeemed to them à thinge of greater pzice , and moze 
heauenlp, when ſhe ſtode vp2zighte , and her Arrowes 
with the ſudden moutnge of her bodſe , gaue a clache on 
her houlders,her apparell wzought with Goulde gliſte⸗ 
red againſte the Sunne, and her hcare vnder her Gar- 
lande,blowen aboute with the winde, couered a greate 
parte of her backe. The Thenes were greatly afraide of 
theſe thinges , the rather foz that thep vnderſtode not 
what that ſhould meane which they ſawe. Some of them 
ſaide in dede that it was a Goddeſſe and Diana, other 
ſaide it was Iſis, whiche was honozed there: but ſome of 
them ſaide it was ſome Pꝛieſte of the Goddes , that re- 
pleniſhed with diuine furſe had made the greate laughs 
ter whiche there appeared, and thus everp man gaue bis 
verdite, becauſe they knew not the trothe . But cher ha⸗ 


ſtelp runninge to the ponge naw "7 ms him, Tous 
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The Ethiopian Hiſtory 
fo; fozrowe,kiſſed him, and made pitifull 2 
very care tull foz his ſauftie , whiche thinge when the £- 
gyptians had ſerne, they turned there opinions: And are 
theſc , ſaide they, the woꝛkes of a Goddeſſe? woulde a 
Goddeſſe kiſſe a dead man with ſuche compaſſion : they 
determined therefoze with them (clues, that it was beſt 
to take harte of grace , and goe knowe what the matter 
was in dede. Nihen they had therefoze encouraged eche 
other a little, thep ranne downe, and fonnde the Papde 
buſie in d2eſfinge the pounge mannes woundes, and to- 
minge behinde her ſodainelp ſtode ſtill, and durſte nei⸗ 
q ther ſpeake noz do any thing moze foz there liues. Whe 
H&harde the ſounde of ſomewhat aboute her, and their 
thadowes befoze her eies, ſhe lifted her ſelfe vp a litle, 
and loked backe, but ſtouped againe ſtraight, no whitte 
abaſhed to ſ& the Therues in harnes, but applied her 


ſelke onely to binde vp his woundes that lap befoze her. 
Sutche is the foꝛce of earneft deſire and true loue, it de⸗ 


ſpiſeth all out warde thauntes, be thei pleaſant oz othet⸗ 
+ wiſe,onely beholdinge that whiche it loueth, and there⸗ 
abonte beſtoweth all diligence and trauell. But when 
the Zheucs paſſed by, and ode befoze her, and ſeemed 
that they would enterpꝛiſe ſome what, e lifted her ſelf 
vp agatne,and beholdinge them blacke coloured, 4 enell 
fauoured,ſaid.tf{-ſhe)pou be the Spirttes of thoſe who 
are ſlaine here, pou tfouble vs wzongfully, fo: moſte of 
you were llaine with pour owne handes. As foz vi, it we 
flewe any, we did it but in our owne defence, to repelle 
the violence whiche was pzofered to my Uirginitie, but 
if yon be men aliur, it ſemeth you are Thieues, as mate 
be deemed by the time pou come in, you maie do vs a 
pleaſure fo ridde vs from theſe pzeſente miſeries, and 
by deathe to finiſhe this our vnhappie Tragedie. Thus 
did ſher ſozrowfully lameate , but they not bnderſtan- 
dinge what ſher ſaide, leafte them there, accountinge 
their owne infirmitie, a ſufficient garde to kæpe them, 
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of Heliodorue. Liu. 


and haſted to the Shippe , and bzought out that whiche 
was in the ſame: every man bearinge out as muche as 
he could of Gould, Siluer, Pꝛetious ſtoanes, and Silke, 
not regarding other thinges whereof therein was great 
ſtoare. And when they thought, thep had enough, and 
there was ſuche plentpe as mighte ſ&me to ſatiſſie the 
WTheues deſire, lapinge their pꝛape on the ſhoare, fell to 
diuiſion of the ſame , not accozdinge to the woꝛthe and 
value of that they had, but contented them ſelues with 
equalitie of waight. As foz the ponge Pan x the Papde, 
thei would take oꝛder foz them afterward. Jn the meane 
time a other companie of Theues, wherof two Yozſe- 
men were Captaines,came towarde them:whiche thing 
as ſone as thoſe ſawe that had benne there befoze,not of 
courage to ſturre againſt the,ranne awap as faſt as thei 
could, without taking with the any parte of the Pꝛape, 
that they might gene their enemie no occaſion to purſue 
them. Fo2 they were in number but tenne , and thoſe 
who came vppon them, were thꝛer times as manp. And 
nowe was the Par de a pꝛiſoner againe , but pet, not in 
durante at all The Robbers,although they haſted to the 
ſpople: pet partely, bitauſe they kne we not what thoſe 
thinges ſignified whiche they ſawe, and partely alſo fo 
feare ſtaied them ſelues a while, thinkinge that the foz- 
mer ſlaughter had benne made, by the Theenes that had 
benne there befoze. But when they behelde the Papde, 
though ſtraungly, pet ſemely apparailled, whiche deſpf- 
fed thoſe daungers that hanged ouer her head, as though 
they had benne none, and altogeather imployed her tra⸗ 
nell,to eaſe the ponge Pans woundes, t foke his greefe 
as heauity as her owne ſoꝛowe, they were not onelp 
fkroken with her beawtfe and hawtines of minde but 
wonderfully moned with the cumlines of the wounded 
Pans perſon. Suche was the ſermelines of his counte⸗ 
nance,and taleneſſe ot᷑ his ſtature, euen as he lape along 


atloze them. s time was he a little amended, 
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and his perſonage had recouered his olde handſomenefſs 
againe. Atlength after they had behelde them a god 

while, and he dzewe neare who was theire Paiſter, he 
laide hande on the Papde , and bad her ariſe and foluws 
him. Sher, although cher vaderſtode not what be ſatde, 
pet coniecturinge what he willed her to do, dzewethe 
ponge Pan with her, otherwiſe ſhe woulde not onelp 
not departe from him, but pointinge with a knife to her 
harte, thzeatned that ſh& woulde kill her ſelfe , if they 
carried them not bothe togeathers. Which thinge, when 
the aiſter partly bp her talke,but moze plainely bp her 
geſture, vnderſtode, hoping alſo to vſe his farther helpe 
ingreat affaires if he might reconer his health againe,a⸗ 
lighted himſelf from his Bozſe,4comaunded his hraneſ- 
bearer likewiſe ſo fo do , « ſette his pziſoners on them, 
Commaundinge the reſt when they had gathered vp the 
pꝛape to folo we them, him ſelfe like a lacie ranne by 
thetre ſide and ſtaled them vpzight,if by meanes of their 
infirmſtie they were in daunger to fal. Surely this deeds 
was not without muche glozte , foz he , who was thetr 
Maiſter, waited vppon them, and he who toke them pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, was contente to ſerue them. Suche is the appea⸗ 
rancesf very Nabilitie,and the fozce of cumiines, which 
canne ſubdue the diſpoſition of Theues,and bzinge vn⸗ 
der the wilde and ſauage. When they had gone aboute a 
ſirtene furlonges , by the Sea fide , they turned downe 
ſtraſght to the fote of the Hill, and left the Sea, on their 
right hande. And hauing gone ouer the toppe of the ſaid 
Hill, they haſted to a Poole that lape on the other ſids 


thereof, the ende was thus. The whole place 


is called the Paſture of the Egyptians, about the whiche 
is alowe Walepe, which recetueth certaine exundations 
of Nylus, by meanes whercof it becommcth a Pole, and 
is in the midſte very deape, aboute the bꝛimmes wheres 
of ate mariches, oʒ fennes. Foz loke, as the ſhoare is to 
the Sea, ſuche is the fennes to euerp greate Pole . = 
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that place haue the The&ues of E » howe many ſa 
euer they ber, theit common And foz as much 
as there is but a litle land without the water, ſome liue 
in ſmal Cotages, other in Boates , that they vſe as wel 
faz theire houſe , as alſo foz paſſage ouer the Pole. Jn 
theſe do theire women ſerne them, and if neede require, 
be alſo bzought to bedde. Then a Childe is bozne firſte, 
they let him ſucke his mothers milke awhyle: but after 
thei kerde him with Fiſhes taken in the Lake, and toſted 
in the hoate Dunne. And when they perteiue that he be⸗ 
ginnes to goe, they tie a cozde about his legges, and ſuf- 
him but onelp to goe aboute the Boate , teachinge him 
euen at the firſt after a new faſhion to goe by a haulter. 
And thus what rudeſbie ſo euer is bozne and bzed in the 
Pole, accounteth the ſame his counttie, and a ſufficient 
defence, foz the ſaftie of Theues. And foz that cauſe all 
ſache people come thether very faſte , foz they all do vſe 
the water in ſteede of a wall. Pozeouer the great plenty 
of Reede that groweth there in the moꝛie grounde, is in 
manner as god as a Bul warke vnto them. Foz bp deui⸗ 
ſinge many croked: 4 comberous waſes,tho:ough which 
the paſſages to them bp ofte bie are very eaſy , but to o⸗ 
thers harde,thep daue made it a ſure defence, that by no 


ſodefne inuaũion they maye be endamaged. And thug 


muche as touchinge the Lake, and thoſe Roges that in⸗ 
habite the ſame. About the ſunne ſetting commeth home 
theire Captaine with all bis retinew . Then toke they 
the ponge couple fro their Hoꝛſes, and laide their pꝛape 
abooꝛde. Certaine Boates, and the reſte of the Robbers 
that taried at home whiche was a greate ſoꝛte, ranne to 
meete the Captaine from out enerp parte of the Fenne, 


and welcomed him as ik he had benne theire Ainge. But 


when they canſidered the multitude of the ſpovles that 
they had wonne, and ſawe the bea wtie of the Payde to 
be ſo heauenly a thinge, they geaſſed that their compa 


nions had robbed lo me Churche, : that they had 5 | 
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awaie the Pꝛieſte of the Goddes, 82 rather the liuely yi⸗ 
cure of the Goddeſſe her ſelfe. And this they conſecured 
to the Wapde , bicauſe they knewe not what had benne 
donne. And therefoze they gratulated theire Captaine 
in hartie wiſe , foz his valiante exploite, and ſo bzonght 
him into his owne houſe , whiche was an Jlande , karre 
from the reſte , ſeparated to his onelp vſe , and a fewe 
other, who moſte commonly vſed to keepe him company, 
Whither after he was bzoughte, he commaunded the o- 
ther to departe euerp man to his owne houſe,charginge 
them the nexte date all to wapte vppon him. im ſelfs 
with a fewe other that taried with him, after they had 
made a ſhozte ſupper , deliuered the ponge folkes to the 
cuſtodie, of a Grecian(whome he had taken a ewe dates 

befoze,that he might be their Jnterp2eter)lettinge them 
( haue a cozner of his owne houſe , not farre from his lod⸗ 

ginge, with commaundemente, as wel diligently to ſ& 

the wounded ponge Pan, as curſouſlp to loke to the 
PMapde, that ſh& by no meanes ſhoulde be anoped , But 

be, what with his fozmer trauel the date befoze,and alſo 
with care of his pꝛeſent affaires, fell a flepe. And when 
al was whiſt in the mariſhe, and euerp man at reſte, the 
Maide toke that occaſion,and abſence ofmen,to be a fpt 
time,to lament and waile, and the rather foz that inthe 
night, ſhe coulde neither ſ& oz heare any thinge , that 
might comfozte her, but tontrarie wiſe mone her to ſo⸗ 
rowe : when therefoze with her ſelfe ſecretely ſh& had 
walled alone ( fo: ſh was by the Captaines commaun- 
dement ſeparated from companie, and layde in a ſimple 
bedde,)and wept very bitterly. Apollo (ſaide ſher)ho we 
much moꝛe græuous puniſhement doeſt thou take of vs 
then we haue deſerued. Haſt thou not benne ſufficient- 
ly reuenged on vs, with that, that is paſte: Fo2 as much 
as we are farre from our friendes and kinſfolkes , and 
that we were taken bp Pyrates, and ſubiece to ſire hun⸗ 


dzed daungers moꝛe by Sea, but that nowe againe we 
muſte 
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muſte on the lande fall into the handes of Therues and 
Robbers-beſide who knoweth wither anp thinge wozſe 
is like to light vppon vs: when wilt thou make an ende 
ik in dcathe,that ſhalbe voide of Iniurie. Oh that deathe 
woulde like me well: but rather then any man choulde 
filthelp knowe me, whiche Theagencs neuer did, truely 
with halter J wonlde ende my like, referringe mp ſcife 
pure and chaſte (as hitherto J haue donne) euen vnto 
deathe, and thereby gaine a bewtifull Epitaphe foz mp 
ſinguler Uirginitie , and no Judge ſhalbe ſo cruell as 
thou. While ſh& ſpake thus, Theagenes willed her to 
be contente, and ſaide: Mine owne deare harte and one- 
ly iope Eariclea, ſeaſe poure mourninge , Jknowe pou 
haue iuſte cauſc to complaine,but in poure thus doinge, 
you diſpleaſe God a greate deale moze then pou thinke, 
neither haue we nde to pzonoke God to wzathe, but 
rather to pꝛape foz that whiche is mightier, muſte with 
Pꝛaiers, and not with accuſacion be appeaſed, You geue 
me in derde god Counſell (ꝙ ſh&) but J pꝛape the tell 
ms ho we you fare : Better (ſalde he) then J did peſter⸗ 
night,fince this yonge man trimmed my woüdes, wber⸗ 
by the burninge heate of them is wel coled. Yea (q he 
who had the charge to loke to them) in the mozning pou 
 Halſ&they ſhalbe in better caſe , foz J wil pꝛouide ſuche 
an-hearbe foz pou, that within thꝛer dꝛellinge ale 
vp your wounde. And this J haue pꝛoued tre we by expe⸗ 
- rignce,fo2 if any that were vnder this Capitaine ſince J 
was taken pꝛiſoner, in any confiſc happened to be woun- 
ded,he neuer nerded manp daies tobe cured, Foz that 1 
am greatly moued with pour eſtate, you n&de not mar⸗ 
uell at al, faz you ſeme ta be in as ill caſe as J, J haue 
the mozecompaſſion on you foz that pou be Grecians, be⸗ 
cauſe alſs J mp ſelfe am a Grecian bozne. A Grecian, | 
Oh immoztal God, cried they out ſodenly foz ſeie,a Gre - 
cian fn dede bothe tongue 4countrie,Hereafter we truſt 
to haue ſome reſpite from our * But what = 
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wer calle pon, ſaide Theagenes? Cnemon anſweared he. 
Df what parte of Greece ſalde Theagenes? Of Athens an⸗ 
ſweared he. And howe came pou here, ſaide Theagenes? 
cace J pzaſe pou (ꝙ he) t aſke me that queſtid no moze,

But when they would not ceaſe,but wers 
fil very inſtant to haue me tel the ſame, actompting it a 
greate comfozte, to heare anp man haue as ill lucke ag 
they had them ſelues, Cnemon beganne in this ſozte, 
Enemon li ex- Py Fathers name was Ariſtippus, be was bozne in 
cellext tale, Athens, one of the vpper Senate, as riche as any Como- 
| ner in the Cittie, he, aftcr the deceaſe of mp Mother ap⸗ 
plied his minde to Barrie againe, thinkinge it an vn⸗ 
reaſonable thinge foz me, his onely Sonnes ſake, ſtil to 
be of an vncertaine and doubtful minde. Þe dothe ther- 
foze bzinge home a little woman ſomewhat fine,but paſs 
finge malicious, named Demencta , as ſone as ſhee was 
Parſed,ſhe& reclaimed my Father al to her owne lure, 4 
made him do what thce liſte, entiſing the olde Man v'ith 
berbewtie , & was verp curfouſe in many other potntes, 
fo: if any woman euer knew how to make a man madde

A counſailed him , as mp manner was , and perſwaded 
him to leaue hauntinge of Þarlottes, and to much dzin⸗ 
kinge (whiche thinges J knewe well pnonghe. But 
woulde neuer tell you of them, leaſte thereby J Houlde 
incurre the cruell ſuſpicion of a Stepmother with pou) 
while J ſafe, J talked with him ok theſe things alone, no 
moze but he and J, leaſte he ſhoulde be aſhamed, J will 
not tell the wozſe,foz J am abaſhed ſo to do, noꝛ in what 
manner he rentled bothe you and me, laſtely ſpurned me 
on the belly, and hath cauſed me to be in ſuche caſe as 


peſe. As ſane as he hearde this, he ſaide nothinge,noz 


2 aſked me no queſtfons , neither gaue me leane to ſpeake 
fo2 mp fclfe,but perſwadinge him ſelfe,that hee, who lo⸗ 
ned me ſo well, woulde by no meanes belfe me, as fone 
as he founde me in acertatne co2ncr of the houle, bored

peared vnto him. As he entred into Iſis Church at Mem- p 
phis in his owne Cittie,he thought that at was on fire,# prune.

with bloude, that the Churche pozche,the Churchparde, 
and euerp place thereaboute, were filled with the noyſe, 
and tumulte of nienne: and that when he came into the 
Pꝛiuieſt place of the Church, the Goddes mette him, and 
gaue Cariclia into his handes,and ſaid, Fhyamis, Jcom- 
mitte this Paide vnto thy fidelftſe,yet haning,thou ſhalt 
not haue her, but ſhalte be vniuſte , and kill a ſtronger, 
pet ſhall not be killed. After be fawe this, he was frou- 
bled in his minde, caſtinge this waie and that waſe, how 
that whiche was fozethewed vnto him, might be taken, 
at length, beinge weary of beatinge his bꝛatnes therea- 
bantss, he dꝛewe the meantnge thereof to his owne —

At lengthe railinge on the 
Coddes, as though ſhe had beguiled him, and thinkinge 
it not mete,that any other Goulde eniope Cariclia, com⸗ 
maundinge his men to keepe their places, and mainteine 
the Battatle as longe as thei might: him ſelf fighting in 
tuery parte of the lande, and dfners times making pꝛi⸗ 
ule erruptions, out of enerp quarter vpon his enimies, 
thinkinge it alſo to be god, it that waie he could pꝛeuaile 
againſte them, him ſelfe as though he wente to ſeeke foz 
hermutis, t do certaine Sacriſices to his pꝛiuie Coddes, 
ſafferinge no man to goe with him, in haſte wente to the 
Caue.

As ſone as he had ſpoken thus, be ſet his hade,as though 
be would haue dꝛawen out his ſwazde, whiche when he 
founde not, O Cnemon ſaide he, howe haſte thou hurte 
me, and eſpecially (nſured Cariclia,depztued now againe 
of moſt delectable company: while he ſpake thus, th:zough 
the hollowe holes of the Cane,there was a voice bearde, | 
that called Theagenes, he hearde it well, e was nothinge 
afraide, ( O ſwete Soule, pardon me, ſaide he: by this it 
manifeſtlp appereth, that thou arte pet aboue the carth, 
partelp foꝛ that with vislente expulſed out of ſuche a ba 
dy, thou canſt not departe without greife, partely az 
that, not pet buried, thou arte chaſed a waie of infernall 
Spirites. And when Cnemon tame in with a lighte in 
bis hande : the ſame voice was hearde againe, callinge 


Theagenes. O Goddes, ſaide Cnemon, is not this Cari- 


clias voite? Duerly Theagenes, J thinke that thee is pet 
ſaued. TWilte not thou pet leaue, ſaide Theagenes, ſo ofte 
to detetue, and begutle me: In derde, ſalde Cnemon, J 
deteiue you, and am my ſelte deteiued, if this be not Ca- 
riclia that lieth here. And there withal, he ſtreight waie 
turned her face vpwarde, which, as ſone as he ſawe, you 
Soddes (ſaide he) whiche be the Authours of al wonders, 
what ſtrange ſighte is this:? J ſee here T hisbes fate, and 
therewith he lepte backe, and without mauinge any 
whitte , ſtode quakinge in a greate admiration. There- 


withal Theagenes came ſomewhat to him ſelle, 1 | 
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fo tonteiue ſomme better hope in his minde,+ comfo:ted 
Cncmon, whoſe harte nowe failed him, and deſired him 
in all baſte to carrie him to Cariclia. A while after, when 
Cnemon came ſommewhat to bim ſelfe againe, he loked 
moꝛe aduiſedly on her. It was Thisbe in d&de,and knew 
alſo the Swoꝛde that late by her, by the Hiltes to be 


Thyamis his, whiche he fo angre , and haſte lefte in the 


wounde. Laſteof all, he ſawe a little ſcrowle hange at

Atſmoe ſwellinge with anger, and emulation, came to 
Demenctas kinſfolkes , and tolde them the whole maner 

bl the whiles that Thisbe vſed againſte her, whereof 

ſomme ſhe ſuſpected , and Thisbe had tolde her other 
ſome,foz the familiar acquaintance which was bitwerne 
them. When therefoze Demenetas kinſfolkes came to- 
geather to haue mp Father condemned, and had pꝛocu⸗ 
red the moſt eloquente Ozatours, with greate Summes 
ofmonp to accuſe him, they ſatde ; that Demeneta was 
killed without Judgement, and not'conuſced, and that 
the Adulterie was pzetended to colour the murther, and 
therefoze they required to hane the Adulterer either 
quicke, oꝛ deade, oꝛ at leſte, to knowe his name.

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4 r1ſtippu bans ped to the death of Demencta,and mine vntuſte bannich⸗ 
n ſped fom mente, exiled him out of his Countrie, and confiſcated al 
Athens, his godes , and this commoditie gotte he by his ſeconde 
Marriage. But the moſte wicked Thisbe, who is ſlaine 
in my ſigbt, ſapled from Athens foz that cauſe, And thus 
muche ouely conlds J knowe , whiche Anticles tolde me 
in Egma, with-whom J ſapled twice into «Egypt of pur- 
poſe, it J might finde her in Mancratia,to bzing her backe 
to Athens, and deliuer my Father from ſuche ſuſpitions, 
and accuſations, as were laide againſt him, and take re- 
uenge ol her, foʒ all the miſchicues that ſhe& did vnto vs:

ſo that J mate be in pour hande, J care not if J die, foꝛ J 
couet muche better to be ſlaine of pour handes,and tobe 
buried after the manner of the Greekes , then to leade a 
life moꝛe gruous then deathe , oz cls to ſuſteine ſuche 
+ Barbarous Loue, as is moꝛe intollerable, the the hatred 
of Athens. And thus ſpake Thisbein her Letter, But 
Cnemon ſaide, Thisbe, as reaſon is, thou arte flaine,and tred, 
thy ſelfe art meſenger to tell vs of thy miſeries, making 
declaration of them by thine owne deathe . Thus bathe 
the Revenger(as now mate it appeare) dziaing the oner 
all the wozlde , not withdzawen her ſcourge , befoze ſhe 
made me, whom thou haſte iniuried, although liuinge in 
e/Egypte, to be y beholder of thy pouniſhment. But what 
miſchiete was that, whiche thou diddeft deniſe againſte 
me, as by thy Letters it maie appeare, whiche Foztune 
woulde not let thee bꝛinge to ende ? Uertly,cuen'nowe 
alſo 3 muche miſtruſte ther, and am in great doubte, leſte 
the death ol Demeneta be but a tale, and that, bothe they 
begulled me, who tolde me of the lame, and that thou art 
tome by Sea out of Greece, to mae in Ægypte another 
Tragedy of mææ.

kurie, do p2oficie . When — rr ay Caricha hearde 
this, ſuddatnelplamentinge , O Pitho, O Delphi, cried 
they: wherewith Cnemon was abaſhed, and wiſte not 
what they had concetucd by the name of Pitho: and thus 
were they occupied. But Thermutis, Thyamis 
bearer,after he beinge wounded, had cſcaped the battail. 
and ſailed to lande: when nighte came, de gotte a loſe 
Boate,and haſted to goe to the Jland, Thisbe whom he 
toke a fewe dates befoze fro Manſicles a Parchant , in a 
narrowe wale, at the ſide of the Hill. But after the b;otle 
began, and the enimies appꝛoched, when Thyamis ſente 


 bimtofetche the Sacrifice to the Goddes, he delitinge to 


plate her without the daunger of weapons , and to kepe 
ber foz him ſelfe in ſafety,put her pꝛiuilp into the Caue, 
and fo; haſte lefte her but in the entrie thereof. In which 
place, as thee at the firſt was lefte, partly foz feare of the 
pꝛeſent perilles, partip oz that ſhoe knew not the waies

Thermutis made haſte, after he t ſcaped ont of the bat- 
tafle,t as ſone as he was landed in the Jlande,be ranng 
tothe Tabernacles', e aſches he founde no- 
thinge , But findinge at length the mouthe of the Cane 
by the ſtoane, and the reade,if any were left, on fiere,he 
ranne downe in great haſte, and called Thisbe by name: 
whom after he founde deade,and ſtandinge a god while 


without mouinge, in a grrate ſtudie;at ae 
* 
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ont of the inner partes of the Caue, a certaine noyſe, and 
ſounde , (foz T heagenes, and Cnemon were pet in talke) 
he ffraight deemed that they had ſlaine her, was theres 
foze mach troubled in his mind, could not wel tel what 
to ds: Foz the Barbarous angre, and fearteneſſe whiche 
is naturally grafted in Theues , kindled the moze , foz 
that he was nowe beguiled of his loue, moued him to ſet 
vpon them whome he deemed to be, the Authours of that 
murther, but fo; that he neither had armour noz weapö, 
de was conſtrained whither de would, oz no, to be quiet: 
be thought it god therfoze,not to come vpon them, as an 
enimie at the ürſte, but it he could get any Armour, then 
to ſet on them alter. When he had thus determined, he 
came to Theagenes, and loked about with eies frowning, 
and terribly bent, ſo that with his contenance he plaine⸗ 
ty bewzaſed the in warde cogitatſon of his minde , They 
ſeinge a man comme in vppon them ſuddainelp, ſoare 
wounded , naked, and with a blouddy fate, behaued not 
them ſelues all alike , but Cariclia ranne into a cozner of 
the Caue,fearinge perhappes,to loke vpon a man ſo des 
fozmed,and naked.Cnemon ſ&inge Thermutes contrarp 
to his expectation,and knowinge him well, miſtruſtinge 
that he wonlde enterpziſe ſommewhat ,helde his peace, 
and ſtepped backe. But that ſight did not ſo muche feare 
Theagenes,as moue him to wzath, who dzewe his ſwoꝛd, 
and made as though he woulde trike him, it he ffurred, 
and bad him ſtande, oz els (@ he) thou ſhalte knowe the 
pꝛice of thy comminge, and the cauſe is, foʒ that J knowe 
thee not,noz whp thou commeſt. Thermutis came nears 
him, and ſpake him fafre , haninge rather reſpece to the 
pꝛeſente time, then fo2 that he was accuſtomed ſo to do, 
and deſired Cnemon to be his friende, and ſapde,that he 
bad deſerued to be holpzn at his hande , bicauſe he neuer 
had donne him wꝛonge, and had ben his companion the 
dale befoze , and that he came to them as to his friendes.

him, helped him vp,foz he helde Theagenes by the knees, 
and enquired of him where Thyamis was, he tolde him 
cuery thinge, howe he fought with his enimies, ho we he 
wente into the thickeſt pzeſſe of them, and neither fcared 
bis owne ſafetie,noz their bhealche , howe he lcwe cuerp 
man that came within his reache, but him ſe le was gar⸗ 
ded and compaſſed about, and ſtraight charge giuen, that 
euery man ſhoulde fozbeare T hyamis. But what became 
of him at length, he coulde not tell, 2 J grenouſlp woun⸗ 
ded, ( ꝙ he) ſwomme to lande, and at this time am comme 
into the Caue to ſcke Thisbe. And there with they aſked 
him, what he had to do with Thisbe, oz do we he tame by 
her. Thermutis then tolde them alſo, howe he toke her 
from certaine Perchantes, and howe he loued her won⸗ 
derkully, and keapt her pztuily in his owne Tabernacle, 
and befoze the comming of the enimies, put her into this 
Caue, and that he now founde her ſlaine, by ſomr, whom 
he kne we not, but he woulde be gladde to vnderſtande, 
why, and foz what occaſion it was donne. Cnemon heres 
with defirous to deliver him ſelte, quickly from all ſuſpſ- 
tion. Thyamis killed her,ſaide he, therewith foz pzoufe 
be ſhewed dim the ſwo2zde whiche they founde by ber, 
when cher was llaine, which as ſwne as Thermutis ſawe 
blouddy!, and almoſte warme with the late laughter , 
and knew that it was Thyamis ſwozde in deede,fetching 
a great ſighe from the bottome of his hart, not knowing 
that was donne further , wente out of the Denne, and 
ſayde neuer a woꝛde, and comminge to the deade body, 
and laſeinge his heade on her bꝛeaſte, O Thisbe, ſaide he 
okte, but nothinge els, repeatinge the name onely, and 
within a while his ſences faplinge him , be fell on lepe, 
Theagenes,Cariclia, and Cnemon, beganne to thinke of 
their owne buſineſſc,and ſcemed as thoughe they woulde 
tonſulte thereof: but their manſfolde miſcries paſſed the 
greatencſſe of their calamities pzeſente , and the bncer- 


tainetie of that whiche was to tome, did hinder x * 
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the reaſonable parte of the minde,ſo that they loked one 
bpon an other, and euerp ons loked what his fellowe jt 
woulde ſaie, as touchinge their pzeſent ſtate, after this, p 
their hope faplinge them, they woulde caſte their eies to 1 
the grounde , and with ſozrowfall ſighes, and græuous . 
mourninges litt them vp againe, at length Cnemon lai⸗ |

ed him ſelle on the grounde, Theagencs ſatte downe on 
a ſtoane, and Cariclia leaned on him, and ſtriued a great ; 
while to ouercomme fleepe, fo; deſire to conſider ſomme- | 
what of theire pzeſente affaires , but they with ſozrowe 
and labour much abated, although againf their willes, 
were conſtratned to obey nature, and out of their greate [ 
beautneſſe they fell into a pleaſant lepe. Thus was the I 
reaſonable parte of the minde , of fozceconſtratned , to 
agree with the affection of the body. But after they had 
flumbzed a while, ſo that their eies were pet ſcante ſhuf, 
Cariclia , who late there with them, had a marueilous 
dꝛeame, t this it was h thought. Aman with a roughe £<1r/c//4. 
dead, terrible ſes wlinge eyes, and bloudy handes, pulled dyeame. 
out one of her eyes, herewith ſh&@ ſuddianelp cried out, 
ſateinge'; that ſher had loſte one of her eyes, 4 called foz 
Theagenes, who ſtraight was at hande, and did bewaile 
her harme,as if in his ſlepe de bad felt the ſame. But ſhe 
put her hande to her face, and felte every where fo; that 
eye, which was loſte, and as ſone as ſhe knewe it was a 
dꝛeame, it is a dꝛeame Theagenes, ſaide h, J haue mine 
eie, come hither and feare not: Theagenes was here with 
well pleaſed, and as merte is, (ꝙ he) you haue pour eyes 
as b:ight as Dunne beames: But what ailed you.oꝛ whp 
were pou fo afraide : An ill fanoured frowarde fellows 
(p H&)nothinge fearing pour inuincible ſtrength, came 
to me as Jleaned on pour knees, with aſwozde in bis 
bande, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that verily J- thought de bad pluckt 
out my right eye. And J woulde to God (ſaide ſha)it dad 
ben ſo in deede, rather then appeared to me in my ſlerpe.

as to be a ſpie, excepte Cnemon mighte go with him. 
Whiche thing when Theagencs perceiued,that Cnemon 
did detrace(foz when he harde what the «Egyptian ſaid, 
be ſcemed to be muche tronbled in his minde, and ſoze as 
fraide)ſaide to him. Thou arte able to gieue god Coun⸗ 
tell, but thy harte faileth ther, which thinge J daue bothe 
at other times well perteiued, but eſpecially nowe . But 
plucke vp pour ſpꝛytes, and take a god harte to pou, foz 
at this time it ſcemeth neteſlatie to conſent, and go with 
bim, that he concetue no ſuſpicion of our determined 
fiight(foz there is no daunger foz him that is armed, and 
bath a \waozde, to go with one vtterly Unarmed ) and 
then if occaũion ſerue,to ſlippe from him, and come to vs 
into ſome Uillage hereby, whiche wer will agree vpon. 
Cnemon was contente, and appointed a certaine towns 
called Chemmis, very Ritche,and wel peopled,Cytuated 
on a Hill vpon the banke of Nylus, that it maile thereby 
be the better defended,frd theinuaſion of the heardmen, 
And it was to it after they were ouer the lake, almoſte 
an hundzed furlonges, and they ſhould go right f&:the, 
At wilbe harde , ſaide Theagenes, eſpectally foz Cariclia, 
who bath not benne accuſtomed to go any longe fours 
neies. But foz all that, we will go, and counterfeſte our 
ſelues to be beggers, e ſuche as go aboute with certaine 
Juglinge caſtes to gette our liuinge . That wilbe well 
( ſaide Cnemon ) os you be very euill fauoured people, 
but moſte Cariclia, whoſe eie was lately pulled out, 
wherefoze me thinketh, you wil not onely aſke peces of 
bzeade,but Couerletes,and Caldzons. Hereat they ſmy⸗ 


ueda little, ſo that their laughter moned but there lippes 


onely. When therefsze with Othe they had confirmed 
that, which was determined, and had taken Wr 
0 
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fo wſfneſſe, that they woulde neuer by their willes foz- 


ſake one an other, they wente eche of them aboute their 
decreed buſines . Cnemon therefoze,and Thermutis,ha- 
uinge in the mozninge early paſſed ouer the lake, foke 
their fournte thzough a thicke wodde , wherein it was 
harde to finde any wafe. Thermutis wente befoze, foz ſo 
Cnemon woulde haue it, pzctendinge the cunninge be 
had in that harde paſſage , and willinge him foleade the 
waie: but in dede rather pꝛouiding foz his owne ſafetic, 
and preparing a iuſt oppoꝛtunitie to geue him the ſlippe. 
After they had gonne a god waie, they eſpied a flocke of 
ſhæpe, and after thoſe, who kepte them were fledde, and 
crepte into the thicke wodde harde by, they killed one of 
the kapꝛeſt Names, that wente befoze the flocke, and ro⸗ 
ſtinge him at a fire, which the Shepherdes had made, did 
eate of þ fleaſh without taryſng,befoze it was thozough- 
ly rofte, becauſe their bellies were marueloullp pinched 
with hunger. Like Moulues therefo:e,0z Cozmoꝛantes 
they deuoured euerp parte, though it were but a litle 
baked ag 
bloude ranne aboute their teeth . Bat after they had fil- 
led their bellies, and quenched their thirſte with Pilke, 
they wente fozwarde,and now was it time foz Cnemon 
to put his deuiſe in pꝛadiſe. When they had thercfoze 
gone vp a little Hill( under which, Thermutis ſaide, was 
the Willage,and in it Thyamis, beinge taken in the Bats 
taile, was eſther kepfe P2iſs ner, oꝛ ſlaine, as he conſectus 
red) Cnemon made an ercuſe that his bellie was trou⸗ 
bled with to much meate, and by reaſon of the Pilke,he 
had a painetull laſke , therefoze he deſired Thermutis to 
go ſoftclp afoze,and he woulde by and by overtake bim. 
Thus did he ones oz t wiſe , oꝛ thꝛe times, fo that nowe 
be ſ@med to deale truely, affirminge that be had muche 
ado to ouertake him, after he had thus acquainted the 
e/Egy ptian,at laſte, without his knowlege,be tarfed be- 
hinde,and as faſte as he coulde ranne downs the hill,tn- 
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koavery thicke wodde . Bat he when be came fo the 
toppe of the hill, ſatte him downe on a ſtoane to reſte 
dim, tartiynge till night came, in whiche they appointed 
to go into the village, to heare in what tate Thyamis 
was , and therewithall he loked aboute foz Cnemon, to 
whom if he came after him.he druiſed to do ſome harme, 
Foz he had not pet lefte his conteiued opinion, that be 
lle we Thisbe, and therefoze he bethought him ſelle, how 
1 be might kill him againe, and afterwarde he was with 
1 a certatne madneſſe moued to ſet vpon Theagenes. But 
| — when Cnemon appeared not, and it was nowe farre on 
, the night,be fell a lepe,and with the biting of an Aſpe, 
bauinge — like deathe to all his paſſed life, by the 

Ia dies ol deſtinies pleaſure perhappes, he llepte his tra- 
riernutitu fon and laſte flepe , But Cnemon after he had fozſaken 
laune. Thermutis, lefte not runninge, till darke night reſtrai⸗ 
ned his violente courſe , ſo that in that place where the 

night onertoke him, he bidde him ſelfe , and laide as 

many leaues as he coulde bpon him. Under whiche he 

lpnge, was muche troubled,and lle pte but little, ſuppo- 

ſinge every noyſe, and blaſte of winde, and wagginge of 

eche leafe to be Thermutis,and if at any time ſlpe ouers 

came him, he thought that he fledde , and loked backe foz 
him, that purſued him not. And when he had luſte to 

llerpe, he woulde refraine , foz that he woulde not * 

longer, then nerde required , Laſte of all, he ſæmed to be 

angry with the night , and thought that it was longer 

then any other was. As ſone as with greate deſire he 

. ſawe the date, firſte he cut of ſa muche of his heare, as be 
ch the had let growe, that be might be like vnto the Theue 95, 0 
Theeues Atte the intent, that thoſe who mette him, ſhould not trouble, 
their beare no ſuſpede him. Foz the Thenes beſide other thinges 
grew. that they do , whereby they maie ſeme moze fearefull, 
Longe bears let their heare growe ſo longe that al men lothe it, which

ne well, that longe heare maketh them moze acceptable,

therefoze Cnemon had cutte of ſo muche of his heare , as 

woulde make him ſeme the moze trimme, and not be 

thought one of the Mhenes, he made baſte to go to 

Chemmis, where he appointed to miete with Theagencs, 

And beinge now come to Nylus,and ready to paſſe ouer, 

he ſpied an Olde man walkinge on the banke , vp and 

downe , who ſemed to communicate ſomme of his cogt- 

tations with the fludde , he had longe heare after a holy 

facid, but a very white, roughe bearde ſomewhat loge, 

his Cloke and other Apparell like a Grecian. Cnemon

Chus was the ſonge made: Cnemon, as farre as Jre- 
member, and there was ſo god oꝛder in the ſonge , «4 the 
meaſure of their dauncinge,agreed ſo wel to the ſounde 
of the inſtrument, that the etes neglected that thei ſawe, 
in compariſon of that they hearde , e thoſe that ſtode by, 
would folowe the Patdes that paſſed on, as though they 
bad benne conſtrained with the pleaſantneſſe of theirs 
ſonge , vntill the luſty youthes with their Captaine ap⸗ 
peared,the ſight whereof was better, then al that they 
bad ſcene befoze. The whole nuber of theſe pouthes was 
fiftie, whiche was deutded inte twiſe fiue c twentie, in a 
manner garded their Capfaine,who rode in the middelt 
of them. Their Bates wzought with Purple Lether, 
were foulded finely alitle above their ancles . Their 
clokes were buttened with Buttons of Golde befoze 
their bzeaſtes , and were laſde vn with rewnve blews 
Buttons,downe vnto the nethermoſte demme. Their 
Hozſes came all out of Theſſalia , whiche alſo hewed by 
their pleaſaunt countenauntes, the god of 
their Countrie. They fomed on their bz as though 
they thought ſcozne,of ſuch as rode on the, yet they tur⸗ 
ned verp redily as theire Riders wonlde daue them, 
Their Sadels,and the reſte of their Harneſſe was ſo be- 
ſet with Silner,and Golde, tdat in this point the ponge 
menne ſæmed to ſtriue who Woulde be bzaueſt. But, 
Cnemon,thoſe who were pꝛeſent, did ſo deſpiſe, and pale 
theſe menne apparailed, and loke on the Captaine 
n Theagenes (on whom was my tare) that all, whiche che⸗ 
ee wet berce very bzight, was nowe darkened , as it had 
ney benne with ſome paſſinge lightninge. Suche b:ightnefe 
hr did bis light bzinge vnto vs, in as muche as he was on

headed. His cloke was of Purple wzought with Golde, 
wherein was the battaile of the Centaures, and Lapithes: 
on the Button bf his clone, was Pallas pictured, beating 
a bilde befoze her bzeaſte wherein was Gorgons head, 
The comelinefſe,and commendation of that which was 
donne, was ſomme what increaſed by the eaſy blowings | 
of the winde . dalhiche moued his heare about bis necke, |

parting it befozs his fo:ehead,and made his cloke waue, 
and the nether partes thereof to couer the backe , 4 but⸗ 
tockes of his Hozſe.

And with that, Jbzought the 
D2acle into her rememb2ance, and declared to her, what 
it meante, whiche Cariclia knewe befoze, in as muche as 
it was in euerp mannes monthe. ber ſtarte backe a li⸗ 
tle at this: and after ſaide, Father, ſ&inge you ſaie, the 
Goddes woulde haue it ſo, and Jbeleve no leſſe. What 
muſte wes doo? You muſte(quoth J) make as though pou 
were content with Alcamenes Marriage. That ia, ſaid 
ſher, very muche, and ſcante allowable, to pzeferre any 
man onelp in pꝛomiſe befoze Theagenes ? But Father, 
fo: as muche as I haue genen my ſelfc into the hanves 
a Von of the Goddes and pon, tel me the ende of this tale, and 
beſeat a/ud. V9We ft mate be vndonne, befoze it be bzought to effece, 
n. Pouſhal knowe (ſalde J). Pany thinges tolde mop 
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hand fo women , daue greatelp hindered the mater in 
hande : whiche beinge ſuddainely put in pꝛadiſe, axe by 
them moze boldelp atcheined foz the moſte parte, Onely 
folowe my counſel,as wel nowe, as at other times, and 
be contente to allowe the marriage, whiche Caricles wil 
p:outde foz pou, who wil do nothinge without mp coun- 
ſel,and helpe. Sher made pꝛomiſe ſo to do:and J wente 
my waie, and leafte her wepinge. I ſcantly was gone 
out of her Chamber, but J ſawe Caricles, very ſadde, and 
ful of ſoꝛrowe.

J) pou haus any pꝛetious thinge in ſtoare, oz appa 
wꝛought with Golde, oz any Jewel of pꝛice, bzinge them 
to her, as Tokens from her Spouſe, t appeaſe her with 
giftes: Foz Gold, t Pꝛetious Stoanes are wonderfullp 
eſte@med with women. You muſt pzoulde other thinges 
fo; this Solemnitie alſo, and this Parſage muſte be dif- . 
patched pzeſently , while her deſire thcreto , whiche is 

wzoughte by Arte againſte her wil, is table, and vn⸗ 

changed. After Caricles had ſaide,thinke that J wil omit 

nothinge whiche J can do, he wente home, and foz ioie, 
as ſone as I had leafte talkinge with bim, he made hate 
Cericles geuerh ſo ta do.

rowes, is violently ſeperated + taken from me. A denne 
of Therues the dape befoze was mine Inne, and what 
was that habitation, but a very Hel, oꝛ woꝛſe plate: yet 
my deere Loner beinge with me, made it eaſie to be ſuf- 

kered. There he lamented me aliue, and ſhedde teares fo2 

me, beinge (as he thought) dead, and bewapled me as it 

J had benne llaine, nowe am J depzfued of all this: he is 

gonne, who was partaker of my calamities, and whe 

would haue deuided them, as though it had benne a bur⸗ 

den. And Jalone am fozſaken, a pꝛyſoner, and by many 

wales to be lamented, am obſeced to the arbiterment of 

cruell Foꝛtune. And do reteyne my life onelp, foz that 3 

hope my moſte deere friende is aliue. But 6 my harte, 
where art thou? 62 what Foꝛtune haſte thou? arte thou 
alſo alas bounde, whiche baſe a fr&e minde, not able te 
abide any ſcruage, but of Loue : well, do nothinge but 
ſaue thy lite, to the intent thou mapſt once beholde thy 
Thisbe agatne : foz ſo ſhalte thou call me, whether thou 
wiltoznot , Cnemon coulde abſde no longer, after he f 
hearde this, fo heare the reſte:though he ghealled by the ö 


beginninge ſomewhat els , yet by that he hearde in the 
Ny ende, 
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The name of ende, tontludinge that it was Thisbe, waned but lit le 
Thiſbe,troubleth that he ſounded not at the gate. But after he had ouer⸗ 
Cuemon ſore. tonumed that paſſion with muche ado , foz fcare leaſt he 
ſhoulo be ſpted of any man (foz nowe the Cockes cri we 
the ſeconde time) he ranne backe ſlumblinge, lomti tune 
burtinge bis toes againſt the ſelles, ſometuni s itt inge 
his head againſt the walles and doze poſtes . When he 
tame to his lodginge aftcr myche trauell, he fell into the 
bed de, and all his body trembled, and bis tæth cbattered 
ſo2e: and he had pet happes benne in extreame perill, if 
Calaſiris, had not perecivned it, and comfozted him, and 
b:ought him te him ſelfe agaitne . After he was reuinet a 
little, he aſked of him the matter. 3 am bndonne (ꝙ bt 
fo: that moſt wicked Thisbe is sliue in dede: and there- 
withall be ſounded againe: and Calaſiris had much ado 
to call him agayne, and comfoꝛte him. Hurt ly ſomt Cod 
plainely ſcoꝛned Cnemon, becauſe (as othet ivtſc,to2 the 
moſt parte it maketh a icſte, oꝛ toie of humqine a ſfar cs: 
ſo nowe it woulde not ſuffer him penctcably withott dil⸗ 
quiet nt de, to enioye that whiche was moſt pleaſant and 
welcome te bim, butthat whiche Choztelpaftcr woulde 
make him verp iopfull, was nowwe turned into ſozrowe) 
either foz that it ſhewed then the nature, and cuſteme ef 
it ſclfe , c2 cis becauſe the Nature cf man can not take 
true iope as ſhould be. Whercfoze Cnemon ſicdde ſrem 
that, wbiche he then ſhould moſte haut deſired, 4 ſuppo⸗ 
ſcd that to be frarc full, whiche was moſte tclcaable to 
him . Foz the woman that wepte was not Thisbe, but 
Cariclia . Fo2 thus it was: after T-hiamis came into bis 
Enimics hande alſue, and was kepte Pzpſoncr , tte 
Jlande was ſette on fire , and the Beardemen, who in⸗ 
babited it, were fiedde, Cnemon, and Thermutis, Thia- 
mis Shielde Bearer , in the mozninge rewedoucr the 
Lake, to ſpie ſn what caſe. theirt Captaine was with 
their @nimies:the manner of their (ournep was ſuch as 
is declared befoze, Then were Theagenes, and nga 
| * 
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leatte in the Denne alone, whoaccoumpted the pꝛolon- 

ginge ol their calamities a ſingulare benefite , that was 

the firſte time that euer they were by them ſelues, and 

delivered from al that mighte trouble them. UUherefoze 

they conſidered of thrire eſtate , not foꝛgettinge to kifſe 

and imbꝛace ccbe other, ſo that they foꝛegat all that they 

bad to do, 2 t ode either in others armes a greate while, 

as if they had benne made one Body, contente pet to ſas 

tiffie them ſelues with Chaſte Loue, tempcratinge their 

affection with trtares, and clenly kiſſes. oz Cariclia, if at 

anp time ſher pertttued Theagenes to paſſe the boundes 

of ſmelineſſe, and deale with her ouer want onlp, would 

rebuke him by tellinge him of his Othe: and he woulde 

ſuffer him ſelke to be rekourmed with litle laboure , and 

bꝛought againe to femperatencfſe, in as much as he was cariclia more 
in Loue inferiour to her, but in pleaſure te fac ſurmouns in Lone, then 
ted. But at length, though it were {ong? ficſte, thei re» Theagenes, 
membꝛed what they had to do, and bp foꝛte were con- 

ſtrained to confente them ſclues,and then Theagenes be- 

ganne to ſpeake thas:That we, Cariclhia, maie entafe one 

an other, and attaine vnto that, whiche we bane pꝛefer⸗ 

red befo2e al other thinges, and koꝛ whiche we haue ſuſ⸗ 

teined al our troubles, bothe we do wiſhe, a the Goddes 

of Greece graunte. But fo: as muche, as wel becauſe al 

wozldlp thinges are vnſt able, and incline diuerſe wates, 

and we haue boꝛne muche , and hope fo2 many thinges, 

wer muſt nowe haſte vs to Chemmis, as wa haue conclus 

ded with Cnemon , as alſo bicauſe weeknowe not what 

koꝛtune we ſhal haue,+ wee hane(as it ſeemeth) a greate, 

and wonderful deale of grounde to paſſe,befoze wee cam 

comme to the Lande whiche wee hope foz : Let vs diuiſe A very Wiſe de. 
certaine Tokens, whereby war beinge one in others «i of Theage- 
fghte, mate knowe dur ſetretes: and it᷑ it happen vs to ,. 

be Seawinded, wee maie in abſence ſake one an other. The conmedithe 
Foz a watche wozdeoffriendes, which in keapte in hope |, ; . 
fo finde, is a greate eaſemente of longe trauel. Cariclia T © wach- 
Q iy pzayſed 7 
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pꝛalſed his diulſe, and they agreed , it they were ſepera- 
ted, that Theagenes houlde wzite, Pithicus: Caticlia, Pi- 
thies vpon al famous Churches, Pictures, Ponumentes, 
and greate Stoanes in Croſſe wales, whether they were 
gonne the right hande waie, oz the lefte: to what Cittie, 
Tullage, oz Countrie:and laſtelp, that thei ſhould declare 
the very daie, and houre. And ik they might, it Houlde 
be ſafficients one to ſee the other. Foz they thoughte no 
time ſhoulde be hable fo put out of theire mindes ſuche 
ELoue:pet foz the better aſurance, Cariclia woulde ſhews 
her Fathers Ninge, whiche was lalde out with her, and 
Theagenes a Starre in his Thighe , that a wilde Boze 
gaue him. Jt was further concluded betwerne them, 
that in ſt&de of woꝛdes, her ſhoulde beare a Taper, and 
be a Bꝛanche of Palme. To confirme this, they imbꝛa⸗ 
ted eche other, and wepte, powzinge out their teares in 
ſteve of Sacrifice (as A gheaſſe ) , and fo an Othe, they 
bſed many kiſſes. After theſe thinges were thus oꝛde⸗ 
red, they came out af the Cane, without touching any of 
the Treaſures whiche were lated vp there. Foz they 
coumpted thoſe godes vncleane, whiche were gotten by 
Robberies: but that which they bzought with them from 
Delphi, and that the Theenes had taken from them, that 
they gathered togeather , and carried with them: And 
Cariclia chaunged her Apparalle , and put it into a litle 
Packe with the Coppie of their Nowe, and her Garland, 
and Sacred Garmente:and that it might be moze pꝛiuie, 
they lated the reſte of their woꝛſte ſtuffe vpon it. As fo 
ber Bowe, and Qutuer, ſh& gave them to Theagenes to 
beate, whiche was a paſſinge pleaſante burthen to him, 
ſeinge they were the pzoper Weapons of the God, who 
had the power ouer him. As ſone as thep came neare 
to the Lake, and were aboute to take Boate, they ſpied a 
bande of Armed men rowinge ouer to the Jande. They, 
ſoꝛe abaſſhed at that terrible ſighte, fode a great white 
aſtonicd,as though with the greatneſſe of their —_— 
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whiche they conteiued of the vnſtableneſſe of Foztune, 

which ſo raged ill againſt them. that they had loſt their 
ſences;pet at length whe they were ready to arriuc, wha 
comming towarde them, Cariclia defired to retire backe, 
and crepe into ſome cozner of the Denne, and there hive 
them ſclues, and therewithall ſh& ranne her waie. But 
Theagenes cauſed her to abide, and ſaide how longe ſhal 
wee flee the fate that faloweth vs euerp where Let vs 
yelde to Foztune, and withſtande no longer the violece 
which is ready to aſſaulte vs,foz what els ſhal we gaint, 
but fruiteleſſe traucll,and a baniſhed life, and from time 
to time, be ſcoꝛned of the Goddes 2 Do pou not ſæ howe 
they ioine the Robberies of the Pyꝛates to our baniſh- 
ment, and goe aboute with greate diligence and tra- 
uell ta \bzt nge vs into greater daungers, by Lande, then 
earſt wer haue founde by ea? not longe ago thep made 
afraie aboute vs: within a little after , they bzonghte 
Theues vato vs, ere while thet made vs pꝛiſoners, then 
lefte thep vs alone, but at libertie, and made vs belckue 
wer might go whither we woulde, then treight haue 
they bzaught vs into the handes of ſuche as ſhall kill vs. 
This warre foz their diſpoztc have thei made againſt vs, 
making as it were, a Comedie of our affayzes.Why then 
do not wer bꝛeake ofthis Tragical Poceme of thcfrs,and 
ye&lde vs to thoſe that wil kill vs:ltaſt perhappes if they 
meane to make an intollcrable ende of our Tragedy, we 
be fozced to kill our ſelues. Cariclia allowed not al that 
he ſaide , mary ſh& thought that he ſuſtly accuſed Fo2- 
tune, but not that it was any pointe of wiſedome, to 
yelde them ſelues willinglp into theic enimies handes, 
fvz they were not ſure that they would kil them as ſone 
as they had them, neither had they to do with fo gentle 
and friendly a God, that woulde make a quicke ende of 
their miſcries , but woulde perhappes reſerue them to a 
kurther bondage. Which tbinge, then what death ſhould 


it not * moze greeuous 2 It wee gene our ſelues to the 
tnfuries: 
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inturies of barbarous people, we tal be ſo vnwothelp 
bandled,as Jam lothe to gheaſſe. Whiche thinge bp all 
meanes,and as longe as we can, let vs auoide: meaſu- 
ringe our hope of time to comme, with experience of that 


whiche is paſte, howe wer haue benne diuerlly p:eſerued 
at ſuche time as is not credible. After Theagenes had 
ſaide, Let vs do as pou wil:ſhee wente befoze, and he fo- 
lowed her, as if he had benne tied to her. Pet fo2 al their 
haſte, they came not to the Denne befoze their Enimies: 
but while they loked on them that wente befoze them, 
they wiſte not that with an other bande whiche came in⸗ 
to the Zlande at an other plate, they were compaſſed, and 
encloſed. TWherewithal they ſoze abaſſhed , ode til, 
Cariclia ranne vnder Theagenes arme, that if ſh& muſt 
nerdes die, he woulde die in Theagenes handes. One of 
thoſe, who were landed, wente aboute to ſhote at them, 
but after the ponge folkes bad loked vpon them, theire 
hartes failed, their righte handes quaked. Foz tho very 
barbarous handes (as map appeare)do feare the be wtiful 
perſonages, and a right cruell epe will be made gentell 
with a lowly laoke. As ſone as thei had taken them, they 
carried them tothe Captapne, great ly deſiringe to carry 
the fay:eſt of the ſpoiles to him at the firſt:e tei bꝛought 
nothinge els, foz although they had compaſſed the Jland 
with their Armoure,as with a nette rounde aboute,and 
had ſearched it from one parte fo another, pet could they 
finde nothinge, fo; all that was in the Jlande, was bur- 
ned in the koꝛmer ſkirmiſhe , ſauinge the Denne onely 
whiche no man knewe. And thus were they bzought to 
the Generall of þ warre: his name was Mytranes,whom 
Groondates had made Capfaynec of the watches: This 
Groondates was deputie of Egypte in the greate Bin ges 
behalte, who beinge hyzed with a grrate ſumme of mo- 
nep, by Nauſicles, as is afoꝛeſaide, to ſcke Thisbe, came 
into the Jlande. After Theagenes, and Cariclia were 


bzought almoſte into their ſighte , Nauſicles bp a crafty

ſhe ſhoulde ſate, her name was Thisbe, if ſhe deſired to rede f 79%: 
eſcape daunger. And his policie toke effec, foz Cariclia, 
when thee hearde him ſpeake Greeke, thought that he 
wente aboute ſomewhat foz her commodſtie, and 02dzed 
ber ſelfe as he deſired : and when Mytranes aſked what 
her name was, ſh&ſaive, Thisbe. Then he ranne and carichs ſaithe 
kiſſed Mytrancs,and comendinge his Foꝛtune, made the ber name & 
barbarous man pzowde, fo; that he had not onely atchy» r4/e, 
ued many other warres well, but had bzought alſo this 
to pzoſperous end, he pzowde of his pꝛaiſe, and thinking 
by the falſe name, that it was ſo in dæde. Although him 
ſellke was faken.with her bewtp, whiche appeared in her 
fimple appaxell, as it the bzightneſfe of the Pone ſhould 
tine out of a Cloude, pet betauſe the vnconftancie of his 
minde, was ouerraught with the quickneſſe of the crafte, 
and alli time to repent was taken from him.

\dates . God,the greate Binge geninge pouleaue to pꝛeſent ſuch 
an excellente gifte to him, who is Maiſter to vs bothe, as 

the Kinges Courte hitherto neuer ſawe,neſther pet ſhal 

bereafter. This was the Contentes of his Letter. 

But Calafiris, and Cnemon hopinge to knowe that they 
were ignoꝛante ot, came to Nauſicles befoꝛe tate, and aſ- 
ked bim howe he bad ſpedde . Then Nauſicles tuolde him 
all:howe they tame to the Zlande, and feunde itveſerte, 
and no man therein to mete them : howe ht haveraftily 
beguiled Mytranes,4 had gotten a certatnePapde which 
was there, in ſtæde of Thisbe: and that be bat ſye doe 
better in gettinge of her , then ik he had founve Thisbe. 
Foz there was no (mall difference betwene them, but 

as wes betwirte God, and and that there was no 
bewtie ſo excellente , that ſtaine bers , and that it 
was not poſſible to ſet fo2th the ſame iuſtly by wa:des, 

fo: that be mighte hewe her befoze them. When they 
hearde this,tbey b:ganne to ſurmiſe the thing as it was 

in dede, and pꝛaied dim inftantly to bidde her comme in

Calafiris then beſought Nauſi- 
cles, to tell him what he knew of Theagenes, who it was 
thathad taken him , and whither he woulde carrp him. 
Nauſicles tolde them all, after he percetued , that theſe 
were they, of whom the olde man had talked ſa oft with 
bim, and to finde them, had ledde a wanderinge life in 
great ſozrowe. he ſapde mozeouer that they ſhould gette 
little there, but the knowledge of him beinge paze and 
n&dp folkes,foz as muche as it were a greate matter, it 
Mytranes would be content to lette him goe foz a greate 
ſumme of Ponep . J baue Ponep (ſaide Cariclia ſoftely 
to Calaſiris) pzomiſe him as muche as pou wil, fo2 J haue 
aboute me the Jewelles, whiche pou know of. Calaſiris 
was gladde hereof , but fearinge leaſt Nauſicles ſhoulds

J did ſo, and ſhoztly after J came with 
by children Theagenes and Cariclia, and Tyrrhenus intertaired bs 
ledge mah gladlp, and lette vs haue the warmer parte of the houſe, 
Tyrrbens, Druely we were very wel at the firſte,and bad god lca- 
ſare , to conferre whole dapes fogeather, and when wee

another. Tyrrhenus and his Childzen in a parlour alſo 
alone toke their reſte. tk did eate at one Table all, 
and ſuche thinges as were nedefull, we pꝛouide d of our 
owne cofte , beſide Fifhe whiche Tyrrhenus toke in the 
Sea, as he woulde ſommetime fiſhe alone: ſommetime 
wee woulde helpe him at leaſure. Foz be had all manner 
of waies to fifhe , and fo? all ſeaſons , and the place was 
well ſoared , and very conueniente to caſte Nettes: ſo 
that many woulde aſcribe that gapne whiche they got by 
onee yahoppy, their Arte to the benefite of Foztune. But there was 
and eaer vnßap- none other temedie, but as the Pꝛouerbe is, once vnhap- 
pp, and euer vnhappp. Cariclias bewtie, euen in this ſo⸗ 

litarp place, was not without great bzople:foz that Per- 
wb home cbaunte of Tyre, which was denounced Wictoz at Delphi 
cal ſtir forked in the games of Apollo, called Pithia, with whom wee lai⸗ 
£1.41. led, tame to me alone, and was very impoztunate, and 
* — greeuous bnto me: beſœchinge me, as if J had benne her 
wo » Caricli4. Father, that I woulde geue her him to wife, He talked 
194 £4 0% much of him ſelfe,partelp by telling of his Noble ſtocke, 
* a e partelp by ſhewinge vs of his riches, and that the Hulke 
T4 Lowers wherein wee ſailed, was his owne, and that the greater 
Pf. parte 
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parte of the Perchandile therein, as Golde', P2etfons 
Stoanes of great valewe, and Splke was his abone the 
reſte: and he added alſo his late obteined Uicoztfe , as no 
ſmall increaſe of his honoure and name,and a thouſande 
thinges beſide theſe . Bat Jalleged foz my ſelfe , our 
pzeſente pouertie, and that J woulde neuer marrye my 
Daughter to one that dwelte in a ſtraunge Countrie, ſo 
karre from Egypte. Leaue this talhe, Father (qꝙ he) foz 
J will accoumpte the Payde a Dowie woꝛthe many 
Talentes,and all the ritches in the wozlde. As foz my 
Coantrie J will chaunge it foz yours, and wil turne my 
pourpoſed viage to Carthage, and goe with pou whither 
ſo euer pou will. When J ſawe that the Phoenician 
woulde not geue oner his determination, and pourpoſe, 
determined with faſre woꝛdes to dzfue of the matter, 
leaſte he ſhoulde alktempte any thinge koꝛteibly againſte 
bs, and pꝛomiſed that J woulde fulfill al his dere when 
Jcame into Egypte , When J had by this meanes pati⸗ 
fied him, God laied one miſchiefe vpon an other, as the 
Pzouerbe is. Foz Tyrrhenus not many dates after, 
when he had carried me info a ſecrete plate, on acroked 
ſhoze, ſaide thus fo me: Calaſiris, J ſweare by Neptune, 
and all other Goddes of the Dea, that J haue loued pon, 
as if pon had benne mine owne Brother, and poure 
childzen,as if they had benne mine alſo. J will tell you 
a-thinge whiche is wozkinge againſke pon , very gree- 
uous, and painefull to pou: but ſuche as is not lawful foz 
me to conceale,foz that᷑ wr dwel bothe in one houſe, and 
it apperteinefh altogeather foꝛ you to knowe it. There 
is a Pyzate which waſteth vpon the Þulke of Phocnicia, 
whiche lieth ſecrete vnder the fide of this Pꝛomontozp,

Hes 
anſweared me, that The&ues did ble gentleneſſe , and 
Theenes vſe courtefie to ſache as they were acquainted with. J leaue 
courteſce totheir that therefoze foz pour ſake, leaſte my ſo doing ſhoulde 
ac quaintaunce. hinge pou into trouble: in as much as the geaſtss which 
pou interteined, would be required againe at pour hand. 
Alſo J deſire to haue two thinges at ones: ie Riches in 
the Sbippe,and the Marriage of the Papde:one whereof 
Amuſfte ne&des lacke , if J attempte this by Lande, and 
beſide it were very dangerous, ifany ſuch thing ſhould 
be enterpꝛiſed ſo neare the Cittie, leaſte the Rape would 
be perceined , and purſute made after.

As foz the Papde that thou tarrieſt with ther, ſpeake to 
ber, a grete her in my Wiues name, becauſe ſhe eſte- 
meth moꝛe of her Airginttie, the any thinge in b wozld, 
wherfo:e ſhe ſhal haue a luckie ende. J ſtarted foz feare 
of this Uiſion , and when Theagenes aſked me what 3 
apled, we had (@ Y almoſte fazgocten ths goinge of the 
hippe out of the Hauen, foz when J waked , J was ſoze 
troubled with thinkinge thereof . Wherefoze gather vp 
pour ſtuſfe, and J will call Cariclia, who as ſone as A 
gaue her warningecame. When T yrrhenus wilt of this 
he aroſe alſo, and aſked what wee meant to do. What ſo 
euer it be(ꝙ J) that we do at this time, it is by pour ad- 
uiſe: wee goe aboute to eſcape from them, that awayte 
vs with miſchiefe , and the Goddes keepe pou in ſafety, 
who bath plated the right hone@& man with vs. One gad 
turne J pꝛaie do vs at partinge, goe ouer into Ithaca, . 
do Sacrifice foz vs to Vlyſſes, and pzape him to appeaſe 
his wzathe towardes vs, foz that as he hath tolde me to 
night in my llerpe, be is greately offended , as if he had 
benne diſpiſed and ſet at naught . Be pꝛomiſed he would 
ſo do, and conducted vs to our ſhippe , and wepte won- 
derfully,and pꝛaped to God that he would graunte vs a 
pꝛoſperous viage , accozdinge to our hartes defire. To 
be ſhoꝛte, by date we were in the middeſt of the Sea, but 
the Parriners at the firſte were greatly againſte it, vet 
at length thet were perſwaved by the Merchant 2

becauſe be tolde them that they fledde certaine Pyꝛates 
that purſued the,of whiche he bad warninge. He meante 
to tell them this foz a tale 4 and ne we not that heſayds,, 1, 
truthe . But the windes and weather were ſoze againſt earneſt 45 
vs, lo that the ea was very rough , and we&inagreats 4% 
tempeſt, very neare tobecaſtawatie, yet at length wen 
wer had loſte halte our rudder,and bzoken the moſt parte 
of our ſaple pardes , we arrined in a certaine Parboure 
of Crete. We thought it god therefo2e to tarry there ter- 1 
taine dates, aſwell to repapꝛe our hippe, as alſo to eaſe 
our ſelues. Mben theſe thinges were donne, it was a⸗ 
pointed that we ſhoulde ſaple , the firſte Pondale aftex 
the chaunge of the Mone, we were carried into the deepe 
Seas, with the Eaſterly winde,adape and a night , and 
our Maiſter direxed our Pulke tothe coaſt of Aphrique, 
Foꝛ he ſaide that if the winde blewe, and wer kepte a 
ſtraight courſe, wer might paſſe the mayne Sea, and he 
made all haſte poſſible to come to the mapne Lande, oz 
into ſome Hauen, foz the Barke whiche he ſawe out of 
the pupe was a Pyꝛate. Foz euer (ithence wee loſed fro 
the pzomonto2y of Crete, he followeth vs, and neuer de⸗ 
clineth one tote from our courſe,but purſueth our ſhippe, 
as it it went our viage with vs:fo2 J haue perteiued this 
diuerſe times, when J turned aboute of purpoſe our ſhip 
from bis right courſe , that hath alſo turned. When he 
had ſaſde this, ſome were moued, and erbozfed the reſte 
fo make them readp to defenſe , but ſome made lighte 
thereof , Sayinge that the ſhoꝛter ſhippes might well o⸗ 
uertake ſuche as are greater,foz that thei know by mo28 
erperiente the tertainety of theire wape . While theſe 
things were diſputed on,vpon bothe partes, it was that 
time of the daie, that the Huſbandman dothe vnpoke his 
Dren from the plonghe,and the vehement winde began 
to ware caulme , ſo that within a little while it was al⸗ 
molt downe , x blewe ſoftly to no purpoſe on our ſailes, 
whereby it rather huffedthem togeather, then made ny 
ap 
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way foz our Hippe. At length it ceaſed quite, as it at the 
Dunne ſettinge it had appointed to leaue blowinge, oz 
rather (that J map ſpeake moze truely) to do them which 
followed vs a god turne,foz thei that were in the Barke 
as longe as wee had winde, were farre behind our Hippes 
whiche was ful fraughted,as is god reaſon, foz that our 
greater ſaples retetued ma winde. But aſcer the Seas 
were caulme , and wee of fozce conſtrained to rowe , the 
darke came vpon vs ſwoner then a man would thinke, in 
as muche (as J thinke) euery one of them rowed , and ſo 
made the light barke whiche was moze fitte foz that 
purpoſe , goe the faſter , When they dzewe ſomewhat 
niere, one of the menne of Zacynthus which came abozde 
with vs cried out. This is a Ppzates ſhippe, mates, A 
knowe T rachinus barke:al þ Þulke was moued at theſe 
newes,+ in a calme weather had it a great tempeſt, eue⸗ 
ry parte thereof was filled with great noiſe, lamenting, 
and runninge bp and downe , ſomme ranne inte the ne- 
ther partes of the Shippe : ſomme ſtove vpon the Þat- 
ches,and erhozted one an other to fighte: ſomme were of 
opinion, that it was befte to goe into the Cocke Boate, 
and be gonne.Untfll(befoze they determined any thing) 
the pzeſente ſkirmiſhe appealed their ado, foz that every 
man muſt needes by that time mierte one in Yarnels. J, 
Cariclia hung about Theagenes, who deſired ſoze to fight, 
t toulde ſcante make him geue oner. She>& ſaide to him. 
t bat ſhe woulde not be parted from him by Deathe, but 
that he would, with the ſame Swede, + like wounde, 
abide ſuche happe,as he felte, But J, after I perceſued 
that it was Trachinus, whiche came on, thoughte bpon 
ſommewhat whiche mighte do vs god afterwarde, 
whiche in derde toke effece: foz as ſone as the 
were comme, they wente aboute bs, without 8s 
np Dartes at vs, ſo fryinge „ if by any meanes they 
mighte take the PÞulke without battale : they ro⸗ 
wed rounde aboute vs , and woulde ſuffer the to 
goc 
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goe no further. $0 that they were like, as if they bad be⸗ 
ſieged vs, and deſtred to take our Sippe vpon certaine 
—— Oe ſaſde : Whp be —— _ vn- 
bappy folkes) why attempte you to ſturre againſte ſuche 
inuincible ſtrengthe, and that whiche farre ſurmounteth 
poars: therebp to purchaſe poure certaine Deſtrudion⸗ 
Pet wee ble pou friendelp , and geue pou leaue to take 
pour Coche, and ſaue pour lines , it pou will. DTheiſe 
Conditions they pꝛopounded. But thep , who were in 
the Hulke,as longe as they were without daunger,and 
the Battaile was without bloude, were very ſtoute, and 
ſaide plainelp, that they would not departe. But when 
one ot the Ppꝛates bolder then the rette, ſtepte abozde, as 
and with his ſwozde flewe al them that he mette , and e 1. 
taughte them , that Warres were accuſtomably made rer and 
with Slaughter,and Deathe. Then.the Phocnicians res 6{onoſ#:dde. 
pented them of theire ſo doinge : and fallinge flatte on 
theire faccs,p:ated them of mertie, fo; that they woulde 
do what they would haue them. Thep,foz al that they 
were nowe gredp to kill (tos tbe ſighte of Bloude is & The /i4h: of 
ou mouing to the minde):yet by commaundement of de, make:h 
rachi to al bope, they ſpared them.

Chen 
beganne Cnemon fo langhe wonderfully foz iope and 
ſaide: pou ſ& god Calaſiris, of what foꝛce this Name is, 
and that it dothe not enelp abaſhe and feare me, but our 
god friende Nauſicles alſo : foz it bath bzought him to a 
wonderful change of his chte. As fo: me now F laugh 
becauſe J knowe ſhe& is not alive , but luſty Nauſicles 
laughed other menne to ſcozne not longe agoe. Make an 
ende, Cnemon, ſalde Nauſicles,foz pou bans taken teuẽ ge 
inough of me nowe. But J pzate pou tel me by the Godg 
of Hoſpitalitic and friendſhippe, and by the mirthe and 
cherc, whiche witheſpectall god will (in mine opinion) 
pou haue had in mine houſe, what meane you by Thisbe: 
name, whether pou knowe whence ſha was in dede, oz 
do it to feare me, oꝛ els haue deviſed it as a ieſte againſt 
me, Then ſpake Calaſiris, now it behouecth pou to tell 
vs of pour Foꝛtune, Cnemon, whiche,foz al that you of- 
tentimes pꝛomiſed to communicate with me, pou *.

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by dinerſe ſhiftes dzfnen of , But nowe you maye do it 


very well, bothe to pleaſure Nauſicles, and alſo to take 


awaie with pour talke the wearineſſe of gur iournepe. 
Cnemon did ſo, and tolde them al bꝛie flp, which be befoze 
had tolde to Theagenes and Caricha, that he was bozne 
in Athens, and Ariſtippus was his Fathers name, and 
Demeneta was his Pother in lawe. He tolde them alſo 
of the wicked Loue whiche Demencta bare to him, and 
bow that when ſhe coulde not come to her purpoſe , ſhce 
awaited him with crafty fleſghtes by meanes of Thisbe, 
who was fabozned by her ſs to do. He added the manner 
alſo , and then that he was baniſhed his Countrie by the 
people, ſo puniſhinge bim, as if he had benne a Paricide, 
and that Charias firſte one of his compantons tolde him 
lyinge in Egina, that Demeneta was dead, and the mans 
ner of her death, being alſo begniled by Thisbe her ſelfe. 
After this that Anticles folde him , how his Father was 
into miſerie, by confiſcatinge of his godes, foz 
that netas kinſfolkes gathered them (clues togea⸗ 
ther to tondemne him, and bꝛought the people in ſuſpec- 
tion that he had donne that Purther, Then how Thisbe 
fiedde from Athens with a Loucr of hers , whiche was a 
Perchant of Naucratia. Laſte of al he reherſed, how that 
he with Anticles ſailed into Egypte fo ſæke Thisbe, that 
il by happe they conlde finde her, they woulde bꝛinge her 
backe to Athens, and deliuer his Father from that aun- 
der, and take reuenge ol her, and after he had fallen into 
diuerſe miſhappes by the wale, at length he was taken 
by Ppꝛates, then after he had eſcaped by a meane , he ar- 
rined againe in Egypt, and was talen of the Beardmen, 
and there fell acquainted with Theagenes and Cariclia. 
And thereto he added Thisbes deathe, and other thinges 


in oꝛder, vntil be came to that whichc Calafiris,and Nau- 


ficles knewe well yenough. This tale ended,Nauficles 
| had fre hundꝛed thoughtes in bis minde, ſometime thin⸗ 
kinge ko tell them of Thisbe and him ſelke, and pet de- 
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The Ætbiqpian Hiſtory 
termininge to dekerre it a while. At laſt with muche ado 
be helde his tongue, partly fo; that he thought it beſte ſg 
to de, partely alſo foz that an other chaunce Raped him, 
Foz after they had gonne about ſeuen miles and a halfe, 
t were almoſte at the towne , where Mytranes dwclled, 
they mette one whom Nauſicles knewe well, and aſked 
bim whither he wet ſo faſte. Do pou aſke(@ he) whither 
I goc, Nauſicles? as though pou knewe not what J haue 
to dw at this time? all that J do tendeth to one ende, to 
do the commandementes of Iſias of Chemmis . Foz her 
A till my Lande, fo2 her J ſ@ke and pꝛouide all thinges, 
foz her J wake night and dale, refuſinge nothinge ( al- 
though thereby J gapne nothinge but griefe and ſazrow 
foz mp paines) that the ſame Iſias commaundeth me: and 
J am in baſte to carry this birde Phœnicopterus, whiche 
vſeth aboute Nylus, as my dere ꝙiſtris hath bidden me. 
© howe exſie a Louer haue you gotten, ſalde Nauſicles, 
and howe light be her commanndementes , in that ſha& 
badde pou gette her a Phœnicopterus, and not rather a 
Phoenix it ſele, whiche Byꝛde commeth to vs enen from 
the Ethiopians,and men of Inde. She(@ he)agains ma⸗ 
keth but à ieſte of me and my trauelles: but tell me now 
whither and where aboutes pou goe:? When they had 
tolde him, to Mytranes. Pou loſe pour labour (ꝙ he) to 
Mytranes is not here nowe , but this night with bis Ars 
mie, is gonne againſte Beardemen the inhabitantes of 
Beſla . Foz they with their Capitaine Thiamis, haue ta- 
ken away x kept a pongeman, whiche he lente to Mem⸗ 
phis to Oroondates . From thence to be carried to the 
greate Ringe foz a pzeſent . When he dad ſayde thus, he 
wente bis waie,ſapinge Jmuſte in haſte to Iſias, who e- 
uen nowe perhappes with her angry cles loketh aboute 
fo: me, leaft this longe taripnge, be anp impediment to 
me in mp Loue : foz ſhe is to politike to accuſe and finde 
kaulte with me without cauſe . When they bearde this, 


they were amaſed, and ſtde ſtill a great white without 
tapinge 
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ſaying any wende, foz that they were diſappol 
trary to their exſpecation , vutill at length Nauſicles c6- 

fozted and cherred them, ſapinge that they aug 
beinge a little diſappointed, whiche Hall not be longe to 
diſpayze of al that they haue in bande.

Armour ſurely about him. But Petoſiris was thꝛuſt out 
of the gates by violence, to fulfill that wbiche was com⸗ 
maunded, though he vſed many p:apers to intreate that 
de might not fight , and he toke weapons in hande ſoze 
againſt his will. When Thyamis ſawe bim, he ſaide, 
do you not ſ god Theagenes, how Petoſiris quaketh foz 
fcare : J ſee it well anſweared he: but how will you do 
with this pou haue taken in hande ? foz he is not a plaine 
enimp, but pour naturall Bzother , that you muſte fight 
with all. You ſafe well (ꝙ he)and as I mp ſelfe thought:

But Thyamis 
u ente to Petoſiris, who tarried not to ſtrike one blowe 
with him, but as ſone as be ſawe him come towarde him 
he turned to the gates, and woulde haue gonne into the 
Cittic agapne: but be loſt dis labour, foz that thoſe who 
kepte the gates woulbe net lette hin in, and thep that 
were on euerp parte of the walle whereto he dzewe , ex⸗ 
boꝛted one another not to healpe bim: he therefoze taſte 
awo his weapons and fledde as faſte as he could abonte 
the Cittte . Theagenes alſo ranne foz feare of Thiamis, 
t ſtated not but ſawe all that was donne, marry be was 
not armed,leaſte menne would thinke that he meante to 
belpe Thiamis, but laide dis Shiclde, and his Speare at 
that ſide of the walle where Arſace ſatte , geuinge her 
leaue in his abſente to lobe vpon them, and he folowed 
them . And pet was not Petoſiris taken, noz very farre 
be foꝛe, but almoſt onergotten , and fo farre befoze , as a 
man mate gheaffe , one bnarmed able ts outrunne an o⸗ 
ther in Armoure , and bp this time tad they runne once 
o2 twiſe about the walles : But es they ranne the tbirde 
time, Thiamis bente his ſpoare egainſte his B2ethers 
backe, and commarndcd bim to ebide, oz cls he ſhoulde 
bane a blowe, in the ſight of the whole Cittie who laked

dzen,bp tokens that were diuerſe times fozeſhe wed him, 


wherkoze he rãne faſter then his age permitted, + enfoz- 


ted him ſcife to cutte of the ende of the Battaile whiche 


was like to enſue, After he came neare 4ranne with the, 
he cried out oftentimes , my Sonnes what rage is this? 
Why are pon ſo madde ? But thep knewe not their Fa- 
ther, koꝛ that he was pet in his beggers werde, and their 
mindes were altogeather on theire courſe , ſo that they 
wente by him as by one that had ben out of his wittes. 
Somme of them, who were on the walles,muſed that he 
ſpared not him ſelke, bat ranne euer betwene thcire 
Swo2des:otyer laugyed him to ſcozne,as though he had 
benne madde. But the Olde man perceiuinge that be 
- could not be knowen by rcafon of his vile Apparel, caſte 
of his Kzgges whiche were vpon his Garmentes , and 
the ſtaffe alſo that he had in dis hande, and fel tointreas 
tinge them, and ſaide with teafes:By Sonnes, beholde,

ente to him. Then beganne thep to quatle,and fallinge 
downe at theire Fathers fete, imbzated him, and with 
ſtedfaſte eies lo ed vpon him , not perfcaly knowinge 
him: but when they pertetued it was no viſton, but him 
ſelfe in deede, there aroſe dfuers , pea and contrarpe 
thoaghtes in their mindes . They were gladde of thetre 
Father, whiche contrary to their expectation was aliue. 
but were angrp, and ſoare aſhamed of the caſe he founde 


them in, and they were in doubte alſo of that whiche af- 

ter ſhoutde befall, And while thep of the Cittie maruei⸗ 

led at this that was donne, and neither ſaide,no2 did any 

thinge,but ſtode in a manner like doumbe Pictures, be⸗ 

canſe they knewe not what fr meante.

mentations, He ſceinge her fowle face, (beltke of pour- 
poſe beblacked)and her Azparel vile, and al tozne,ſuppo- 
ſinge her to be one of the makethiftes of the Cittie, and 
a vacabonde,caſte her of,x put her awaie, and at lengthe 
gaue her a blowe on the care , foz that ſhe troubled him 
in ſæinge Calaſiris. Then ſpake ſhe& to him ſoftly , Pi- 
thius, haue pou quite foꝛegot ten this Taper? Theagenes 
was ſtriken with that wezde, as if he had benne pearſed 
with a Darte, and by Tokens agreed on betwerne them, 
knewe the Taper, and lokinge ftedfaſtly vpon her, eſpi- 
ed her bewty ſhining like the Sunne appearing thzough 
the Clowdes , taſte his Armes aboute her necke. To be 


luſſe of Cari- was ſoate wollen, and coulde not without greate (a- 


lis. 


chia/irs azre.. dꝛens Deathe , made him ſelfe their louedaſe and peace: 


loſie loke vpon Cariclia) was ful of ſuche wonderful af- 
fections,as is commonly repꝛeſented in Comedies. The 
wicked Battaile betweene the twa Bzothers was en- 
ded , and that whiche menne thoughte Goulde be fin. 
ſhed with Bloude, had ofa Tragical beginninge a Co- 
mical endinge. A Father ſawe bis Sonnes in Armoure 
one againſte the other hande to hande , came to that 
polnte , that almoſte befoze his eies be ſawe bis Chil- 


eh bi comes, who coulde not eſcape the neceſitie of Deſtinie, but ſ- 


med to vſe Foztunes greate fauoure, foz that he tame in 
dewe time to that whiche was determined befoze, The 
Sonnes recoucred theire Father after tenne peres ab⸗ 
ſence „ and adourned dim with the furniture of the 
Pateſtehode , who, aboute the ſame had W 
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the canſe of a Bloudp ſtrife , and ſo bzoughte him home. 
But emonge al the reſte, Theagenes and Cariclia whtche 
plated the Louers partes in this Comedie , were moſte 
talked of , and foz that thep had founde eche other , con- 
trarp to thefre hope , made the Cittie to loke vpon them 
moze then al other ſightes whiche were there to be ſ@ne: 
foz great companies of euerp age came out at the Gates 
into the open fieldes,+ ſuche as were EN newelp 
comme to mannes eſtate , came to Theagenes : ſuche as 
were ok riper peres, menne growen in dede , dzewe to 
Thiamis , foz that they alſo by reaſon of their age knewe 
bim wel: but the Papdenly ſozte, who now thought t pd 
Hulbandes, flocked aboute Cariclia:but the Old menne, 
and ſuche as were of the Holper kinde, ſtode aboute Ca- 
laſiris : and thus was there made a ſuddaine Sacred 
Pompe and bꝛauerpe. After Thiamis had ſente backe 
the people of Beſſa, x geuen them thankes fo; the paines 
they toke in his quarrel , with pꝛomiſe that at the nexte 
full Pone he woulde ſende them a thouſande Dren, 
a thouſande Shepe , and tenne groates a p&ecein Poy 
nep, he ſuffered his Father as he went,foz eaſe, to leane 
vpon his ſhoulders , who nowe foz his ſuddaine ſoie be- 
ganne to ware feeble, and berp fainte. Petoſiris did the 
like on the other ſide: + thus was the Olde man bought 
into Iſis Temple with Tapers lighted , and with greate 
ſofe,and many Inſtrumentes of Buſike,ſo that the luſty 
pouthes beganne alſo fs daunce, Beſide theſe, Arſace al⸗ 
ſo was not behinde, but with her traine folowed in bꝛaus 
wiſe, and offered greate giftes of Golde in Iſis Temple, 
vnder p2etence to do as other did in the Cittfe , but in 
'dede her eies were alwaies vpon Theagenes , and ſh@ 
lk ed moze on dim then any other, and was not very ho- 
neſtly minded to warde bim. And when Theagenes ledde 
, Cariclia by the hande , and put the thꝛuſt afive that ſh& 
might take no harme, Arſace conceſned a wonderful Ja- 
louſte. But Calaſiris after he came into the inner =_

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of the Temple , fell vpon his kate, and helde the f&fe of 
the Image faſt,and late ſo, ſo longe that he was almoſte 
veade : ſo that he had muche ado to riſe when they called 
vpon him, who t@de by. And when he had donne Sacri- 
fice to the Goddes , and perfourmed his vowes, takinge 
the Crowne of the Pzieſthode from his owne beade , be 
Crowned therewith bis Sonne Thiamis, tellinge the

Thi4m Prie/ze. line longe , and that his eldeſt Bonne ought to ſuccade

and Olde woman called Cibelc, her

appzoued y whiche he did,he-wente him ſelf to a certaine 
parte of the Church,wbich is appointed foz the Pzfeſtes, 
and remained there with his Sonnes , and Theagenes 
quickly, Al the other people. wente euery man fo his 
owne houſe. Arſace alſo departed with muche ado, but 
ſhe returned diuers times, and vſed as it were great di⸗ 
ligence aboute the ſcrufce of the Goddes , pet he wente 
a waie at lengthe , turninge her ſelle as longe as cha 
mighte fo Theagenes, As ſane as he came into the 
Palaice, ſhe wente ſtraighte wape to ber Bedde , and 
caſte her ſelfe thereon attyꝛed as ſhee was without ſpea- 
kinge any wa2de,beinge a woman otherwiſe very lact- 
uioullv bente,but then eſpecially enflamed wben ſher had 
ſene T heagenes extellente bewtfie , whiche faire d 
al that euer ſhe had ſarne befoze. So laie the al that 
nighte toſſinge her bodye from one ſide to an other, ſoare 
lamentinge:ſommetime wonlde ſhe riſe vp:ſommetime 
leane vpon her Elbowe : ſommetime woulde the& caſte 
her Cloathes almoſte al from her: then woulde ſh& ſud- 
daint ly tal info her Bedde againe : ſommetime woulde 
the calle her Papde , and without biddinge her do any 
thinge, ſende her awaſe againe. To be ſhozte , loue had 
made her madde, and none ſhoulde haue knowen why,if 
man,; = 
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Bawde had not comme into her Chamber:foz ſh might 
wel perceiue al that was donne, by reaſon of a Candle 
that burnte, and made Arſaces face moze vehement alſo, 
ſaieinge : Miſtreſſe, foz ſhame what ado is this: Dothe Clbele 4 
auy newe , o Uraunge diſeaſe paine you? Yathe the -, j ; What 
ſighte of any man troubled my Darlinge : What man © * 
is ſo pꝛowde, and madde, that wil not be entangled with 4 324» 
pour bewtle , and accoumpte it a paſſinge bleſſed eſtate 495 con ſerie 
to lie, and haue to do with pou, but wil deſpiſe pour de- . and promi- 
ure and wil 2 Tel me, my deere Daughter, fo; there is /c:4 70 ſubdue 
no man ſo ſtoany harted , but he ſhal be made to peelde rhcagencs, 
with our flatteringe allurmentes. Tel me quickelp, and 
pon ſhal haue pour hartes deſire, as in effene, J thinke 
pou haue oftentimes pꝛoued befoze now. Theſe woꝛdes, 
and many moe like theſe , did this Olde quzane ſpeake, 
vſinge diuers flatteringe faſſhions , moze to make her 
confefſe her paine, who after ſhe had ſtated a while, ſaide 
thus: Jam ſoarer wounded nowe other, then euer 1 
was befoze , and foz that haue vſed pour readye healpe 
many times in like caſes : pet J doubte whether nowe 
vou ſhal haue ſuche like happy ſucteſſe. The Battaile 
whſche this dale was like to daue benne foughten befoze 
the Malles, to al other menwas vnbloudp, + concluded 
in peace:but to me it is the beginning of a wazſe warre, 
who baue a wounde, whereby Jam like to loſe, no one 
Lymme, oz Member, but my witte, and ſenſes, becanſe it 
ſhewed vnts me in an ill time the frannge ponge man, 
who in the time that the two Brothers foughte , ranne 
by Thiamis. Yau knowe wel penough Mother, ot whom 
I ſpake. Foz there is no ſmal difference bet wenne his 
bewtie,and other mennes, whiche it (as it had benne the 
Sunne) dimmed, ſo that any wilde, and ſauage Creature 
whiche coulde not be inamourdd, of comelp perſonage, 
mighte perteiue the ſame.

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— in pzaciſe all manner of meanes, all Olde womens 
deuiſes, and flatteringe s, it you wil haue pour ſcholer to 
liue,foz there is none other wap to kepe me aliue but to 
eniope him. J know the yonge man well, ſaide the olde 
woman: he was bzoade bzeſted, and large bet werne the 
ſhoulders, ſtraight necked 4 comely,taler then the reſte, 
and at a woꝛde to make an ende, be paſſed farre all other 
menne: his eies were a little flerp, ſo that he loked very 
louingly, and conragtouſly alſo , it was be whoſe heare 
was ſmothe commed, and had but a little yonge ycllowe 
bearde : to whom a ſtraunge woman, marry not fowle, 
but paſſinge impudent, as might be thought, ranne ſud- 
dainely aud caſte her armes about him, 4 belde him faſte 
and woulde not goe from him: Do pou not meane this 
man Pilkrelle 2 Yes euen this, Pother anſweared ſhe, 
and pou haue donne very well to bzinge to mp remem⸗ 
bꝛance that impudent queane, who bath kepte her bewtp 
ſectete at home, t painted her ſelle, ſo that ſhe is pzowde 


is muche moze happy then J, that bath gotten ſuch a Lo- 
uer. The Olde woman ſmiled at this a litle,and ſaide: 
Plſtreſſe take a god harte, and be no longer ſozrowfull, 
the Stranger counteth her bewtiful but foz this dap, but 
ik Jcan binge it to paſſe that he haue the kruition of you 
and pour bewtie , he will chaunge Golde foz Bzalle, as 
the Pꝛouerbe is, and ſette naught by the Þarlotte which 
now maketh ſo muche of her ſelfe. Ik yon de this mp 
dere Cibele (ꝙ ſher) you ſhal heale two woundes in me 
at onte, Jalouſie and Loue , deliuetinge me of the one, 
and ſatiſfipnge me with the other. Lette me care and 
thinke vpon this, ſaide ſhe,but it is pour parte, to ch&re 
pour ſelfe,and take your eaſe nowe, and diſpatre not, be- 
foꝛe wer beginne, but liue in hope. She ſaide thus, and 
toke the Candell awate , and ſhutte the chamber doe. 
Sher ſcant ſpied the day, but the called one of the Kinges 


Enuches, 4 a Papde with her, to whom the gaue a tos 
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ſmall takes, and other thinges neceſſary to dw Varrifices 
and wente to Iſis Temple . When ſhe came to the doze, 
and ſaidethat ſhe muſte do Sacrifice foz Arſaccher ꝙi⸗ 
ſtreſſe , who was troubled this nighte with certapne 
D2eames , and appeaſe the Goddes, One of the Sertens 
would not lette her in, but ſente her awaie, tellinge her 
that the Charche was fall of ſoꝛrowe: foz that Calaſiris 
the Pꝛieſte, after he came home from his longe ſournep, 
made a ſumptuous feaſte,and endeuoured him ſelte to be 
moze merry and ioconde then ener he was, and after the 1 
feafte Sacrificed , and made his earneſt pꝛapers to the 
Godves , and tolde his Sonnes that they bad ſcene their 
Father till that time, and geuen them charge of two | 
ponge Greelces that came with him, that they ſhoulde do 
what they were hable foz them, wente to bedde. Then 
eicher koꝛ the exceedingrefſeof his iaye, dis pozes wared 
ouer wide, by reaſd that his body with age was infebled, 
wantinge of a ſuddaine dis dewe ſtrength, oz by graunt c,/(,, death. 
of the Goddes of whom he craned this, aboute the Cocke | 
crowinge was founde deadc , foz his Sonnes watched 
al that nighte withe dim ko cauſes he tolde them befoze, 
And nowe haue we ſente foz the reſte of this Pꝛieſtely 
crewe in the Cittie to do his Deathe Rites accozdinge 
to the Countrie manner. Wherefoze pou maſte nowe 
departe , koz it is not lawful foz any man to enter into 
the Temple, noꝛ to kil any thinge theſe ſeuen dates, but 
foz thoſe who are Pꝛieſtes. Howe ſhal theſe ſtraungers 
then paſſe this time (@ Cibele). The newe e Thia- 
mis hathe commaunded a Youſe to be d2effed fo2 them 
without the Temple, and pon mate ſ them gene place 
to this Dzvtnaunce , by goeinge out of the Temple ko; 
this time. Cibele taking this foz a god sccaſion to getfe 
them a waſe , and fo make if the begin ninge of her polli⸗ 
cie,ſaide: Then god Derten pou map do the ftranngers, 
and vs pꝛeſentely a very god turne , but eſpeciallp Ar- 
lace the great Kinges Differ, foꝛ pou knowe howe great 
Aa y kauour 
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fanour thee beareth to Greckes,and howe courteouflp ſhe 
entertaineth ſtraungers. Wherefoze tel them by Thi- 
amis Commaundemente that their Lodginge is 
red in our Palaice. The Sexten did ſo, ſulpedinge no- 
thing leſſe,then that Cibele went aboute, but he thought 
that be ſhoulde do the ſtraungers a greate pleaſure, it he 
by his meanes mighte pꝛocure theite Lodginge fn the 
P2inccs Courte,and da them, which requeſted the ſame, 
a god turne, without harme oz peril to any, And when 
be came to Theagenes and Caricha , who were verp ſoz⸗ 
rowkul, and wepte pitiefullp, he ſaide:You do not as be- 
ſemeth pou , noz as the Panners , and Oꝛdinaunces of 
our Countrie beare, eſpeciallp ſeinge pou haue bad com- 
maundemente that you ſhoulde not mourne. That pou 
be waile the Pꝛieſte, foz whoſe departure hence, our Di⸗ 
uinitie biddethe you to be gladde , and reſfoice , as ont, 
who hat he gained a better eſtate, and quieter reſte. But 
vou deſerue pardon, who haue loſte, as pou ſafe , a Fa- 
ther, and a Patrone, and one, in whom was al your com- 
fozte:pet ought pon not altogeather deſpaire , foz Thia- 
mis(as is to be ſcene) hath ſuccded him, not onelp in the 
Dffice of Pzieſtebode,but in god wil towarde pou alſo, 
and hath genen cſpecial charge foz pour welfare. Wher- 
foze pour Lodginge is prepared in the beſte ſozte, and ſo 
as maie beſæme menne of higher eſtate then pou , and 
that of this Countrie alſo, and not ſtraungers, and ſuch, 
who are nowe at as narrowe pinche , and lowe ebbe as 
male be dxemed. WTherefaze folowe this woman (the- 
winge them Cibele) and make accoumpte of her, as Po- 
ther to pou bothe , and be contente with her entertaine⸗ 
Theagenes «nd mente. Thus muche ſaide he: and Theagenes did ſo, 
Cariclla, are rither fo; that he was ouerwhelmed with the ſkozne of 
conzeyed into thoſe thinges, which happed to him contrary to his hope, 
Arſaces houſe, og els foꝛ that in ſuche cauſe be was contente to take any 
by cibeles craf- lodginge in god parte. J thinke he would haue taken 
ry meanes, herde to him ſelke, il he had ſuſpected what tragicall, 17

of Heliodorus, Lib. 7. os 


intollerable thinges , that lodginge woulde haue pꝛotu⸗ 
red them, to their great darme. But then the Foztune 
whiche gouerned their affayzes , when it had refreſhed 
them well a fewe howers, and geuen them leaue to be 
merry one dale, ſaddainely fopned thereto heaup and 
terrible thinges , and bzonght them into their enimies 
hande , in manner as if they ſhoulde haue y&lded them 
ſelues to be bounde . Makinge them pꝛyſoners vnder co- 
lour of courteous intertainement , without anp know⸗ 
ledge of that whiche ſhoulde happe to them afterwarde. 
Suche folly and in manner blindneſſe, dothe the wande⸗ 
ringe life caſte befo2c theire etes , who tranell thzough

ſtraunge and vnknowen Countries. When they came ler of « man- 


vnto the Deputies houſe, and wente thzough the ſump- inge fe.

Pet foz al that they fol- 
lowed Cibele, who comfozted them many waies, and 
badde them be of god chere, + pꝛomiſed that they ſhould 
bane ercellente god lucke . At length when ſh& had 
bꝛought them into a parlour wherein d welt an olde wa- 
man, whiche was karre from the noiſe of the Courte, ſit⸗ 
tinge by them alone without moze companp, ſaide thus, 
my Childꝛen J knowe that pou take this griefe and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowe wherein you be nowe , of the deathe of the Pꝛieſte 
Calaſiris, mhom foz god canſe pon honoured as pour Fa- 
ther. Marpit is requiſite that beſide this yon tell me 
what vou be, and of whence , foz that you be Grecians A 
vnderſtande, and if may appeare alſo by that whiche is 
in pou , that pou be of god Parcntage : foz ſo comely 
countenaunce and elegant bewtp, is a manikeſt token of 
hie blonde : but J p2ap vou, tell me of what Country in 
Greece, and Cittie yon be, and how pou happened to tra⸗

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nell hither, foz that J deſire to heare the ſame fo2 your . 
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itie, and may certifie my Piſtr:fle Arſace therof 
alſo, who is fitter of the greate Binge, and wife of O- 
roondates chiefe Deputie, a Louer of Greckes, 4 al hand- 
ſomneſle, and very liberall to traungers , to the intent 


pou may come ints her ſight,in ſuche Honozable ſozte as 
your eſtate ſhal requite: Vou ſhal tel it te a woman who 


is not vtterly pour enimtie: foz Imp ſelfe am a Grecian 


bozne in Lesbos, ſurnamed of the Cittie wherein J was 
bozne, bzought hither Captiue , pet haue J had better 
Foztune here, then in mine owne Countrie. Foꝛ J ſerue 
my Miſtreſſe in all matters, ſo that without me ſhe doth 
nothinge but bzcathe , and liue: Jam het minde, Jam 
her eares, to be ſhozte,J am all:to bzinge her acquainted 
with god and honeſt menne. Theagenes comparinge 
that whiche Cibele ſaide, with that whiche Arſace did the 
date befoze , and thinkinge howe wautonly with ſteady 
eies, continuallp ſhe behclve him, ſo that her beckes de⸗ 
clared ſcante a chaſte minde, whereby he gathered,ſmall 
god would enſewe , and now beinge ready to ſaie ſome⸗ 
what to the Olde woman, Cariclia ſaide ſoftelp to him 
in his eare, in your talke remember pour Siſter J pꝛaie. 
After he perteiued what her meante by that ſhe& ſaſde to 
him, he gaue ſuche anſweare. Pother,you know that we 
be Greekes already: Then knowe this further , that we 
be Bꝛother and Siſter , who takinge our viage to ſcke 
our Parentes, taken pziſoners by Ppzates , baue had 
wozſe lucke then they, by fallinge into crueller mens 
bandes. Where after war were robbed of all our ritches 
(which was muche) ſcante wer eſcapinge with our lines, 
by the god will of God mette with the noble Calaſiris, 
tame with him hither, in minde to paſſc þ reſte of our life 
here, but now are (as pe (&) fozeſaken of al men, c lekte 
quite alone,+ haue loſte him, who ſœmed, t was in dede 


à Father to vs, with our other Parentes, x ſuche is our 


eſtate, As foz the courteous, and gentle entertainement 
whiche wer haue at pour hande, wee gene pou therfoze

very harty thankes,and pou ſal do vs moze pleaſure, if 
pzocure vs a dwellinge alone from other company, 
deferringe the courteſie whereof pou talked , But now 
that is to acquainte vs with Arſace, and neuer bzinge a 
ſtraunge, banniſhed, and refleſſe life into ſo excellente 
die Foztune : foz you knowe wel penoughe that friends 


toulde not rule her ſelfe,but gaue manifeſt tokens by the 
c<h&erefulneſſe of her countenaunce , that ſhe was very 
gladde to heare the names of Bzother, and Siſter, thin- 
kinge then ſurely that Cariclia ſhonld be no impediment 
to Arſaces diſpoztes,and ſaide : O bewtiful ponge man, 
you wil not ſafe thus of Arſace, when you haue tried her 
faſhions , fo ſhee is confozmable to al Foztune , and is 
readſer to healpe them, who vawoazthy to theire eſtate 
haue had mſſhappe. And althoughe ſhe be a Perſian, pet 
in her nature ſher imitateth the Greekes, much reioitinge 
in thoſe , who comme from thence , and is wonderfully 
delighted with their companye,and manners. Uheres 
foze be you of god che&re , foz that you ſhal be adourned 
with al honoare that male happen to a man, and pours 
Siſter ſhalbe of her familſare, and neare acquaintaunte: 
but J muſte tel her to what be your names, After ſhe 
had hearde them ſaie, Theagenes and Cariclia, ſhe badde 
them tarry there a while , and ſheranne to Arſace, ge- 
uinge charge to the doe keper, which alſo was an Olde 
woman, that ſh& ſhoulde let no man comme in, noz ſaf- 
fer the yonge folkes to goe any whither abzoade, no ſaid 
ſhe, not if your Sonne Achamenes comme: foz he wente 
outalitle while after pou were gonne to the Churche 
to dꝛeſle his eie, whiche yet is ſomme what ſoare. No(@ 
ſhee) not if he tomme, but locke the doe, and kerping the 
Rape with pon , ſafe J haue carried it awaie. And ſo it 
happened. Fo2 Cibele was ſcante gonne fo2the, ſo ſone 
as that they beinge alone miniſtred to Amr wy 
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thippe, and acquaintaunce ought to bebetwe&ne ſuche as ber ene 9/0 
are of one condition. UWhen he had ſaide thus, Cibele e wa 
oughte to be . 
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Cariclia god time to lamente, and remember their olde 
lll happes, ſo that they both in manner with one minde, 
pea and almoſte with the ſame wo:des bewapled eche 
other,oft cried ſhe&,0 Theagenes: 6 Cariclia, oft ſaide he. 
What Foztune baue wee (ꝙ be) In what caſe are wee 
(ſalde ſhe) : And at every woꝛde they imbzated ebch o⸗ 
ther: and when they had wepte a while, then kel they to 
kiſſinge againe. Laſte of al, when they thoughte vpon 
Calaſiris, thep bewapled him with teares : but eſpecially 
Caricha,becauſe by longer ſpace of time ſhe had tried his 
loue, and god wil towarde her. Uherefoze with teares 
Cali lng. We cried out, 5 god Calaliris: foꝛ Jamberefte of a dele- 
2 ik ford Rable name, ſo that J maie not calle. bim Father, in as 
N < b muche as God hath encry way cutte from me that name. 
46 f Cald- x know not the Father that begatte me: him, who made 
fs. me his Childe by Adoption, alas J haue betrated. Poze- 
ouer J haue loſte him, who toe charge of me, and bathe 

{ancd , and nouriſhed me hitherto, and the crewe of 
Pꝛieſtes wil net ſuffer me to wepe ouer his deade Body 
as is accuſtomablyp donne in Burtalles, But ſore mp 
Nourſe and Dautour,J wil alſo call thee Father,though 
God ſate nap , pet will Jas J mate , and where J mape 
offer to thee of mp teares t do they deathe rightes with 
my lockes. And therewith ſhe pulled of a great handful 
of her heare, but Theagrnes appeaſed her, and helde het 
bandes ſoftely, yet ſhe lamented neuerthelefſe,ſapinge:

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and is gonne , who neuer made ende to da foz bs,” As 
the in this,02 ſuche like ſozte lamented, and Theagenes 
concealed his own griefe,the rather thereby to taule Ca- 
riclias ſozrowe to abate , came Achemenes , and findinge 
the Gate locked, aſked of the Pozter what ado is here: 
And when he knewe it was dis Pothers derde, he came 
neare the dozes , and confideringe of the cauſe therof in 
his minde , he hearde Cariclia lamente : and bowinge 
down him ſelfe,loked in by cettaine riftes in the iointes 
of the deze, t fawe al that was donne. And then he aſked 
her that kepte the doe againe, who were within + Sher 
anſweared , that ſh& knewe of no moze but that there 
were two ſtraungers, belike a man, and a mapde which 
bis Pother bꝛoughte in a while agoe . Then he kneled 
downe againe, to ſ& it he mighte moze perfitely knowe 
them; Ok Cariclia he was neuer the neare, pet he mars 
ueiled at her extellente bewtie , and conſidered what a 


manner a one thee would be,ifſh& were not in ſuche ſozs 4chemenes, 
rowe,and nelle, and with this wonderinge be pꝛi⸗ Sonne of Cibele. 
nely fel in loue with her: but be thought he ſhould know falleth in Love 
Theagenes , if he coulde calle him to minde. While A- Arb Cariclia 


chemenes was thinkinge hereupon , Cibele returned af- 
ter ſhe had tolde al howe ſh& had handled her ſelfe about 
the yonge folkes, and called her oft vnhappy foꝛ her god 
Foztune,who had bzought ſo mach to paſſe by chauce, as 
by ſire hundzed deulſes, one would ſcante have thonght, 
coulde be donne, that nowe ſhe mſghte haue her Louer 
in the Þonſe with her. And when ſher had with many 
ſuche waves ſefte Arſace on fire,thee toulde ſtante rule 
her, h was in ſuche haſte to ſæ him: yet ſhe cauſed her 
to be tontente, foz that ſhe woulde not haue him ſe her 
while her ties were ſwolne fo: lacke of flepe, but a daye 
after „ when the had retouered her olde bewtte againe, 
Thus , woben ſher had made her merry, and ful of hope 
that ſhe ſhould haue her hartes deſire, and had taken oz- 
ber tld her what wes beſte tovw, and howe cher drei, 
enter⸗ 
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enfertaine the ftraugers, As ſone as ſhe came downe, 
the ſaide to her Donne, wh be pou ſo inquiſitiue:telme 
what ſtraungers be thoſe within, and of what Countrie? 
It is not foz you to know(ſaide Cibele): but conceale that 
whiche pou knowe, and tel it to no man, neither be much 
emonge the ſtraungers, foz ſs bathe our Miſtre ſle geuen 
charge. Do he departed as his Pother badde him, and 
dermed that Theagenes was kept to ſerue Arſaces turne 
by nigbte. And as de wente , de ſalde thus to him ſelfe; 
Is not this be, whom Mytrancs Capfaine of the Watch, 
deliuered to me, tobe carried to Oroondates , and from 
bim to be ſente to the greate Binge, that the people of 
Beſſa toke from me, at what time J was in taungerof 
my lifc,ſo that J almoſt alone of al that carried him,cſca- 
ped with mp life ? 02 do mine ties beguile me. But J am 
wel penoughe nowe, and ſ& as JI was wonte to do. 
Pozeouer 3 heare that Thiamis is comme a daie, oʒ two 
agoe, and in a Combat with his Bꝛother, ręcoueted the 
Pꝛieſtes Office againe. It is he, but J male not ſale ſa 
muche nowe , but wil marke home our Piſt:eſſe is affe- 
&ed towarde theſe graſtes. Thus he talked with 
ſelfe : and Cibele wente in to them, and perceſucd we 
what thep bad done, by reaſd that their cies were pet ful 
of water, foz al that they went aboutc, when they beard 
the doꝛe open, to trimme them ſelucs, and counterfeited 
theire wonted guiſe, Wherfoze ſhe cried aut, and ſaide: 
Pp dere Childꝛen, wbp weepe pou out of ſeaſon, when 
pe ſhoulde refoice , and thanke pour god Foꝛtune, foz 
that Arſace thinketh to do al the gad to pou ſhee can des 
uiſe , and is contente , that to mozrowe you ſhal.comme 
into her pꝛeſente, and in the meane time ſheweth pou al 
manner ofcourteſie , and gentleneſſe. Wherefozc pou 
muſte lcaue of theſe foliſhe., and Chiloiſhe teares, and 
loke vp, and decke pour ſelues,. and in euery pointe do as 
Arſace woulde haue pou . The remembzaunee of Cala- 
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foffe fhe fatherly alkegion whiche was in him to warde 
vs. Obeſe be toles (p the Olde woman) Calaſiris, and 
what fo ener tained Father els, who hath geuen place to 
the common Lawe of nature, and age : by one woman 
ſhalt thou hane Rule, Rffches, Daliaunce, + the fruttes 
of a flothinge ponthe , at a worde thinke it to be pour 
Foztune, and wozchip Arſace . Onelp be ruled by me,

When 
be came in and ſawe her ſittinge in her Chaire of Eſtate 
clothed in Purple and clothe of Golde, glozious with 
folly Jewelles,and her coſtlp Bonnet finely attired and 
decked, with ber Garde aboute her, and the chiefe Magi⸗ 
ſtrates of the Perſians by her, he was not abaſhed a whit 
but rather the moze incouraged againſt the Perſian bzas 
uerie,as though he had quite fozgotten that, whereof he 
talked with Cariclia as touchinge Reuerence , and wazs 
chippinge, ſo that he neither bowed kne, noz fell downe 
to her, but holdinge vp bis heade alofte, ſalde: Arſace of 
Ropall bloude, God ſaue ther: whereat when thoſe who 
were pꝛeſente, were offended,and grudged againſt him 
as one rache and ouerbolde, in that he had not wozſhip- 
ped her, Arſace ſmiled a little, and anſweared foz him 
thus: pardon him as one ignozant of our cuſtomes, and 
a ſtraunger bozne in Greece, who by reaſon of the ſoplg 
deſpiſeth our pompe: and therewithall ſhæ put of her 
Bonnette, ſoze againſte their willes that ſtode by, fo2 ſo 
do the Perſians, to render Salute to thoſe who firſte ſa- 
luted them.

the tolde him alſo of that wiede was vnder ber Appa⸗ 
rell, by certaine reaſonable occaſids,then pꝛaiſed ſhe her 
manners, ko that thei were amiable, and nothing cope, 
that ſh& had greate delighte in ſine, and hable ponge 
- menne , The d2ifte of al her falke was fo p ik be 
bad any pleaſure in Venus diſyestes. Theagenes com- 
mended der god will that ſher bare to the Greckes, and 
ber friendely faſhion, and els what ſo euer ſhe talked of, 
and further foz the ſams gaue her hartie thankes : but 
be paſſed ouer that which tonteined any diſhoneſt thing, 
as thougbe he vnderſtode it not at the firſte . Where-- 
loꝛe the Olde woman was ſoare grieued, and nipped at 
tbe harte, foz-that ſhe-thoughte he vnderſtode what 
che meante, but vtterly deſpiſed, and ſette at naughte al 
that he& did : ſher knewe mozeouer that Arſace woulde 
abide no longer, but beganne euen now to be angry, and 
tell her plainely ſher could * _ -y ſelke: .

and lette her liue in hope, leaſte in her rage her put ſome 
cruell deuiſe in pꝛaaiſe againſte vs. Foz it is like by the 
grace of God, that ſpace of time may pzoulde ſome reme- 
Lalouſee.d n41%- dy fe; this: but in any wiſe Theagenes, beware that you 
ral! diſeaſe tos tall not out of pour conſideration into the filthinelle of 
Woomen, mo. the face, Theagenes ſmiled hereat a littie,and ſaivez A 
beth Cariclts 4 percetue pou are not without Jalouſle, womens natural 
little. diſeaſe , no not in aduerſitte , but be ſure J cannot faine 
any ſuche thinge : foz to ſale and do vnhoneſt thinges, 
are bothe almoſte alike diſhoneſt. And that Arſace may 
be out of hope to obtaine , baingeth an other commoditte 
with it, that ſhe wil ceaſe to trouble vs any mae. JJ 
muſt ſuffer any thinge, as well Foztune,as alſo the con- 
ſtant opinion of my minde, haue inured me ere now ma- 
ny times to take what ſo euer hal happen. Then thinke, 
ꝙꝓ Cariclia, that ſo you ſhall bzinge vs into greate mt(- 
chiete, and therewith ſher helde her tongue. While they 
conſivered of theſe matters, Cibele wente to Arſace,and 
inconraged her to lone foz better ſucceſſe, and that The- 
agenes was tontente, whiche donne, cher came into the 
parlour alone, and ſaide nothinge that night, but exhoz- 
ted Caricha diuerſe wales, whomat the firſte he made 
ber beddefellowe to healpe her in this caſe , and in hs 
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moꝛninge thi aſked Theagenes what he meantec to dw? 
He gave her a plaine dental, 4 willed her neuer to lo 
foz any ſuche thing at his hande., With which anſweare 
the wente heaufly to Arſace, where ſhe made repozte of 
Theagenes ſtouteneſſe. Arſacecommannded to bzeake 
bis necke , and wente into her Chamber, and vexed her 
ſelfe cruelly on her Bedde. The Olde woman Cibele 
was no ſoner in the Parlour , but her Sonne Acheme- 
nes linge her ſadde,and wepinge , aſked her: Pother, 
what miſhap is befallen? Are there any il newes come? 
Are there any il tidinges comme from the Campe? Hate 
dur enimies in this warre the vpper hande of our Loꝛde 
Oroondates? And many ſuche queſtions he moued. 
Tuſhe (ꝙ ſhe) thy pꝛatinge is to no eſtede. This ſaide, 
ſhe made haſte to be gonne, but he woulde not let her a⸗ 
lone, but wente after her, and takinge her by the hande, 
beſonghte her, that cher woulde tel her Sonne the cauſs 
ol her griefe. Then ſher toke him by the hande, and 
leadde dim aſlde into a parte of the Oꝛchparde, ſaide: I 
woulde neuer haue declared mine owne, my Piltreſſe 
harmes to any other man. But ſefnge ſhe& is in peri!l, 
and J in daunger ok my life ( foz Jknowe , that Arſaces 
madveneſſe wil fall in mp necke):Jam conſttrained to tel 
vou, it happily you can helpe her any thinge, who conccf- 
ned , and bare pou into the wozlde , and nouriſhed you 
with theſe Bzeaſtes. Dur Piſtreſſe doth lone the ponge 
man which is in our Houſe, not with tollerable, oꝛ vſual 
Loue, but fo that ſhi is almoſte madde thcrewith: about 
whom, ſher, 2 4 hopinge to ſpcede wel as wer would, loſte 
dur labour: hence tame al tourteſies, t manifold god wil 
foward p ſtraugers. But now ſeing the yonge man like 
a fole , and cruel felowe whiche wil not be ruled, haths 
refuſed to do as wer woulde haue him. J thinke ſh# wil 
not liue, ond Jloke to be ſlaine, and in this caſe are wk 
nowe. Ir then thou tanſte helpe me any thinge, do it: it

Altes be duely fin(ſhed. What rewarde wal J haue Po- 
ther(ſaide he) foz J haue noleaſure to boaſte mp ſelfe, 0 
with RO IEG to pꝛomiſe pou any helpe , (&- 
inge you be in ſuche , and ſo deſperate a caſe, Loke foz 
what ſo euer pou wil, foz h& hathe made pou her chiefe 
Cuppe bearer foz my ſake already, and if thou haue any 
bigher Office in thy beade, tel me. As foz the Ritches 
that thou ſhal daue in recompence , it thou ſaue ber, vn- 
bappp Creature, ot them ſhalbe no number. Mother, (ꝙ 
be) J perteiued as muche a god while agoe, but I ſaide 
nothinge, and loked tuer what would comme of it. But 
J care foz no honour, noꝛ regarde any Ritches, but it ſh& 
wil geue me the Papde whiche is called Theagenes S(- 
cer to wife, her Wal haue her hartes deſire, Foz ÞPo- 


ther, Jloue that Payde without meaſure, Wherefoze 


ſeinge our Piltreſſe knoweth by her owne caſe, what 
kinds and how great a griefe loue is, he bath god cauſe 
to healpe him who is ſicke of that diſeaſe alſo,ſeinge fur- 
ther be pꝛomiſeth ber ſo god lucke. ÞHaue no doubt,ſaide 
Cibele foz our Miſtreſſe wil requite pou without delaie, 
when pou ſhal haue donne thus muche foz her, and ſaued 
ber in ſuche diſfreſſe : Beſide perhappes we mate per⸗ 
ſwade the Papde our ſclues , fo do this without trou⸗ 
blinge her, but tell me howe pou will healpe her. J will 
not tel you (ſafdc he) befoze J haue a pzomiſe confirmed 
by the Othe of our Ladp: as foz you til then ſaie nothing 
to the aide, leaſt pou marre our markette againſt pour 
wilt. Foz Jſ& well chat ſhe hath a lofty ſtomacke al- 
ſo, Sher pꝛomiſed that he ſhould haue his deſire,+ there- 
with ſhe wente into the chamber to Arſace, and fallinge 
bpon her knes , badde her be of ged chere, foz by the 
grace of God all ſhalbe well, onely ſende foz my Donne 
Achemenes to tome to pon . Lefte him be called (@ Ar- 
ſace)if you meane not to deteiue me againe. Acheme- 
nes came in, and when Cibele had tolde her al the mater, 


Arſace [ware by expꝛeſſe wazdes , that be Thoulde *

dis defire,as touching the 


How ſate pou this,ſaide Arſace:? Then Achemenes tolde 
her all, that Theagenes was taken pziſoner by oꝛder of 
Marre, that Mytrancs ſente him to Oroondates, from 
him to be conueped to the greate Binge, that he him ſelfe 
as he carried him, by meanes ofthe comminge of the in⸗ 
babitantes of Beſſa, and Thiamis loſte him, that be bard- 
ly eſcaped with his like: laſtly beſive all this he ſhewed 
Mytranes owne letters to Arſace readilp : and if there 
were nerde of any moze pzoufe, he woulde haue Thiamis 
foz a witneſſe. Arſace came ſomewhat to her ſelfe when 
the bearde this, and made no delate but came out of her 
Chamber,and ſittinge in the ſeate where ſh& was wont 
to heare and giue Judgemente vpon matters, ſh@com- 
maunded Theagenes to be bzought befoze her. As ſone 
as he came, h aſked him if he knew Achemenes whiche 
ſtode by dim. He ſaide pea, Were pou not once his p2p- 
foner,p ſh&:Theagenes confeſſed that he was. Then arc 
vou our bande man, ſaide ſhe, wherefoze pon ſhall do as 
becommeth a lowly ſeruaunt, and be ruled by my will 
whither pou will oz no. As foz pour Siſter J haue be- 
trothed her to Achemenes, who is chiefe about vs, as wel 
foz his Pothers ſake , as alſo foz his owne god will and 
behaulour towarde vs, ſo longe delapinge the Mariage, 
vntil we male gette ſuch thinges,as are nedeful againſt 
that dale to make a ſumptuous keaſte. Theagenes was 
bitte with theſe wo:des , as with a grieuous wounde, 
pet he woulde not contrarp her, but woulde auolde her 
koꝛce, as a man would ſhunne the violent aſſault of ſome 
wilde Beafte, and ſaſde : Ladp,the Goddes be thanked, 
fo: that in as muche as wee are wel bozne, in our aduer⸗ 
ſiffe it is our god happe tobe bounde fo none but pou, 
who haue ſhe wed vnto bs Mn” and Aliens * 
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be quiet, becauſe foz al that de is pour bande man, pet be copence wheref 
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fo greate humanitie and god wil. But mp Siſter fo; ali 
that ſh is not pꝛyſoner noz bonde, yet Chal ſhe be ready 
to do pou ſeruice as ſhall pleaſe pou , wherefoze tell vs 
what pou willhaue her to do with reaſon. Lette her 
(ꝙ Arlace)be one of our waſters at our Table, and 
learne to ſcrue our Cuppes of Achemenes, that ſha may 
be inured bcfoze to ſeruc at the Pzinccs Table. This 
bonne thep wente out, Theagenes was very heaule , 
and deuiſed of that wbiche he had to do, but Achemenes 
laughed, and ſcozned him with ſuche like wozdes. Loe 
pou who were but lately ſo pzowde and loftye, and bare 
pour hcade ſo highe, that pou ſœmed to be fre alone, and 
thoughte ſcoꝛne to ſubmit pour ſelfe and wozſhippe Ar- 
ſace, what kinde of felowe are pou nowe : ſurelp if pou 
ſtoupe not now, you ſhal be taught with Fiſtes to know 
pour duetie. Arface, when ſhce had ſente al other from 
ber, ſalde to Cibele: Rowe Cibele he hathe no moe excu⸗ 
ſcs , whrrefoze tel this pzowde felowe , that if he wil be 
ruled by vs, and do our wil, be hal be made fe, and haue 
plentie of al thinges:but if wil be ſtil in contrary minde, 
and deſptſc his Louer , be ſhal vndcrſtande that his Mi⸗ 
ſtreſſe is angry, and be made the vileſt laue of al other, 
and be tozmented with all manner of pouniſhementes. 
Cibele came and tolde Arſaces Commaundemente , and 
added of her owne, what che thought was auailcable to 
pcrſwade him. Theagenes deſired ber to ſtaie a while, 
and take Caricha alone, and ſaide thus: Nowe are wee 
quite vndonne, Cariclia, cuery Cable (as is the Pzonerbe) 
is bꝛoken, euerp Ancoze of hope is loſte, nowe are wr no 
longer with fre names in miſcrie,but are bonde againe: 
(and therewith he tolde her howe ) nawe are wer ſub⸗ 
feces to the repzochful ſcoffes 4 and tozmetes of the Bar- 
bariens, ſo that either wee muſte do as they wil haue vs, 
in whole handes wee are, oz els ſhal wer be numbꝛed e⸗ 
monge the condemned perſonnes: pet this were tollera. 
vie,if Arſace had not pzomiſed(whiche is the moſte grie- 
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uous thinge of al) to marry pou to Achemenes, Cibeles 
Donne. And it is plane, that either that ſhall not be 
donne at all, oz J wil not ſe it donne, ſo longe as life wil 
gene me leaue, with Swoꝛde, and Armour to withſfand 
the ſame. But what ſhall we do: Oz what wate ſhall 
wee deuiſe to bzcatie of my abominable face with Arſace, 
and poure ſhameful marriage with Achemenes? Pon 
maſe (ꝙ Cariclia) in appꝛouinge the one, diſanull the o⸗ 
ther whiche toucheth me. Be tontente (ꝙ he). God de⸗ 
fende that the anger of any Heauenly minde ſhoulde be 
ſo vehemente againſte vs, that J, who had neuer to do 
with Cariclia, hould inteſteouſipy meddle with an other. 
But J tbinke J haue founde a god remedie pꝛeſentlp: 
ſurely neceſſarpe is a Deuiſoure of al manner of ſhiftes. 
And therewithal he wente aſide to Cibele, and ſaide: Tel 
pour Piſtreſſe that J woulde ſpeake with her alone , ſo 
that no man mtghte heare. The Olde woman thinking 
this to be that they loked foꝛ, and that Theagenes would 
no bee do what they woulde haue him, wente haſtely to 
Arſace , and receſued Comnaundemente ts dinge him 
after Supper, whiche ſhee did. Foz after ſhe& had char⸗ 
ged thoſe, who were neare at hande to be ſtil, and let her 
Hiltreſſc take her caſe , without ſcurringe abonte the 
Chamber. Sb conneſed in Theagenes pꝛiuilp, foꝛ enc- 
ry place was very darke , fo that one mightc woke ſe⸗ 
erctelp yenongh , and there was no lighte but a Candle 
tn her Chamber. When ſhe had thus don ne, ſhœ weuld 


bane ſhꝛunke awap, but Theagenes ſtaied her, and ſaide: 


Miſtres, foꝛ this time let Cibele be here, foʒ Jknow that 


Neceſitie deui- 


ſeth many 
ſhifees. 


tHe is very truſty to keepe Councet. And then he toke Theagenes by 
Arſace by the hande, and ſpake thus: Piſtres, J pzolon- e with Ar- 


ged not the dofnge of that you commaunded me becauſe 
I woulde anger pon, bat that Jmighte pꝛeuide ſecurit ie 
fo2 inp fade. And nowe ſcringe that Foztune dy very 
god lucke hathe made me pour ſeruaunte, Jam the moꝛe 
teadyer to do pour wil in al pointes. But firſte J muſt 
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pꝛay pou to graunt me one thinge, in ſtœde of the great, 
and manikolde benefites that pou haue pzomiſed me: 
1+ ic nere Bzeake of the marriage of Cariclia and Achemenes. Foz 
min (that J ſafe no moze)it is no reaſon that a woman of ve- 
See rp highe Parentage ſhoulde be matched with a vile, and 
of ove 1 05 bonde flaue:els J ſweare to pou by the Sunne, the fafreff 
tage, ſhoulde be gt al the Goddes,z by al the reſt of the Goddes allo, that J 
Married !9 il neuer dw what vou woulde haue me, and befoze Ca- 
horde laue. rielia ſuſtaine any violente, you ſhal ſie me flap my ſelfe, 
Arſace anſweared him, thinke not, but that J will vo 
what J mate to pleaſure you , as one who is readp to de⸗ 
liuer her ſelfe into pour handes. But J hane pzomiſed 
by Dthe to marrpe poure Siſter to Achemenes. It is 
wel then (@ he). Parrye my Siſter if pou liſte: but her, 
whom J loue , and is my Spouſe, pea and my wife, J 
knowe pon wil not marry: neither if you woulde , mape 
vou. What meane pou by this (ſaide ſhe), Jmeame 
the trothe (anſweared be), foz Cariclia is not mp Siſter, 
but my Spouſe. A manifeſt token whereof, pou ſhal haue 
when you pleaſe , it᷑ pou liſte to make a Bzidal foz bs, 
This nipte her , when ſhe hearde that Cariclia was his 
wife,ſo that he fel into a greate ialeuſie: pet fo2 al that 
ſber ſaid, you ſhal haue pour deſtre, t we wil appeaſe A- 
chemenes with an other wife. And J wil perfourme mp 
p2omiſe(ſatd Theagenes) when this is vndonne, And the 
he bent him ſelf downe to kiſſe her hande, but in de of 
ber bande, cher killed him with ber mouthe. And ſo The- 
agenes wente out with a kiſſe of hers : but he kiſſed ber 
not againe, And as ſ@oneas he gotte leaſure, de tolde 
Cariclia all, who hearde fommewhat that made her ia⸗ 
lous alſo . Ye added mozeoner the ſfraunge ende that 
bis pꝛomiſe tended vnto, and bowe by that thinge alone 
be had wzoughte many feates . Achemenes UWeddinge 
was defeated,and a delaſe was founde foz Arſaces luſte. 
But that whiche was the chiefe of all, was that Ache- 
menes woulde ſette all on a bzople , beinge offended , as 
wel 
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wel foz that he was beguiled of that he boped foz,as alſs 
becauſe be ſawe me in better fauoure with Arſace, then 
him ſelle: foz be Hal knowe of all this by his Mother, in 
as muche as I fozeſawe that ſhæ ſhould be there to heare 
that J ſaide , boths becauſe J woulde haue her tel Ache- 
menes this, and haue her a Witneſfſe alſo of the famflia- 
ritp wibiche tn onely wazdes paſſed betweene vs; fo; al- 


(whiche laſteth here but a litle while)that men may haue 
ſuche opinion tw. He tolde her mozeouer, that it was to 
be thoughte Achemenes woulde be renenged of Arſaec, 
beinge a ſlaue bozne(foz it is almoſte (ene euerp where, 
that that whiche is vnder Obedience, is contrarpe to 
that which hath Authozitie ouer it) and w2onged beſide, 
and beguiled of an Othe , ſeinge other better eſt&@med 
then him ſelfe, whoſe minde is guiltte of al miſchfefe,and 
ill behaueour , and nedeeth ty be taughte to wazke no 
manner of Knauerp,as many menne beinge angry haue 
attempted the like, and (@inge he bathe a iuſte qusurell 
whereupon to ſ@&ke reuenge. The nerte date after he 
had folde Cariclia theſe thinges, and erhozted her pet to 
baue a litle hope, he was leadde of Achemenes to waſte 


at her Table,foz ſo Arſacecommaunded him to do. Foz 


that pourpoſe thee ſent him coſtly Apparell,a Chaine and 
. Bzaceleftes of Golde, ano other ritche Jewelles : parte 
whereof willingelp, parte againſte his will he putte on. 
And when Achemenes beganne to teache him howe he 
thoulde ſerue her the Cuppe , he tanne to a Table by, 
whereon ſtade muche Plate, and takinge a Pꝛetious 
Glaſſe in his hande,ſafde:J nede not to be taughte , but 
A wil of mine owne heade ſerue mp Piltres , without 
ſuche curfoſitſein theſe ſo eaſie matters. As foz pou, 
Foztunes fauour cauſed pou to knowe ſuche thinges,

though it were penough befozeGod to bane a cleare cons An excellence 
ſcience , yet it is honeſty fo; a man to leade his life (0, /encence. 
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but nature , and time can teache me what Jhaue to do. * 4 ©74c 
And then he powzed in Wine ſoftly , and holdinge the fe. 
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Glatte finely with the tippes of his fingers, goeinge 
with a ſcemelp,and fitte paſe,delfuercd it to Arſace: and 
this dꝛaught ſette her moze on fire then ſhe was befoze, 
becauſe he dꝛinkinge, and lokinge vpon Theagenes at 
one time, ſupped moze of his Love , then of the Mine, 
neither did ſher dꝛinke that quite of, that was filled , but 
in greate ſleſghte , in a manner ſh& dzunke to Theage- 
nes, and leafte dim a litle. On the other fide Achemenes 
was offendcd to, t moued,as wel with Anger, as Emu⸗ 
lation, ſo that Arſace petttiued it, foz that he ſo ſcozne- 
fully loked vpon dim, and whiſpercd ſommewhat to 
thoſe whiche ſtode by. When Dinner was donne, The- 
agenes ſalde: Pires , J pꝛaie pou graunte me this my 
firfte requeſte, let none but me weare this Towel in ſer- 
uinge at pour Table. Arſace was contente, And when 
be wentc out as he was wante to do, Achemenes wente 
out with him to, and taunted him ſoare foz his to muche 
diligence , and tolde him that ſuche raſheneſſe was verp 
childiſhe , and that their Pſſtres at the firſte winked at 
this face becanſe he was a ſtraunger , knew no faſhion: 
But if you continewe and be ſo ſtubberne till, (ſaide he) 
vou ſhal not plcaſe her longe: And that he counſelled him 
as a friende, and one that ſhoulde be his Kinſman ſhozt- 
Ip,B and muche moze like this heſaide:but he paſſed by him 
as though he hearde him not, but loked ſcill downe to 
the grounde, vntill Cibelecame by chance, and wente to 
haue her Miſtreſſe to leepe in the affer none. And ſe- 
tnge her Sonne ſadde aſked what be aplcd,he anſweared 
this Straunge ponker, is honourcd aboue me, bothe pe- 
ſterdate, and to daie, whe fo: a ſhewe of fineſſe is com- 
maunded now alone, to be her Cupbearer : and biddinge 
vs who are her chiefe Scruitours farewel, he ranghther 
the Glafſe,and ſtode nexte the Pꝛinces body, ſo that our 
Honour, whiche is but an Honour bp name, is vtterly 
deſpiſed. And that were not ſo ill, that be Honlde be 


moze honoured and better pzeferred, „ 
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p2iuſe then wer 4 who by te peutHe reaſon do den hls 
Counſell , and bealpe bim therein, hut this ought by no 
meanes to be ſuffered that be ſhoulde vſe vs, ho ate 
Seruitours,and his companions in the wate of honeſty 
in ſac ſozte, without checke oz taunte: but we wil finds 
another time to talke of theſe matters. Now Mother J 
would faine ſe my wife Cariclia, if by lohinge vpon her 
I male ſomewhat abate this grtefe of myminde . What 
wife Sonne, ſaide Cibele? Nou ſeme to chafe at trifles 
and knows not the greateſt matters . Now ſhalte thou 
not marry 'Cariclia,, Mhat ſafe yoa'Pother (@ he) am J 
not worthy to Matty ber, who is my fellowe Scruante 
Why ſo J pzay pou : Fos aur tw god will aud vnlawful 
ſeruice towarde Arſace, anſweared ſhe, Foz although 
we lette moꝛe bp her, then our owne eaſe, and pzeferred 
her deſire befoze our owne lines , in doinge all that we 
toulde to pleaſure her. Yet as ſone as this gentle and 
godly Louer of hers,came into her chamber, the ſight of 

dim did ſo muche perſwade her, that it made her bzeake 
the Othe ſh&@ ſware , and cauſed her to aſſure Cariclia fo 
him, tellinge ber that hee was not his Siſter , but his 
ſpouſe . Didſhethen pꝛomiſe him this Pother ( he)? 
Pea Sonne, anſweared Cibele, ſhe pzomiſed him this, 
while J was by and hearde it, and meaneth within theſc 
fewe dates to make their weddinge in ſumptnous lozte, 
and wil marry the to ſome other. Achemenes was ve⸗ 
ry ſozrowful foz theſe tivinges,+ wzinginge his handes, 
he ſaide thus: J wil make this a ſoꝛrowłul weddinge to 
themall, ' Dnelp healpe me to pzolonge the ſane foz a 
while, and it any man aſke foz me, ſafe J am ſoꝛe ſicke in 
the Countrie. And dothe this Gentleman cal his Siſter 
dis wife ? as though it might not be vnderſtode, that he 
dothe it foz none other pourpoſe , but ts diſanull that 
whiche was graunted me by pꝛomiſe, as though it were 
not his Siſter but his wile, it he (mbzace , colle, and kiſſe 


her as now he dathe, pea although be lie with her, J and 
Dd the 
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the Goddes whofe Religion is violated by bzeakinge of 
on Otte, wil ſ& to this wel penough. This ſaide, anger 
and Jaloude, Loue and fruſtration of that he loked foz, 
ſette him on ſache fire (al whiche thinges were ſufficſent 
to trouble an other man, though no barbarous fellowe) 
that without waptng reaſonably what he meante to do, 
- 4s but likinge his deuiſe at the firft, de leapte vpon a Pozſe 
make 4 ms de of Armenia,whiche the Deputte kepte foz Royalties and 
bzane ſightes,as ſone as he could convenſentlp get him, 
and wente to Oroondates , who then was muſtringe his 
Armp againf the Ethiopian, and makinge al manner of 
pꝛouiſion, as wel of menne and weapons , as alſo other 
fhinges neceſſary foz the Marre.

If! beguiied Oroondates , and obtapned 

i balfe of that, they confended fo2, and

derde whiche other menne had donne. And ſalde: Jolly 
Dame, it Theagenes be aliue, J ſaie that Jam not guilty 
of this murther. But if he haue miſtarried thzough thy 
miſchieuous attemptes , thou ſhalte nde no tozmentes 
to make me confeſſe the lade. J am ſh& who bath killed 
thy Nourſe, that hath bzought the vp ſo wel, and taught 
the ſo muche god, kill me out of hande : foz J coulde do 
Theagenes no greater plcaſure , who by god right hath 
reſiſtcd thy wicked deuiſes. Theſe wozdes made Ar- 
ſace madde , and when ſhe had commaunded her to be 
beat en, ha ſaide carry this queane away bounde as ſhe 
is, ſhewe her to her godly Loner , who is in like plite, 
and when pon haue bounde her hande and fote, commit 
der to Euphrates alſo to be kepte vntill to mozrowe , to 
be condemned to deathe by the Perſian Pagiſtrates . Ag 
thee was ledde away, the Papde who was Cibeles cuppe 
bearer ( th& was one of the Ionians, whiche at the firſfe 
was willed to waite vpon them)whither it were foꝛ god 
will whiche cher bare to Cariclia, by reaſon of the ac- 
quaſntaunce and familiaritp whiche ſhe had with her,oz 
moned by the wil of God, wepte and lamented pitifully, 
e ſaſde : 0 vnhappy woman whiche is without al faulte, 
They who were by wond2ed at her, and compelled her 
to tell plainely what ſhe meante. Then ſh& confeſſed 
how Hee her ſelfe gaue Cibele that poyſon,and had recef-. 
ned it afo2cofher to giue it to Cariclia . But ſhæ eſther 
tro!:1;\:2 with the ſtraungnefle of the face , oz cls called 
: Ee ig haſtelp 
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paſtely vpon by Cibele, who badde ber bzinge the firſte 
cuppe to Caricha, chaunged the pottes, and gaue the Old 
woman that wherein the Popſon was. So ſhe was 
carried fozthwith to Arſace , and was very gladde if Ca- 
riclia mighte be excuſcd of this face , foz euen the very 
Batbarous people haue pittie vpon a Gentle and Noble 
countenaunce, And although the Payde ſaide thc ſame 
to her, vet ſh pꝛeuailed nothinge,but Arſace commaun- 
ded her alſo, as helpinge and conſentinge thereto , to be 
put in pꝛiſon, and kepte to Judgement. The Perſian 
Magiſtrates in whoſe handes it was to determine con- 
troucriics, and puniſhe offences as touchinge the weale 
publike, were ſente foz in baſte to ſitte in iudgement the 
nexte dale. Aud when they were tome, and ſatte, Arſace 
atcuſed her foz popſoninge her Nourlſe, declaring al that 
had happened, and woulde ofte mopſte her woꝛdes with 
teates, becauſe ſh& was ſpopled of her, whome ſheÞ& ac- 
compted moze deere then any other thinge,and aboue all 
other loued her beſte : ſhe take mozeover the Judges to 
witneſſe howe ſheÞ had intertapned Cariclia beinge a 
ftkraunger, and ſhewed her all manner of courteſie , and 
was nowe thus wzonged in ſteede of thankes, which ſhe& 
bad well deſerued. To be ſhozte Atſace layde ſoze acct 
ſations againſte her, but Cariclia made no Anſweare, 
but confeſſed the facte againe , and ſaide that ſhe gaue 
her the poiſon, and mozeouer ſhe added, that ſhe would 
haue poyſaned Arſace alſo, if ſhe had not benne pꝛeuen⸗ 
ted,and many other thinges els,and ener among would 
ſhe directly raile bpon Arſace. Fo2 after ſhe had benne 
the night paſte with Theagenes in pꝛyſon, and conferred 
with him of al other affaircs tw and fro, and had conclu- 
ded that it ncede were ſhe ſhould willingly die anp man⸗ 
ner of death, whercts ſhe ſhould be condemned, and to 
departe out of a life ful of troubles, and endleſſe trauels, 
and cruell Foztune , and belike had geuen him his laſte 
farewell louingly, and taken the Jewels that were laide

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fozthe with her, whiche the was euer accuſtomably 
wonte to beare pziuilp of poutpoſe, and tied them at that i 
time about her in a hagge, to the intent that they ſhould | 
furniſhe her Burtall, h confeſſed euery accuſation that 

was laide againſte ber, and refuſed no manner of death, 

and rehearſed her ſelte many thinges alſo , whercof ſher 

was not accuſed . Wherefoze the Judges made no de⸗ 

laie , but had almoſte adſadgedher to a moze cruell and 

Perſianlike deathe , yet becauſe they were moued with 

her countenaunce a little, and ponge ſurpaſſinge bewtp, cariclia j con- 
they condemned her to be burned with fire. Then was demned co the 
ſh+ had awate pꝛeſently with the Crecuttoners,and cars fre. 

ried a little without the Cittte,al the while ſhe was lead 

fo:the,one made a crie, that ſho ſhould die fo2 poiſoning 

one, wherefoze a great company moze followed them out 

of the Cittie . Some whereof ſawe her as ſhæ was lead, 

other hearde thereof by repoꝛte, whiche quickely ſle we 

ouer al the Cittie, and ſo hafted thereto. Arſace tame 
alſo, and ſawe that whiche happened from the walle: foz 

ſhce thought it a paine, it ſhÞ ſatiſfied not her ſelfe , with 

ſeinge her die. When the Erecuttoners had laide a 

greate deale of wode togeather , # put fire thercto , that 

now it beganne to flame, Cariclia pꝛaied them who lead 

her, to geue her a little leaue, + pzomiſed that ſhe would 

goe into the fire alone, whiche graunted, ſher ſaide with 

a lowde voice: õ Sunne, and Earthe, and all you bleſs cr 

ſed Creatures, that are aboue and under the Carthe, prayer. 
whiche ſe and take reuenge of all wicked woꝛkers. Vou 

are witneſſes that J am not guilty of that whereof J am 

accuſed,and that J am willinge to die, foz the intollera- 
ble gricfes of minde whiche burthen me , voucheſafe to 
take me into your handes gently. And in all haſte take 
reuenge of this ſhame leſſe Arſace, who hath defiled her 
ſelfe with ſo many filthie fades, and is a Harlotte , and 
dothe all this to robbe me of mp Huſbande. Uhen ſh& 


had ſaide thus, euerp man that was there ſaide ſomes 
what 
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what to that ſh& had ſpoken : wherefoze ſome woulde 
bane the Executid ſtaied til an other time of judgement, 
and ſomme were readp to take her awaſe : ſhe pzenen- 
tinge them all , wente into the middeſt of the fire , and 
ſtode there a god while without harme, e the fire wente 
euery waye aboute her, and woulde not appzoche nere 
her, ſo it harte her not, but gaue place whenſhe cams 
thereinto , by meanes whercof he was with the lighte 
that was aboute her, made fapzer , and wondzed at the 
moze, by reaſon of her bewtyp , ſo that in a manner ſhe& 
was married in a firy chamber. She wente ſometime 
into this fide , ſometime into that, maraclinge what it 
meante,and baſted to be deade, but it pꝛeuailed not, foz 
that the fire alwaſe gaue place, and as it were fiedde fro 
ber : the Tozmentours ccaſed not but lapde on moze 
weode and rede (Arſace with thzeatninge countenance 
charginge them ſo to do) to make it burne moze vehe⸗ 
mently: But it did no god, ſaue that it troubled the Cit- 
tie moze , whiche ſuppoſinge that ſhe had bealpe from 
Heauen , cried out the woman is cleane , the woman 
is not guiltie, wherefoze they came to the fire , and put 
aſide the Tozmentours . {The firſte that ſo did, was 
T hiamis (fo; by this time he was comme, beinge admo- 
niſhed of that whiche was donne , by the greate bzute 
in the Cittie)and he encouraged the people to healpe her, 
and beinge in wil to deliuer her, they durſte not comme 
neare the fire, but willed her to tomme foꝛzthe. Foz ſhe 
that had benne in the fire without harme , if ſhe liſte to 
comme out thereof, ne&de fcare nothinge. Which when 
Cariclia ſawe and hcarde , thinkinge alſo her ſclfe that 
God had pꝛeſerued her, thoughte it beſte not to be vn⸗ 
thankefal tobim,noz to ſette ligbte of that benefite, but 
leapte out of the fire. Mherewith the people, what foz 
fofe,and wonder gaue a greate ſhoute , and thanked the 
Goddes foz the ſame. But Arſace not wel in her wittes, 
ſkipte from the walles, and came out at a Poſterne wah 

agreate 
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a greate company of der Garde, and other Noble men of 
Perſia, and lated handes bpon Caricha her elle, and las 
lunge frowardely vpon the people, ſatdc: Are pou not a- 
ſhamed to gue abonte to deliuer a gracclefle woman, a 
Wieehe,ano a Purtherer, taken with the dede dotnge, 
and confefſinge the ſame from her deſerued paint :? S- 
inge that in your ſo healpinge ſuche a wicked queane, 
pou ſtriue agunſte the tawes of Perſia,and againfte the 
Ringe him ſelfe,bis Deputies, Nobles, and Judges al- 
fo. Perbappes vou be decctued, foz that ſhœ burned not 
this dave, and therc toꝛe vou aſcribe that dap to the Gods. 
Mil pou not he wiſer , and vndecſtande tbat this is a 
greater pzoufe of ner Witchcraft , who bathe ſuch dare 
of fleightes, that ſha can withfande the trengtbe of the 
fire? Comme pou to mozrowe into the Councel houſe, 
if you wil, foꝛ it halbe by al yaar conſcntes : there ſhall 
pou beare that ſhe will conkeſſe the ſame , and ſhall be 
tonninted by ſuche of her felowes , as are pꝛiuie thereto, 
and i kepe in P2ifon, And therewithal ſh carried ter 
a wate, dol dinge her by the necke , and commaunded ber 
Garde to make her roume. But ſomme of them were 
angry, and in minde to withſtande: other gave euer, be⸗ 
caufe they were ſomewhat blinded with the tale of poy⸗ 
ſoninge. bat moſte fo} feart ot Arſace,and her authouitp. 
Then was Cariclia deliuered to Euphrates againe to be 
kepte to a newe Judgementr, and bad moze pzons laſde 
vpon her. The greateſt comfozte that ſh# had in this 
aduerſitie, was that ſh&had time to telle Theagenes of 

her affayzes , foz this was Arſaces inuention to, to 

put them to the moꝛe paine, that the ponge Creatures n 
beinge in one place pzifoners,might behold efther others , 
tormentes,andigriefes,fo: ſhæ une we wel yenongh that L ne 
a Lovers moze grſcued at his friendes palne, then his- %%% 
owne diſeaſe. But they toumpted this a comfozte, and / Her borne 
fo be patoed altke they thoughte if a vauntage, and if ef. len ſir ox ne. 
'ther had leeto2metes then the 1 da By 

— c 
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ſelfe vanquiſhed,and as it were moze fainte, and weake 
in loue. Foz nowe was it lawful foz them to be togea- 
ther, 4 encourage eche other to take in godly wiſe what 
foztune ſo euer tame, and refuſe no perill whiche ſhoulde 
cnſue of their vefaincd Chaſtitie, and ſtedfaſte Faithe. 
After they had continued their talke of ſuch matters, as 
is likely they woulde talke of ( who neuer hoped to talke 
togeather agaſne)til it was night,and had ſatiſfied them 
le lues as wel as they mſghte : at laſte they fell into com- 
mnnicatid of the Ppzacle which happencd about the fire, 
Theageues referred the benefitc therof to Cods gadnces, 
Who had ſaucd her being gutltlcfe from Arſaces vniuſtc 
ſclaunder. But Cariclia ſ&med to doubte thereof. Foz 
(p ſhe) this ſtraunge kinde of deliuerp male be ftought 
in derde to pzoccede of Cod. But ſtill to de affliaed with 
luche miſeries, and toꝛmentes without al meaſure, is ra⸗ 
ther a token of thoſe who are plagued by God , and are 
like to fall into greater intonuenientes: ercepte there be 
ſome moze hiddt᷑ miſtery which caſteth into extreame pe⸗ 
ril,+ when al hope is paſte, nde th a remt dy. When ſhe 
had ſaſde thus, — willed her to fake all in god 
parte, and be of a godlier minde, her tried out alo wd, the 
Coddes be fauourable to vs. oe 3 remember what 
a Dꝛeame, oꝛ Aion J had this laſte nighte, but had foz- 
gotten it befoze,J know not howe. It was a true verſe, 
and noble Calaſiris expounded the fame to me. The mea- 
ninge whereof was thus: La

viclia An eaſie thinge to pearſe it is, 

though els right ſtraunge to ſee. 
"Theagenesalſo when, he hearde this, was moned like 
thoſe who haue ſome Diuine ſpirite, and gave as great a 
teape as his Bandes would let him, ę ſaide: The Goddes 
in deede be god to vs: fo J alſo am made a Poete by re- 

membzinge ananſweare whiche Comme like ſpirite gave 
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me, whether it were Calaſiris,0; any other. of the Gods 
in Calaſiris fourme, who ſemed to ſale thus to me: 
Tomorrowe ſhalte thou with the Mayde, 

eſcapeeAr/aces bande: 
And ſoone be brought with her into 

the Ethiopian lande. | 
As foz me Jcan wel gheaſſe wherto this Ozacle tẽdeth. 
The Lande of Acthiopia ſcmeth to be that which is vn⸗ 
der the grounde. With the Papde , that is to dwel with 
Proſerpina. And the eſcapinge of Arſaces bande, to be 
a Departure ot the Soule from the Body. But what 
ſhauld pour Uerſe meane, wherin is ſo many contrarſes? | 
Foz Pantarbe ſigniſieth al fearcful ,- and yet it woulde 
not haue pou be afraide of the fire, Then ſalde Cariclia: 
My deere harte Theagenes, our continual calamttie mar 
keth you take al of the wozſte , Foz commonly menne 
applie theire minde to that whiche accuſtomablp happe- 
neth , But Jthinke that this anſweare ſcme th to foze- 
ſewe beffer lucke then pon ſuppoſe, So that J perhaps 
ſhal be the Payde, with whom you haue a pꝛomiſe that 
pou ſhal recouer mp Countrie A ethiopia: when you ſhal 
be deliuered out of Arſaces bandes. But bowe that ſame 
ſhal be donne, wer knowe not, neither is it incredible, 
but it is poſſible fo: the Goddes to do it, and let them ſc 
thereto who geue vs theſe anſwearcs : koꝛ as touchinge 
that whiche was fo:eſhcwed of me, it is fulfilled as yeu 
pour ſelfe knowe,and J line of whom there was no hope 
at all, and J, who then carried mine owne ſaftſe aboute 
me, was ignoꝛante thereof : but nowe me thinkes J vn- 
derſtande it. Foz whereas at all times befoze, J carried 
with me the tokens that. my Mother laide fo:the with 
me.

Emonge theſe , Theagenes, whiche are 
Jewels of a greate valewe, and very Pzetious Dtoanes 
of India, and Ethiopia, there is 4 Ringe whiche mp Fa⸗ 
ther gaue bnta mp Pothcr, when he was enſured to her, 
wherein is (ct a ſtoane called Pantarbe,and aboutt it are 
cettatine holp Letters w2itten , to be ſhozte that Kinge 
bath ſomme heaucnlp vertue whiche withſtaudeth fire, 
geuinge them grace that have the ſame , never to be en⸗ 
damaged with it, whiche alſo perbappes by the will of 
the Goddes hath pzcſcrued me. ZhusmateJ thinke be- 
cauſe Calaſiris told me the ſame was wzitten in my Fal- 
cta , wherein at this time is the reſte of nip ſtuſfe wzap-s 
ped. This is pꝛobable and like to be trewe(@ Theagenes) 
becauſe of pour delivery... But what other Pantarbe ſhal 
we haue to ayde vs ont of the nexte dates daunger : fo: 
the moſte wicked Arſace dothe not pꝛomiſe immoꝛtality 
fo: auopdinge the fire ( whiche J woulde to God migyte 
happen) but deutſeth in the meane time ſome other ne we 
and ſtraunge pouniſhment. And J would to Cod that 
ſhe woulde condemne vs bothe at once to anekinde at 
death, verily J would not call that dcatꝭ, but aveſt from 
al our troubles. Be of god comfozte,q Cariclia, we haue 
another Pantarbe, this pzomiſc which was made bs this 
night paſte, and it wer truſt in God, either wer ſhal haue 
moze pleaſure if we be ſaued, oꝛ die with better mindes 
ifnederequftre, Thus were theie occupied, ſometimes 
lamentinge and be wailinge mo2e either foꝛ others, then 
fo: their owne eſtate, ſometime woulde they take their 
laſte leane, and make newe pꝛomiſe, and ſmcare by the 
Goddes and thctre pzeſente Foztune, that they woulde 
te, eo. holde their Faithe fn Toue fnutoladle to the deathe . Ba- 
meth to em- goas and the fiftte Bozſemen which were ſent with him, 
Pu, and taketh came to Memphis late in the night, when al were a fleepe 
away Theage - and when he had waked them, who laye neare the gate 
xes and Caris ſoftely,+ tolde them what thei were, and were knowen, 
clia they wente into the gates al tograther in haſte. —

manner of deathe. Cariclia made the ſame peficion to. 
Cherefoze the Eunuches wepte (fozthep.partelp vnder⸗ 
ſtode what they ſalde) a bꝛought them out with: bandes 
and all. When they were out of the Deputies houſe, Eu- 
phrates tarricd behinde , and Bagoas with the Hoz\cmen 
that came with him,toke many of their Jrons, and lcaft 
them no moe but ſo manp as mighte kepe them ſafcly , x 
not annope oꝛ hurte them, and ſette them vpon Hozſes, 
and goinge rounde aboute them, wente as faſfe as they 
could to Thebes. When thep had ridden all the nighte 
alter, and till thꝛe a clockc at after none the nexte daye 
and neuer alighted,and then not hable fo abide the beate 
of the Sunne, as is like in the middeſt of the Sommer in 
Egypt, and hauinge a wil ts fleæpe, but moſt fo that they 
la we Cariclia werp of ridinge, they meante to ride ſome⸗ 
what aſide, to eaſe them ſeſfes, and bayte their Þozſes, 
and lette the Halde reſte. There was a little Hill vpon 
the banke ol Nilus, aboute the whiche the water wente, 
not kepinge his firalghte courſe , but was turned in

be killed. When the heate-of the daſs was paſte , and 
the Sunne ſhined on theire ſide, and out of the Mcaſte, ; 
there came one on hoꝛſbache to Bagoas, who foz haſt that 
he made, panted him ſelfe, and his Bozſe had ſweatte ſo 

muche, that he coulde ſcante ſitte vpon him. And when 
he had ſaſde ſomme what to Bagoas ſecretely, he made no |

Foz after that one of the Boſte met dim, s tolde him that 
the Deputie was nat at Thebes,but that de was ſente to 
take vp al þ Souldters that were in wages, though they 
were any where in Garriſon, d bztng them to Siene, whi⸗ 
ther he willed them to goe: fo2 all was in trouble , and 
durly burly,and it was to be doubted that the Citie was 
taken, bu reaſon that the Deputie came to late, and the 
Acthiopian Armp vſed ſuche teleritie, that it was tbere 
befoze any newes came, that it was comminge,; Bagoas 
leaftebis intended iournep to Thebcs,and wente to Sy- 
ene; And beinge nowe almoſte there, be fellintothe Ac- 


that were ſent befo2e to ſpie the Countrie, that tbe great 
Armp banc ſafe paſſaſſe, who at that time,as wel bccauſe 
of the nighte, as alſo foz that they were not vexp ſuilfull 
of the Counttie (foz ſo they had commiMon to late thcire 
Ambuſhment where lo euer they ſa we any commodions 
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plate) hidde them ſelues ene 
aue defcnſe,and the better to grieus their enimies to, 
and ſlepte not. Early in the mozning, when thei hearde 
Bagoas, and the other Hozſemenne ride by, and ſawe that 
they were but a le we, they ſuffered them to ride on, and 
when they kne we certainely that none folowed them, 
they bzake out with a greate noyſe , and purſued them. 
Bagoas, and the other Bozſemenne that were with him, 
betnge amazed, as wel with their ſaddatne ctie, as aiſo 


foz that they knewe them to be Acthiopians, bp their to- 


lour, and them ſelues not hable to withtanve the num⸗ 
ber(foz they were a thouſande ſente to ſcanne the Coun- 
trie, in lighte Harnets) tarried not ſo muche, as to loke 
them in the kaces, but ſledde , not ſo faſte at the firſte, as 
they mighte,becauſe they woulde not haue their enimies 
thinke that they would fie in haſte. Tbeſe chaſed them, 
and ſonte out aboute two hundzed of the people called 
Trogloditæ. The Trogloditz 


from their pouthe. Thep neuer weare heanp Armoure, 
but vie Slinges in battaile, and ſuddainelp inuade their 
enimies, and ſo indamage them. It they perteiue that

But when theft 
returned upou them,thep woulo not abide by it, but fled 
backe bp litle and litie ti their felowes:whiche when the 
Perf ans petteiurd, thep deſpiſed them becauſe they were 
no moe: wherefo:e tei chaſed the as faſte as they might, 
and when they bad folowed them a litle, then roade they 
fozewarde againe with as muche ſpude as they toulde,

T heagenes ſaide to Cariclia, Thus is aut Dꝛeame ccmme 
to paſſe: theſe be the Aethiopians, in wheſe Land it is our 
Deſtinie to comme. Jam determined therefoze to p&elde 
to them, and commit our ſclues rather todeubtful Fozy 
tune with them, then to pzeſente peril with Oroondates. 
Cariclia vnderſt ode al the matter, which was now ledds 
thereto by Deſtinye , as if ſha bad benne taken by the 
bande, and conteiued better hope in her minde,ſuppoſing 
thoſe who take them, rather to be theite friendes, then 
enimies, pet ſhe tolde nothing to Theagenes of that ſhe 
_ thought , but ſaid:ſhe& was wel content. When the Ac» 
thiopians were comme to them,thep knews Bagoas to be

Hidaſpes Kinge of Acthiopia, hearinge 
a great watt of that the Perſians were entred into Siene, 
by bis ſpſes , and fo2 all that he vſed the ſame celeritie in 
thetr purſuite, by whiche he was in hope, he ſhonld haue 
benne beloꝛe them, pet came ſhozte, lodged bis Army be- 
Foze the Cittie rounde about without any Skirmiſhe, as 
ik he ſhould haue litten at a playe,4 filled all their Coun⸗ 
trie with thꝛer ſcoꝛe hundzed thouſande men and Cattel, 
ſo that they dꝛaue them into a ſfreſght cozner, There 
his eſplalles findinge him, pꝛeſented tit ir pꝛyſdners, be 
teke great pleaſure to loke vpon the ponge couple , and 
had god affeafon to them in his minde , as thoſe that 
Houlde be bis owne Childꝛen afterwarde, although he 
knewe not ſo muche, but eſpecially he accompted it god 
lucke that they were bonnde , And ſaſde: Le at the firff 
the Goddes deliuer our enfraſes to bs fn bondes, and ſe⸗ 
inge that theſe be the firſte pzyſoners , they ſhalbe kepte 
to the ende of the warre, to be Sacrificed at evr Triũphe 
to the Coddcs,acco:dinge to the olde cuſtome of the Aec- 
thiopians. After he had rewarved his Spies, be ſente 
them and the pꝛiſoners to their impedimentes, and ſette 
8 company to kepe them, whiche could well ſpeake their 
language, and gaue them ſtreight commaundement to 
loke well vnto them, and let them fare of the beſte , and 
ke pe them from al manner of vncleanneſſe, as thinges 
appointed foꝛ Sacrifice ought to be kepte, and that their 
bandes ſhould be chaunged , and haue Chaines of Golde 
fo: them. Faz wherefaze ſo euer Jron ſerueth in other 


they were commaunded . When thep toke of their foz- 
mer Chaines , and without doinge any thinge els put 
them in comkozte, that thep ſhould liue mp2e at eaſe, and 
fitted fo2 them ketters of Golde. Theagenes laughed , 4

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truely Koꝛtune flattereth vs wonderfully, wir chaunge 
Iron foz Golde, and in pꝛyſon wee areenritched , fo that 
wee be moꝛe wozthe in our Bandes. Caricha ſmiled tw, 
and woulde haus him of an other minde, andtherefoze 
bzought him fn remcmbzance of that whiche the Goddes 

hay fozcſhewed vnto them, and ſo put htm into bettet 
dope. But Hidaſpes him felfe ted Siene, and where 
as de thonght befoze , that with bis grrate Notte at the 
firſfe appꝛoche he ſhonld haus ouerthꝛowen the Towne, 


Malles t all, he had almoſt benne then repalifed of them 


that kepte the fame , who dallied not, but vallantiy with- 
ſtode their enimies fozce,and railet on themfpſtefully, 
to anger them the moze . He very wothe that they were 
fully determined to indure to the ende, and had not 
ffratghte py&lded them ſelves to him, thought it god not 
to trifle the time with dis Army, and do nothinge ,-noz 
to lait ſuche a lege whereby lomme mighte eſcape , and 
fomme be taken, but vttcrly in ſhozte ſpace to ſpople the 
' Towne. Wherefoze be dfuffed farhe a piete of woke, 
he parted the compaſſe aboute the walles emonge bis 
Savldſers , and to euery tenne men he appointed tenne 
pardes,the length, and bzedth thereof was very greate, 
and commannded them to make a Ditche : fome digged, 
other tarrted the grytfe awap,anvfommetherewith eid 
raite vp a Counter wall agafnfte that Ghiche'was beſte» 
ged. No man dnrfke comme out ofthe Towne,becarſe 
of the greate Army, to binder , oz let the woꝛke that it 
migdte not be made rounde abont the Towne, and thefr 
Slinges, andother N + bey 

caufe they ſawe that 115 vel tes 
was fo greate , thatth N 08. were 
without their daunger. When they had ſone diſpatched 


thts, by reaſon of the greate ory of the labourcrs,he

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Kill tram the lawer graunde to that whiche was highs 
er, and moze harde. Aman mighte baue like aes that 
wake to a longe wall, becauſe it kepte equally an yun- 
d;ed fote in bzeadthe , and was ſo longe as the grounde 
whiche is betwæne Nylus and Siene. Uhen be bad 
bzaught this to the bankes of Nylus.de t urnes the water 
into bis Aiuer, which in falling from a htgber placc into 
that whiche is lower , and out of the wonderful bzeauch 
of Nylus into a narrowe Kjucr wzought by bande, made 
a greate noyſe ; as wel at the entry thereinto , as alſo in 
the Ditche when it was in, ſo that they migute beare it, 
that were a greate male k. Mbicbe when they who 
were in Siene ſawe , and bnderſi@de into what daunger 
thep were bzoughte, becauſe be meante by ſo compaſſing 
them aboute , to dzowne thefre Tone, ſo that none of 
them mighte flee , foz that they were ſo incloſed with the 
Walles as wel by Lande,as Mater, and that they could 
not be aſſured: thoughe they aboade within they made a 
god ſhifre, as the time would ſuffer to ſaue them ſelues. 
Firfte, when the gates, and the bo2de wazke aboute 
them failed , they lated vpon it Plaier , and Pitche 
to make it the ſurer, and they bnderpzopped their walles 
that they might Kande the ſtronger, Somme bzought 
earth thereto,and ſome ſtoanes, many bzought olde tim- 
ber, and euery man that whiche was next hande: no man 
was vnoccupicd,but women and cbildzen,yea and Olde 
men to labour d barde . Foz daunger of deathe refuſed 
the apde neither of any age, noz kinde . The ſturdier 
ponge menne, and thoſe that were in wages, were ſette 

to make a little Countermine that Qhoulde ſtretche to 
theire enimies Foztrefſe,the manner whereof was thug: 
' Thep digged a Pſtte almoſte flue pardes righte downe 
horde bp the wall, and there lafed a ſure Fountation. 
Chen digged they fozewarde ſtraigbte fo their enemies 
Bulwarkes by Tozche lighte , and thoſe that came after 
in onder, cõutied the grytte tram thoſe that went befoze,

and carrled it into a certatne 
their Gardeins were. And this did they foz this pour 


poſe , that it the water came into that place whiche was 
without earthe,ff mighte haue a waie tobzeake out, and 


fall awaie. But this calamitie pzeuented the readineſſe 
of the Cittizens . Foz Nylus hautnge nowe paCed the 
longe Ditcye fell very faſte into the rounde Riuer, and 
flowinge euerp where ouer the Bankes, downed al the 
ſpace bet wiene the two walles, and made it like a ſtays 
dinge Pole. And thus was Siene made an Zlande , and 
a Cittie whiche ſtandeth in the middeſt of a Countrit 
was compaſſed about with water,and beaten vpon ſoare 
with the waues of Nylus. Che wall of the Towne with⸗ 
ſt@de the fozce of the water but one dale. But as ſone 


as the water increaſcd-, and wared hie, ſo that it ſonke 


into the grounde,bp reaſon that it was blacke,and fruit- 
fal, and weted ſommewhat dæpe, and toke the Foun⸗ 
dation of the wall; ſo that the weighte aboue to 
thake-, and de as thoughe it woulve fall in enerpplace, 

where the ſoftnelſe of rho earthe cauſed it to ſhzinke , in 
fuche ſoꝛte that al their pꝛouiſion trembled,and the war⸗ 
ders vpon the wall were afraide of dzowninge , and by 
that time that it was nighte , a parte ofthe wall where 
the Towers fave , fell downe, not fo that the fall was 
lelle then the water, no2 halle to receive the ſame , but 
that it was fine pardes higher. ſo that almoſt it put them 
all in feare ofdzowninge . UWherefoze there aroſe a pi⸗ 


whſche was all theite hope that was leafte , and humbly 
beſoughte Oroondates to ſende Mt ſſengers to Hydaſpes 
to intreste of Peace. Be was content, now beinge made 
the ſervaunte of Foꝛtune, wete he neuer fo loathe. But 
owe he ſhoulde ſende to bis enimſee,becauſe the waters 


wente rounde adoute him, he toulde nat tell, but as nee 
cellitle

tiful erie of al manner of folkes that were in the Cittie, See 4 poterne 
fo that their enimies mighte-bcare it, who lifte vp theire of « miſerable 
handes to Heauen + and calledto the Goddes fo: healpe, beſieged Cittie. 
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cefitie taughte him. Foz when be had wzitten whathe 
woulde, and tied it to a Coane; with Slinge he caſte the 
ſame in t&de of a PeCenger to his enimſes , by that 
meaues ſente bis 0 ouer the Dea, But be 
loſtc his labour, foz that the ſtrength of the Slinge could 
not onerreath the lengtheofthat ſpace ,. but fell into the 
water befoze it came to them. Me caſte againe in like 
ſozte,and was deceſned:(o did al the Archers, like ſuch as 
contended to ſhote at ſommt marke, e laboured to ſhote 
beponde the dzowned grounde. Laſte of al they helde vp 
theirc handes to their enimies that ſtode on their F0z- 
treſſes,who had god game at their miſcries,and declared 
by ſignes as well as they toulde , what thoſe thzowes 
meante': ſommetime they helde vp thetre handes befoze 
them, like ſuch as craued mercy: ſommetime would they 
bolde them behinde their backes,in token that they were 
rend to receiue Bandes, and becomine theire bondmon. 
Hidaſpes peretiued that they deſired healthe 4 and was 
read to graunte it them. Foz the enimie that pœldeth. 
dothe make, and in a manner ſoꝛce a Noble man to be 
gentle. But becauſe he had no ready waie thereto pzc- 
ſently, he determined ta trie them better. There were 
ccrtaine Boates whiche he ſuffered to comme out of Ny- 
lus into his Ditche, x there be withbelde them. When 
de had choſen tenne of the neweſt of them, and farniſhed 
them with Archers, and other armed Souldfers, e tolde 
them what they ſhould ſaie. be (cnt them ts the Perſians. 
They rowed ouer in god oꝛder, that if theire enimits 
would do any thinge that they loked not os, they might 
beready fo fighte » Truely this was a ſtraunge lightes 
that a Ship ſhoulde ſaple from wall to wall, and a Par- 
riner ſhculde p:aciſe bis ſkill in the midde@ ot the dye 
lande, 4 a Beate be rowed where the Plowe was wont 
to woꝛke. And althongh the totle of warre euer deulſeth 
newe thinges, vet then inuented it the ſtraungeſt thing, 
mas it made thoſc that were in Shippes fights wh 14 
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that ode vpon the walles , and ioined two Armes bp 
Sea, and Lande togeather. Thoſe that were vpon the 
walles ſæinge the Boates ful ofarmed men dztue neare 
to that parte where the wall was fallen downe, beinge 
men amazed, and fal of feare foz their pzeſent daungers, 
ſuſpected them who came foz theire ſafetie (becauſe in ex⸗ 
tremſtie,all that happeneth is feared, and ſuſpected) and 
ſo caſte ſtoanes, and ſhotte toward the Shippes. In ſuch 
ſozte deale men that are in a deſperate caſe,accoumpting 
euerp ſmall pzotracinge of their life,a vauntage. Mary 
in their caſtinge they ſo directed theire handes that they 
woulde not hurte them , but fozebidde them the Lande, 
The Acthiopians alſo ſhot, but moze certatnely , and as 
men that vnderſtode not the Perſians minde, and killed 
them by two oz th:c& at ones, ſo that ſomme of them ſad- 
dafnely wounded,fel ouer the walles headlonge into the 
water. And the ſkirmiſhe had ben wozſe while the one 
red, and did but defende them from land, and the Ace- 
thiopians koughte very angerlp, it a tertaine Olde Gen- 
tleman of Siene had not comme and ſpoken thus to them 
on the walles: O madde men, and to much amazed with 

miſeries , do wee nowe kepe them of , whom wee 
bumbly pꝛaied to helpe vs befoze, ſœinge that they come 
to vs contrary to all hope: who if they come friendely, 
and bzinge vs Peace, they ſhalbe our ſauſours: but if thet 
meane to deale like enimies, they map with litle labour 
be flaine when they be landed: but whatthall we be the 
better when wee haue flaine theſe , ſæinge that ſo blacke 
a clowde hangeth ouer our heades bothe by Mater, and 
Lande? whp do wer not rather let them comme in, that 
we map vnderſtand what they have to ſap { Everyman 
thought that he ſaſde wel. The Deputy alfocommended 
his deuſſe. Wherefoze enerp man wente vp and downe, 
and laide his Weapons aparte.

deale hardely with him, noz cauſe him to p&td him ſelf, x 
bis Armp. But it Hidaſpes woulde kepe ll the pointes 
of courteſie, de ſhoulde geue him leaue fo departe quiet ly 
with his Souldiers to Eliphantina , whiche houlde do 
bim no da no; lifte vp anp weapon againfte bim, 
cls he had as lieue die nowe as to line any longer, and be 
condemned by his linge foz betrapinge his Armp : and 
perbappes that alſo woulde be waz:ſe , foz that nowe he 
ſhoulde haue but a ſimple and vſual death, then he ſhould

But of bis owne men he appointed ſome to make 
a Damme at the entrance of Nylus, info his Ditche, and 
other ſome to turne the water an other waie, that ſo the 
water (if there came no moze in) mighte be the ſ@ncr a- 
noided out of the ſpace betwene Siene, and them, and the 
harder to trauell in. Thep beganne the wazke a litle as 
they were commaunded, and woulde haue pzoceeded the 
nexte daſe,but then they could do no moze becauſe of the 
nighte that came bpon them. Pozeouer they that were 
in the Cittie ſougbte al mcanes thep coulde to ſaue them 
ſelues,and were all comfozted with this healch that was 
pꝛomiſed them buloked faz. And thoſe that made the 
Pine vnderneathe the grounde, dꝛewe ſomewhat neare 
to the enimles Ditche : whiche thinge they gheaſſcd, be- 
cauſe they take the meaſure of the ſpace with a Line: o⸗ 
ther ſet pꝛoppes to ſtaie vp the walles, which thinge they 
mighte eaſily do, becauſe of the Stoanes when the wall 
fell inwarde. Yet when they had donne all that they 
toulde, and thought them ſelues in faftie,they were not 
a litle troubled, but about midnight a great parte of that 
the Acthiopians beganne to digge befoze night (whether 
it were becauſe the grounde 55 loſe, and not thicke oh 
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@ough where the Damme was made, and fo the founda⸗ 
tis was caſey wetted: oz els bp reaſon that the woz- 
kemen lefte ſomc empty plate in the grounde, and there- 
foze it dccated,oz whither the water came into that place, 
where lues not grytte yenough layed, when the wozke- 
men were gone, and ſo the Damme was bzoken, by rea- 
ſon that water did increaſe and well, oz whether a man 
map iudge it the pꝛouidente of God,bzake 4 made ſuche a 
nopſe, which ſo abaſhed them, that thep knew not what 
was hapned, but bothe p Acthiopians,x Sicnians thought 
that the moſte parte of the Walles was fallen downe. 
They whiche were in the Tentes, kepte the ſelues cloſe, 
becauſe they were wel, e thought thet ſhould know what 
it was in the Pozning . But the Citezing wente rounde 
aboute vpon the walles, t ſeinge that all was wel there, 
they thought that their entmies had had ſome miſhappe, 
vntil p moꝛninge toke awaſc al this doubt, f the bzeache 
was eſpſed,+ the water luddainely auoided. Zhe did the 
Acthiopiis Damme vp the entrie of their ditche, : made 
fludde gates of wodde, e layde many thouſand loades of 
earthe therein, whiche they fetched as well from the 
lande, as by water in their boates, and thus wente the 
water awaie at length, yet could neither of them tome to 
the other: fo2 the earth was touered with a thicke inued, 
and vnder that whiche ſeemed fo be dꝛie at the toppe, 
there was muche wcfnefſe,whiche as well deteiued men 
as Hoꝛſes. So they paſſed their time two oz th:& dates, 
and in token of peace the people of Siene ſette open their 
gates, and the Aethiopians laide a ſide thefre Armoure. 
And ſo was there a truce, vet came they not fogeather, 
neither was there kepte watche and warde, with either 
ct them. But thep that were in the Cittie gaue them 
ſelues to paſtime ⁊᷑ pleaſure, fo2 then it hapned that the 
dleſt feaſt that the Egyptians daue fel, which is kept holy 
aboute mid ſomer, at what time the Flondde encreaſde, 
und it is hononred moze then al other foz this cauſe, The 
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Egyptians faine Nylus to be a God, and the greateſt of al yvi Niu & 
Gods,equal to Yeaue , becauſe he watereth their Coun» in ſuche honour 
with the gi. 


trie without Clowdes,02 Raine that commeth out of the 
Ayze,and thus dothe he euer pare without faile, as wel 
as if it ſhoulde raine. And this is the common ſoꝛtes opi⸗ 
nion. But the cauſe whp they gave him ſo Diutne ho- 
noure is, betauſe they thinke that the mixture of moyſte, 
and dꝛie is the eſpecial cauſe of the beginninge, and con⸗ 
tinuaunce of mannes life (as foz the other Elementes, 
they depende vpon theſe, and are where ſo euer theſe be) 
and they deeme that moiſture pꝛocedeth from Nylus,and 
dꝛiues from the Earthe:but this euery man knoweth al⸗ 
ſo, Mary their Diuines ſaie, that the Earthe is Iſis, and 
Nylus, Oſiris, geuinge to either a newe name. Therefoze 
the Goddeſl2 is very deſirous of his companie, and retof- 
ſeth when he is with her, but io wzeth when he is abſent, 
as if ſome vnhappy blaſte by light ninge had touched her. 
Chis tale haue the ſkilful men in Natures ſecretes diui⸗ 
ſed, betauſe as J thinke, they moulde not make ptophane 
perſonnes pꝛiuie of the ſecreſtes tonteined therein: but 
they inſt ruce thoſe that are deſirous to knowe theſe pꝛi⸗ 
uities in their veſtery by Candell lighte . And lefte this 
ſuffiſe to be ſpoken at this time, by the leaue of the Gods, 
as fo2 the greate ſccretes they ſhall not be reneled foz re⸗ 
uerente ſake. Nowe let vs pzoceede with that whiche 
was donne aboute Siene ozderly . When the feaft of Ny- 
lus was come,the inhabitantes fel to killing of Beaſtes, 
and to do Sacriſice, and foz al that their bodies were bus 
ſied with theire pꝛeſente perilles, pet theire mindes, as 


muche as they might were godly diſpoſed . Oroondates 
waytinge bis time, when the Sienians were laſte aſlcepe | 

d his Army pꝛiuily out, 
ſians warninge befoꝛe, 


alter theire feaſtinge, con 
foz he had ſecrctely geuen the 
at what howze and whiche gate he woulde goe fozthe, 
Euery decurfon was charged fo leaue all their Hoꝛſes 
and other Cattell behinde, that they mighte not trouble 

Hh iy them 
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them in their way, noz make a noyſe whereby that they 
did, ſhould be diſconered , but encry man to take his 
Armoure , and a Bode, 0z Planke vuder his arme. 
When they were comme fogrcather , as he had com- 
maunded , be caſte the beꝛdes that euerp man carried o⸗ 
uerthwart the Oſe, and laide them in ſuche ſozte that 
one touched another, and ſo conducted ouer his Armp 
with little paine and great ſperde, as it there had benne 
a b;idge , foz that they who came after , deliucred their 


Ormnaates ſub. hoꝛdes to them that wente befoze . When he came to 


tile eſcape from lande, he went

phanting, 


pzluſlp by the Acthiopians, who ſuſpeced 
nothinge lee, noz kepte watche anp longer, but fleapte 
ſoundly, as faſt as his bzeathe woulde gene him leaue, « 
wente to Aue: and was lette in by e by, foz that 
the two Perſians whiche were ſente from Siene (as was 
appointed) wapted foz bis comminge euery nighte , and 
when they hearde theire watche'wazde, they ſette open 
the gates. When it was dape the people of Siene firffs 
knew of this eſcape , ſuſpectinge the ſame foz that euer 
man miſſed the Perſian that was Lodged in his houſe, 
and coulde not heare of them, and by the bzidge whiche 
they ſawe befa:e the Towne. Then was the Cittie in 
great feare againe, and loked foz grieuous puniſhment, 
foz this ſeconde infurp , becauſe thep had ſhewed them 
ſelues ſo vnfaithfull,tolet the Perſians eſcape,after thep 
had founde ſuche clemencp at the Aecthiopians handes. 
CUherefo2e they determined enerp man fo goe out of the 
Cittie, and ytelde them ſelues to the Acthiopians,and by 
Othe to confirme their (gnozaunce , if happelp they map 
moue them to pitie. When all of euery age were come 
tageather , and had taken bowes in their handes , to de- 
clare their lowlineſſe and humilitie, and with Capers 
burninge carried all their Goddes , and holy Images in 
token of peace, were come ouer that bzydge to the Ac- 
thiopians, they fell vpon their kn&s and ſate a farre of, 
gaue all at once a ſozrowfull 4 lamentable e

in humble ſozte the fozgeueneſſe of their offence : and ta 4 piriful... 


them, ſufferinge them to goe whither they woulde,ſo aſ- 
ſwaginge the wzathe of the A ians with their age, 
whiche was without ſuſpition and blame. {Thoſe chil- 
dzen fo; feare ranne fcom theire Parentes and Nources 
with a wonderful cris: ſomme crepte in the wale whiche 
wente towarde the Acthiopians Hoſte: other lafe , and 
cried whiche coulde not ſpeake perfitcly,and wauld haue 
made any man to take compaſſion vpon them , becauſe 
Foztune euen in them pzinted out an humble eſtate, 
When Hidaſpes ſawe this, de thoughte that they craued 
mertye in moze earneſt ſozte then they did befaze , and 
therefoze ſente one to knowe what they waulde haue, 
and howe it happened that thep ranne out alone, and not 
the Perſians with them? CThep tolde him all, the Perſi- 
ans Flight, their Innocencp, the Hie Feaſte of the Coũ⸗ 
trie, and howe that they pꝛiuilp ſlipte a waie while they 
were buſie in the ſeruice of their God, and when thei bad 
banqueted, and were lallen aſlepe. Whereas per bappes 
if they had ſente them without Armour they ſhoulde not 
baut ben hable to haue ſtaſed them beinge armed. When 
Hidaſpes hearde this, de ſuſpedes ( as the trothe was in 
deede) that Oroondates would de ſomme what to entrap, 
and hurte bim. Wherfoze he ſent onely foz the ꝛieſtes, 
t when he bad wozſhipped the Goddes of greateſt pꝛice, 
be aſked them if they coulde (nfourme him of any thinge 
that thep meante to do , and whither thep were gonne, 
and where in was their greateſt truſte. They anſwea- 
red that they kne we not hinge certainelp:marp they d& - 
med that be was gonne to Eliphantina, where the chiele 
Erengthe of dis Armpe lais , and that Oroondates beffe 
traſte was in his Barde Bozfes. When they had ſaide 
-  tbus,thet deſired him to goe into þ Towne as his owne, 
and to take from them all his diſpleaſure, But Hidaſpes 


would not enter into it at that time, yet he ſente thither 
two 


obteine it the rather, they lated their Inkantes befoze ſec hie. 
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two Troupes of Armed men, to ſ whether there were 
any guile as beſuſpected , if not that they ſhoulde be a 
Carriſon to defende the Cittie, this donne he ſent away 
the people of Siene with gentle pꝛomiſes, and went him 
ſelte fozwarde with his Armp, cither to teteiue the Per. 
ſians if they ſet vpon him, oz ik they would not, to charge 
them. Be had ſtante ſette his menne in arape , but his 
Spialles gaue htm warninge, that the Perſians were co- 
minge in Battaple rape with Banners diſplated . Oro- 
ondates muſtred a great Armp at Eliphantina, but when 
de ſawe that the Acthiopians were ſo nere, and he la⸗ 
ked not fo: them ſo ſone , he was fozced to take Sienc 
with a fewe Souldfers , where be encloſed on eucry 
ſide , foz all that he ſaed foz ſaftſe, and obteined it accoz- 


dinge to Hidaſpes pꝛomiſe, pet was he the falſeſt man a- 


liue, who cauſed two Perſians to goe ouer with the Ace- 
thiopians, vnder coloure that thep ſhoulde enquire , and 
know howe they of Eliphantina wouldmake peace with 
Hidaſpes, but in dæde to vnderſtand whether thep made 
them ſclues ready to Battaile,ifhe by any meanes conld 
eſcape , whiche fraudulente , and guſlefull deuiſe be pot 
then in pzaciſe . And when he founde them well pzout- 


, ded, he leadde them fo:the ſtraighte, and pzotraced no 


time til he came to his enimies, puttinge all his bope tn 
celeritie, ił he mighte take his entmies vnpꝛouided. By 
this time either Armpe had figbte of other, and he toke 
the fielde firſte with al the Perſian bzauerp,ſo that it gli- 
ſtered with theire ſiluer and gilte Armoure , as if all the 
place had benne on fire . Foz then the Sunne aroſe, and 
ſhining vpon the Perſians, gaue ſuch a wonderful bztght- 
neſſe from their complet Harneps, that it rebounded vp- 
on thoſe that were a greate wale of. In the right winge 
of his Army he placed the Medes, and Perſians that dwel- 
led not farreof , in the Fozfrunte whereof wente thoſe 
that were ſurely armed, «+ the Archers that were lightly 
Vat neſſed came behinde them, that they might _ the 

ex, 
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better, beinge defended by them. In his left winge were 
the Egyptians, and Aphricancs plated, and Slingers and 
Archers with them to, t them he charged ofte to bzeake 
out , and aſſatle the ſide of their enimies Battaple. Him 
ſcife was in the middeſt of his maine Battatle , ſittinge 
in a Cbariote very bꝛauelp encloſed thcrewith rounde 
about,foz his better ſafety , befoze whom were his barde 
Hozſemen , vpon truſte of whome he ventured to ſopne 
with'bis cnimies. Foz this is a valiaunt crue , and is ſet 
befaze the other Armp , as if it were a walle that might 


not be battred. They are armed thus: A picked fellowe . he rer- 
of greate ſtrength putteth vpon him an Helmet accoz- 51 1,4... 


dinge, whiche is as fitte foz him, as if he ſhould put on a 
Uiſarde in a Paſke : this coucreth all bis head downe to 
bis houlders, ſauinge that there be holes left foz him to 
toke out at, in his right hande is a greate ſtaffe., bigger 
then a Speare, with bis lefte hande he ruleth his Bozſe, 
by bis fide hangeth a Swoꝛde, and all his body is coue⸗ 


red with a Jacke. And a Jacke is made thus: with pieces Howe a lacke i 
of Bꝛaſſe, and Iron, as bigge as the palme of a mans de., 


bande, they make a coate as it were of ſtales, lapinge the 
ende and ſides of eche of theſe vpon other (ſo that the nef- 
thermolſt parte of one, goeth ouer the toppe of the other) 
and ſo they ſowe them togeather , and this lieth vpon e- 
uery parte of the body without anp ado: it compaſſeth 
eucry tointe , and neuer lctteth a man either to ſtraine 
out his limmes, oꝛ dzawe them in,foz it hath ſlœues, and 
reacheth from the necke downe to the knees, ſauing that 
neceſſitie fozſeeth that it be cut of bet wixte the thighes, 
as one ſhould ſitte vpon his Moꝛſe: and ſuche is a Jacke, 
whiche bestetb cf all Dartes, and keepeth of all manner 
of blowes . Ouer there legges to their knes , they pull 
on a Boate whiche is tied to their Jacke. Like vnto this 


do they arme theire Yozſes to: aboute his legges they 


tie Bootes, and coner his heade with Frontales of le, 
from his backe downe beneath bis 9 ons 
wit 
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with diuerſe wzeathes of Iron, which dothe bothe Arme 

Aimee by reaſon of the ſpace that is betwene it hind2cth 

not his courſe at all. Beinge thus appointed, and in a 

manner thzowen into his Armoure , de fitteth vpon his 

Hoꝛſe, mary he lcapeth not vp him ſelfe , but other helpe 

him, de is ſo tombꝛed with the waſght of his Armoure. 

And when the time of Battaple commeth, be geueth his 

Hoꝛzſe the Naines, and ſpurreth him with his þ&lcs, and 

ſo kaſte as he tan, he rideth vpon his enimies like a man 

made of Jron , 02 an Image faſhioned with hammers, 

His great ſtaffe at the foze end is tied to dis Yozſe necke 

with a coꝛde, and the hinder ende is made kalle to the 

buttockes of the Yozſe,ſo that in the conflice it fiicth not 

backe, but helpcth the Bozſemans hande, which doth but 

gaide the ſame arighte, and bp that meanes geueth the 

greater blowe, ſo that it runeth thzongh euery man that 

it hittes, andoftentimes it beareth th2zough to menne 

at one blowe. With ſuche a Troupe of Yozſemenne , x 

the Perſian Army thus appointed, the Deput ie ſet fo2- 

warde toward his enimics , leauinge the ſludde euer be- 

hinde him, koꝛeleinge, becauſe he was karre inketiour to 

the Aethiopian in number, that the water ſhoulde be in 

ſtœde ot a Wall to him, that he might not be compaſſed 

He we Hidlaſbes aboute with his enimtes. Kikewiſe Hidaſpes bzoughte 
erdered bis Ar- on his Army, and placed the Souldiers that came from 
1 Moroe, beinge very tunninge in fightinge hand to hand 
againſte the Perſians, and Medes fn his enimies righte 

Troglodite « W1Nge » Ve [ct mozeouer againlt them, who were in dis 
le of fy enimies lefte winge the Trogloditz , whiche came from 
In. / that Countrie where the Cinamon groweth, being light 
* harniſhed Souldiers, and excellente ſwiffe offete, and 
cunninge Archers. But againſte the middell warde, 

plemmics and whithe he hearde was the ſtrongeſt , he ſet him ſelfe and 
Seres are people his Clephantes , with Towzes on their backes , and the 
of &:thiop:a al- Souldiets that tame from the people called Blemmies, £ 
ſo, Scres : whome he inftruced what they ſhoulde do when

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they came to fight , UWhen the token was genen in the 

Perſian Army with Trumpette, but in the Acthiopian 

with Dzumme ans Timbzell , Oroondates (ct fozwarde 

as faſte as he could, but Hidaſpes at firſt went as ſoſte ly 

as poſſible he might, by this meane pꝛouidinge that the 

Clephantes ſhoulde not be farre from thoſe that ſhoulde 

reſcue and defende them, and that the Þozſemen in the 

midde ll of his enimies Army, ſhould be tired be foꝛe they 

came to ſtrokes, as ſone as they were within daunger 

of ſhotte, and the Blemmies perteiued that the oꝛſemen 

were haſty to comme vyon them, did as Hidaſpes com- 
maunded, and leauing the Seres to ſe to the Elephantes, 

they ranne a greate wate befoze their fellowcs towarde 

the Pozſemen, that thoſe who ſawe them woulde haue 

thought they had benne madde,that beyng ſo fewe,durſt 

incounter with ſo many, and ſo well Armed. Herewith- 

al the Perſians ſpurred their Bozſes faſter then they did 
befoze,taking their boldenefſe in manner foz a vantage, 

and thought without moꝛe ado at the firſte dathe to diſ⸗ 

patche them. Then the Blemmies when they were al- 

molt come to hande ſtrokes, and in a maner ſtocke vpon 

their Speares, ſuddainelp all at once fell downe t crepte 

vnder the Bozſes , and knelinge with one kne& vpon the 

grounde layed their heades t ſhoulders vnder the Boꝛ⸗ 

ſes without any harme,ſauſnge that they were troden a 

little with their fete: But they did a wonderful ſtraüge 4 notable fate 
thinge , foz contrary to all mens opinion, they wounded of che Blems 

' the Hozſes , and thzuſt them in the bellies, as they paſte nies. 

by them, wherwith a great ſoꝛt fel downe by reaſon that 
their Hozles koꝛ griefe would be ruled no loger , t ſo caſt 
them. Whom as thei late on heapes, the Blemmies woun⸗ 
ded vnder þ thighes,foz þ Perſian Bozſeman is not hable 
to ſturre, ifhe wante his Hoꝛſe. They whiche eſcaped 
with their Þozſes whole, kel into the Seres handes. They 
as ſone as their enimies came neare ſtepte behinde the 
Elephantes, as behfnde a greate Tower, and moſte ſure 
Jt 9 Couerte. 
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Couerte. There was a greate ſlaughter , ſo that theire 
Ho:\cmen were almoſte all ſlaine. Foz their Yozſes be- 
ingeafraide of the greateneſſe , and ſtraunge ſighte. of 
Clephanics ſhewed to them on the ſuddatne , ſome tur 
ned backe, other ranne aſide, and cauſed the maine Bat⸗ 
taile to bzcake theire Arape ſtraighte. Thep who were 
vpon the Elepbantes, becauſe every Towze had ſixe men 
in it ſo that on cuery fide, two fought ſaue behinde, ſhot 
ſo continually, and ſo ſtraighte as thoughe they had ſhot 
at ſomme mare out of their Towers, and as if they had 
benne in ſomme ſteady Caſile , ſo that the thickerefſe of 
theit Arrowes was lite a Clowde to the Perſians : eſpe- 
ctallp foz that the Acthiopians makinge theire enimics 


ties thcire marke, as thoughe thep fongbte not alike foz 


like, but contended whether were the better Archers, did 
ſo hit theire marke, that thoſe who were ſtriken ranne 
bcre and there with the Arrowes , as (fthep had benne 
Pipes in their ties. Jf anp of them came againſte theire 
willes out of the Arape becauſe their Hoꝛſes woulde not 
be.ruled,thcy fel cmong the Elephantes, where they died 
there being ouerthꝛowen of the Elephantes, and troden 
vnder their fœte, oʒ cls killed of the Blemmies, and Seres 
who ranne out vpon them, as ifihey laie at teteipfe be⸗ 
hinde the Elephantes, 4 wounded ſome with Arrowes, 
and other they killed when their Hoꝛſes caſt them to the 
grounde. To be ſhoꝛte, who ſo cucr eſcaped, did nothing 
wozthy talke *, noz hurte the Elephantes any whit , ſoz 
that the Beaſte is coucred with Jron when be commeth

Foz beſide that, there are Palme tres of 
greate height, whiche beare ſtoare of Palmes, there is 
Cozne and Mheate of ſuche falenefſe, that it will yide a 
man on Hozſebacke alwates , and ſometimes though bs 
late vpon a Camele,and it bzingeth fozthe ſo muche that 
thei reape thze hundzed times ſo much as thei ſowe,+ the 
Reede that growes there, is ſuche as wee ſpake of befoze: 
ſo that al that nighte was beſtowed in paſſinge oner the 
Rtuers:whiche donne, they went to mierte Hidaſpes, and 
reteiued him with greate ſhoutes and clamours, as if he 
bad ben a Cod, and thoſe went a great wap befoze. Whe 
de was almoft comme into the ſacred fielde, the Gymno- 
ſophiſtes came,and gaue him their handes, and welcom- 
med him with kiCes. When theſe had donne, Perſina met 
bim in the Church Pozche, When they had made an end 
of their pꝛaiers, and thankeſgeuinge foz his Uſcozy,and 
ſafe returne, they made them ready to the publike Sacrt- 
fice , and he ſate in a Tabernacle made ready befoze fo; 
that pourpoſe:that ſame was made of foure Reedes,new- 
ly cut downe,fonre ſquare, ſo that at enerp toner twde 
a Reede to ſtaie it vpinſtedeof a Piller, the foppe was 
made rounde,and conersd with diuers bowes,the fatreſf 
whereof were bzaunches bzoken from the Palme tres. 
In an other Tabernacle harde bp this vpon places aboue 
were ſet the Images of that Country Gods, and the Pi⸗ 
cures of Noble men, eſpetially of Memnon, Perſeus, and 
Andromeda whom the Kinges of Acthiopia ſuppoſe tg 
be the Authours of their ſtucke. In other ſeates beneath 
ſate the Gymnoſophiſte,thad in a manner their Goddes 
ouer their heades:abonte theſe ode a true of Sovldfers 
round, which with their hicldes bcfoze them krpte backe 
the multitude, and teſerued a place in the middeſt foz the 
Sacrificers without al tumulte oz diſcafe - As ſone as 
Hidaſpes had in fewe wandes declared to the 2 his

chus, was erected a god wale of, to him they ſacrificed all 
manner of lining thinges, becauſe that his power is wel 
knowen,as J ſuppoſe, and pleaſefh all.

and to the Moone , a Poke of Oren, by reaſon that they 
belpe them in theire Puſbandzye, not facre from thence, 
While theſe thinges were in doinge, there was a ſud⸗ 
daine vncertaine voice heard (as is like would be emong 
ſache a multitude) whiche cried:Let the Sacrifice whiche 


our Countrie accuſtometh to do, be now made foz al our 


ſatties, then let the firſfe fruit es that were gotten in the 
warre be offered. Hidaſpes perteiued that they called ta 
Hamaine Sacrifices , whiche are wonte to be offered of 
thoſe that are taken in ſtraunge warres , and beckened 
with bande, and tolde them that de woulde by and by do

oners appoint pourpoſe b:ought kazthe, 
emong whom came I heagenes, and Cariclia not hounde,

You knowe well pe⸗ 
nough that we& maie not lie. And Jknowe this Faſcia, 
whiche is wꝛitten with the letters of the Ringes of Ac- 
thiopia : Wherefoze wt nede not doubte, that it was 
deviſed any where els, and pou haue gad cauſe to know 
it, becauſe it is wʒitten with Perſinas hande But there 


were other tokens alſo that J gaue to him, who receſued

As touchinge your queſtion of her the Faſcia an- 

ſweareth pou , that Perſina tonteiued ſuche a Figure by 

loking vyon Andromeda, when you had to do with her: 

it poa deſire to be fully ſatiſfied herein, and be made to

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beleue without dental, tde Picture is at hande, loke bp 
Andromeda, hs is as wel erpzefſed in the Mayde, as in 
thePigure without anp differerice. This ſaide : the Df- 
ficers bzought the Image whiche was carried awape be- 
foze,and when they had ſet it by Cariclia, there was ſuch 
a ſhente amonge the people, by reaſon that thoſe who 
were neare , tolde them that were a farreof, and conlde 
not heart what was donne , that foz ſope they wiſte not 
what to do. Ss that Hidaſpes allo toulde not diſtruſle 
any longer, but ſtode a greats while, what foꝛ rope and 
wonderinge , mill and ſturred not. Yet (@ Siſimithres) 
wee wante one pointe, ſtrippe bp pour flue Bapde, fo;

Hidaſpes had pitie vpon the woman, when he ſawe het 
lamente ſo, dim ſcife was like affected in his minde to, 
but he kept tcarrs out of his cies, as if thei had ben made 
of Jron oꝛ Bone , i ſoloked vpon that which was done. 
And although his minde was moued as well with a Fa- 
| therlp affection,as with a manly courage, ſo that be was 
au overs. DI8WEN bothe waies, vet he was at length ouercomed of 
nature, whiche onercommeth al thinges, e did not onelp 
ſuffer him ſelfe to be pertwaded that be was a Father, 
but was alſo affected line a Father:ſo that when he ſawe 
Perfina fel with ber Daughter, he foke her vp, imbꝛated 
Cariclia, and with teares, as wſth an offeringe , made a 
Fatherly League with her. Yet did he not fo2eget what

v. ry ſraunge ders that bzede in their Conntey , After theſe gifres 
eworke. were retetued, and they had deffred the Kinge that ſuche 
of their Conntriemen as were condemned in dis pꝛiſon 

vvkar the rm. might be deltuered, and bad obtelned thetr ſute,the Em- 
bs/adowrs of baſſadours of Arabia fœlix came and offered to him odo-

eies terciblp, as if thece had benne in them ſomme redde 
leade : Mis gate was neuer changed, but wente not like 
no bealte either of the earthe oz water, but he moued his 
legges an either ſide bathe'at ones, ſo that he moned his 
right legges, and lekte legges, not in oꝛder, noz one af- 
ter an other, but all his halte body, with either of them: 
He was ſo tame and gentell to be dralte with all by vſe, 
that be would be ruled of his keper with a litle coarde, 
and rather followe his will, then the line he was tied in: 
as ſone as the beaſte was b2ought in ſight, al the people 
were afraſde , and ſuddainely called it of the faſcion and 
p2incipal partes of his body Cameloperdalis, and it made 
a greate arape in al the place aboute the whiche the men 
ftode. Foz ſuche a chaunte befell , at the Aultare of the 
Moone ſtode two Bullockes , and at the Aultare of the 
Sunne, fonre white Hozles to be Sacrificed : when the 
Monſtrous and ſtraunge beaſte came in ſight, thep were 
as ſoze froubled, and atraide as it they had ſcenc a ſpꝛite, 
and one of the Bulles, whiche as might be thought ſaws

coulde , mary thep coulde not bzeake out of the

«tine feate of when be ſawe his keepers that attended vpon bim, dif- 


perſed here and there, with the tumulte ſtarte bp ſud- 
dainely (foz befoze he kn&led at the Aultare , and loked 
euery minute to be flapne) and toke vpa clefte ſticke, 
whereof there laye a greate many vpon the Aultare,and 
leapte vpon one of the Hozſes that was bzoken loſe,and 
holdinge him by the mane in ſt&de of a bzidell,and with 
bis heles, and the clefte ſticke makinge him to goe : fol- 
lowed the Bulle, at the firfte every man thought that 
Theagenes woulde haue benne gunne , and therefoze in⸗ 
coutaged one an other that they would not lette htm goe 
out of compaſſe of the Souldiers . But by that be did af- 
ter, they ſawe be did it not foz feare , noz to auoide the 
Dacrifiſinge: foz when he had ouertaken the Bull, in ve- 
ry hozte time, he toe him by the taple , and dꝛaue him 
fozwarde of pourpoſe, to werphim in making him runne 
faſter , whiche way ſo euer be wente , he followed after 
bim, and with greate ſkill ſo toke h&de to his ſhozte 
turnes, that they hurte him not . After he bad acquatn- 
ted the Bull with this, de rode at his de, ſo nearc that 
their ſkinnes touched, and thetre bzeathes aud ſweatte 
were mingled togeather, t be made them k&pe ſo equall

bane ben llaine her ſeife,ſo that Perſina eſpied it, 4 ſaide: 
Daughter, what lackeſt thou: Thou ſæmeſt to be in e⸗ 
uerp daiiger that this ſtrauger is in. Truclp Imp ſelfe 
alſo am ſomuncwhat.moued with bim, and 3 haue pity of 
bis pout he, and J wiſhe that he might be ſaued from this 
daunger, and not be ſacrificed , ſo that the ſeruſce of the - 
Goddes might not be altogeather vnperfite , and negle⸗ 
qed of vs. That is a ieſte in dede(ſaid Cariclia)ta withe ' 
that he mighte not die foz that cauſe that he mighte not 
liue. But Bother, if you mape ſaue the man, ou do me 
a pleaſure .. Perſina not ſuſpectinge the trothe, but that 
ſhe was a litle in loue with dim, ſaide: Although he may 
not be ſaued , pet be not᷑ atraide ta tell thy Mather what 
acquaintaunce thou haſte with him, wby thou ſhouldeſt 
be ſo taretul faz him, though in d@de this be a pouthfull

rp diſcrete, and quicke witted thep bnderſtande me not. 
and when J tel them my calawities,thep-thinke J touch 
them not: nowe am Jfozeed-totel the platne trothe, and 
bereaftcr to accuſe my ſelte openly. As ſher had ſaide 
thus , and was aboute to tell ber the matter truelp, ſhe 


was topped by a greate crie of the people againe. Foz 
Theagenes, after he had lette the Bozſerunne as faſte as 
be coulde , ſo longe till his bzeaſte was equall _ =

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Bulles beade, be let him goe at libertie, and fell vpon the 


Bulles heade bet werne dis hoznes , and caſte hisarmes 


aboute his beade like a Garlande,and claſped his fingers 


on his fozehead befoze,and let the reſte of dis body hange 
downe by the righte ſhoulder of him, ſo that the Bull in 
goinge hurtehtm a litie. After Theagenes percetued 
that de was wearp with the greate burthen , and his 
muſcules were fainte with to muche trauell, and that he 
came befoze the plate where Hidaſpes ſate, he turned him 
ſcife befoze, and ſet his fete befoze the Bull, who beatte 
vpon his boufes ſtill, and ſo tripped him. He beinge let 
of his courſe , and onercomme with the ſtreangthe of the 
ponge man, fell downe vpon dis heade and ſhoulders, ſo 
that his hoznes ſtucke ſo faſte in the grounde, that he 
coulde not moue his heade,and his fete ſtode vpwarde, 
with whiche he ſpꝛauled in vaine a greate while, and by 
bis febleueſſe declared that he was onercomme , Theas 
genes laye vpon him, and with his leafte hande helde him 
downe, but lifted dis right hande vp to Heauen, and lo- 
ked merily vpon Hidaſpes, and al that were there els, 
who laughed, and were much delighted with that ſight, 
and they bearde that the Bull with bis lo winge declared 
the famouſneſſe of the WUiaozy , as wel as if it had benne 
declared with a Trumpet. On the other ſide was a great 
Houte of the people, that ſatde plainely nothinge that 
one toulde vndeftande fo his pꝛaiſe, but with their wide 
tbꝛotes, and gapinge mouthes(as in like aemblies doth 
oft happen) thei ſeemed to extol him to the Heauens with 
one tonſente. Zhen by commanndemente of Hidaſpes 
the Officers ranne , and ſomme bzonghte Theagenes to 


htm , other tied Ropes aboate the Bulles hoznes , and 


toke vp the Yozſe , t leadde them to the Aultars againe. 
And as Hidaſpes was abonte to ſafe ſomewhat to Thea- 
genes, the people bothe delited with the ponge man, and 
ſingularly minded to him euer ſince they ſawe him firſt, 
and alſo maruaſlinge at his ſtrength, but rather foz ſpite 


they 
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they had at Meroebus Aethiopian Champion, cried with 
one voice, let this fellow be matched with Meroebus ma, 
let him that receiued the Eliphant haue to do with bim þ 
ou the Bull. And becauſe they were very inſtant 
Hidaſpes was content : Wherefoze the Acthiopian was 
b:ought fozth ſtraſght, who loked cruelly rounde about 
dim, and went on his tiptoes ſtretchinge him ſelfe,z ſha⸗ 
kinge his Armes very arrogantly . When he was come 
neare, Hidaſpes ſaide to Theagenes fn Greeke,ſtraunger 
the people willeth that pou ſhal haue to do with this fel- 
lowe, Jam pleaſed to do as they wil haue me ſaſde The- 
agenes: But in what ſozt maſt wk be matched? in wꝛaſt⸗ 
lunge ꝙ Hidaſpes , Why ſhall we not rather fight with 
Swo2des(@ be) that either Jmap do ſome excellent fact, 
os els with death if 3 be llayne content Cariclia, who hi⸗ 
therto hath concealed our eſtate, oz rather geuen me my 
laſte farewell. What you meane (ꝙ Hidaſpes) to talke of 

Cariclia Jknow not, but pou muſte wꝛaſtle, t not fighte 
wirt weapon, betauſe it is not lawfall to ſæ any bloude 

Hedde befo:e the Sacrifice be donne. Then Theagenes 
perceſued that Hidaſpes doubted leaſt he ſhould be ſlaine, 
and ſaſde : you do well to hape me foz the Goddes , and 

they ſhal baue reſpec fo my buſineſſe., Andthenhetoke., _. 
duſte, and caſte it vpon bis armes and ſhoulders that ey FP 
were pet ſweaty with the chaſinge of the Bull, and ſha- e * 
ned that of, that it focke not faſte to his body, and then erbus ke 
ſtretched fazthe his bandes, and toke ſome fotinge,and end over- 
bente bis legges a litle, and ſtouped lowe,at a wozde all comet 4 
partes of his body were read, ſo that he ſtode, and with | 
greate defire awapted foz the aduantage at the cloſe, 
The Acthiopian ſeing this laughed frefully,and trium⸗ 
phed ſcoznefully tpon him: and ranne ſuddaincip vpon 
dim, and with his elbowe hit Theagenes in the necke, as 
ſozeas if he had ſirſken him with a then dzewe 


backe, and laughed againe at his owne follſhe conceit 
LL But 
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But Theagenes like a man alway frb his cradel bought 
bp in wzaftlinge, and thzoughly inſtructed in Mercurics 
Arte, thought it god to geue plate at firſte , 4 take ſome 
triall of his aduerſarſes ſtrength, and not to withſfande 
ſo rude a bfolence , but with Arte to delude the ſame. 
Therefoze he ſtouped lower, and made ſemblannce as 
though be had benne very ſozrowful,and lapde his other 
fide to reteiue the nexte blowe . And when the Aethio- 
pian came vpon him againe, de made as though be would 
haue fallen flatte vpon his face: But as ſone as thr Ae - 
thiopian beganne to deſpiſe him, and was incouraged 
well and came bnaduſſedly the thirde time, and lifted 
vp his arme againe to take holde of him, and puttinge 
bis right arme vnder his leafte ſide, and by liktinge vp 
his hande,ouerthzewe him on a heape, and caſtinge him 
ſelke dnder his arme pittes, grypcd this gozbellp with 
muche ado , and fozced bim with his heles to fall on his 
knes, and then lcapte on bis backe, and claſpſnge his 
keete about his pztufe partes, made him ſtreatche out his 
legges, whercwlith he did tate bp him ſelfe , and pulled 
bis armes ouer his heade behinde him, and lapde his bel- 
ly flatte vpon the earthe. oz this face the people gane 
a greater ſhoute then they did befoze, and the Kinge him 
ſcife coulde ſtale no longer, but ſtarte from his ſcate, 
and ſapde: o hatefull neceCitſe, what a man are we foz- 
ted to kill by our Lawe 2 and when he bad called him vn⸗ 
to him, he ſaide: Yonge man there lacketh nothinge, 
but that thou be Crowned befoze the Sacrifice : Sure- 
ly this thy famous, and notable Viſcozp , but vnpzofita- 
ble, and not continuall fo the, deſerneth a Crowne, 
But foz as muche as J cannot deliner tb from this 
pꝛeſente perill though J woulde , pet will J do all that 
J map koz the, withoat bꝛeache of the Lawes, And ther⸗ 
with he put a Crowne of Golde vpon Theagenes heade, 
and dfuers men did ſ& him weepe, T heagenes ſaide, then 
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A require you to let me obteine this requeſt at yourhand 
accozdinge as you haue pzomiſed , It there be no walt 
to eſcape this murtheringe, commannde me to be killed 
N Daughter to dap. 

idaſpes was bytten with this wozde , and conſidered 
- Cariclias requeſte , whiche was like this, pet he (udged 

it no greate matter to ſcanne it narrowly at that time, 
and ſaide: Straunger, I bad thæ aſke that whiche might 
be graunted,and J pꝛomiſed to perfourme it: beſide,the 
Lawe pzeciſely willeth , that ſhe that killeth the Sacrt- 
fice ſhould haue a Huſbande. der hath a Huſbande to, 
ſaſde Theagenes . This man is madde , ſaide Hidaſpes, 
and beſide him ſelfe , and one that bathe geuen ouer him 
ſelte to deathe. The fire declareth that ſhe is a Payde 
vamarried, and neuer had to do with man, excepte you 
meane this Meroebus ( Jcannot fell howe pou ſhoulde 
come by knowledge thereof) whiche is not yet her Yuſ- 
bande, but J baue pzomiſed her to him. Neither is be 
like to be, ſaide Theagenes, (f J knowe Cariclias minde, 
and if pou will beleue me as a Sacrifice. God ir, (aide 
Sacrifices that be aliue, but ſuche as be kil- 

led, and cut vp do with their intralles tell the Southſap- 
ers what ſhal enſue. Wherefoze Father pou ſaide wel 
that this ſtraunge marchante was madde, and ſpake na⸗ 
thinge to any pourpoſe. Therefsze if you will , let ons 
carry bim to the Auttare, and when you haus diſpatched 
pour other matter that you haus in hande, then map pou 
goe aboute the Sacrifice. Then was T nes carried 
as commaundement was geuen. But Cariclia, who was 
comfozted a litle becauſe of his victozp,and hoped foz bet- 
ter lacke, But when ſhe ſawe him leadde awap , was 
then in ſozrow againe, and Perſina comfozted her diners 
wales, and tolde her that he mighte happen to be ſaved, 
it cher woulde tell her the reſte moze plainely. Cariclia

Deput iſhip of youre owne courteſie, J ſhall thinke it no 
marueile it pou perfourme a ſmal requtſte nowe. There 
was a certaine mapde who in carriage from Memphis 
happened to fal into poure handes by chaunce of warre, 
and it was folde me, ot ſuche as were with her, and eſca⸗ 
ped out of pour daunger, that you commaunded her to be 
carried captiue into Acthiopia , this wenche J deſire you 
to ſende me, bothe foz ber owne ſake , but moſte foz her 
Fathers, foz whom J woulde ſi her ſafe kepte, he hath 
trauailed farre foz her, and in this trauell be was taken

Foz Jgene pon leaue to loke that neither hers is any o⸗ 
ther beſide theſe,noz in the Tenftes:when the Olde man 
bad bente his bꝛowes and wepte, he lifte vp his face, and 
loked rounde about him, and ſt:ddainely ranne fo2th ag 
though be had benne madde. And when he came to the 
Aultare he did winde his cloke rounde like a rope (foz he 
bad acloke on then by chaunce) + caſt it about Theagenes 
necke,and cried that all men might heare: J haue founde 
ther mine enfmpy , I baue gotten the thou miſchievous £ 
accurſed fellowe: And although the Officers would haue 
ſtaſed him, and plucked him from him, be hanged ſo kalte 
vpon him, that he obtained leane to bꝛing him befote Hi- 
daſpes, and the Countell. And there be ſpake thus: This 
man , ö Kinge , is he who like a Thefe bath taken my 
Daughter from me, this is he who hath made mp houſe 
deſolate,c without any chflde, he bath taken my harte e⸗ 
nen from the Aultars of Apollo. And nowe he ſitteth at 
the Aultars of the Goddes line a god and deuoute man. 
Al that were there were moued with that whiche he did,

our off Gryoce. nitie, e was one of Dianas Pꝛieſtes, whiche is honoured 
at Delphi: That Papde this follp Theſlalian,bath ſtolen 

ont of Apolloes Churche : as he tame beinge Captaine of 

a holy Ambaſſage to Delphi mp Natiue Cittie there tg 
cclebzateacertaine Feaſte. Wherefoze it may well be 

deemed that be bathe offcnded alſo "_ pou , fo2 that 

be bathe diſpleaſed poure God Apollo ( whiche is all one 

with tbe Sunne) and defiled his Temple. Furthermoze 

a falſe Pꝛieſte of Memphis was his companion in pers 

fourmance of this his ſhamefal , and heinous fade. Af 

ter J had benne in Theſſalia, and required to haue this 

felowe , and they were all contente to deliuer him to me 

as a common plague of their Countrie, where ſo euer he 

were founde. J wente to Memphis, whiche J d&med to 

be a place whither Calaſiris woulde goe , fo2 diners cau- 

ſes. When J came thither, Jfounde him deade , as well 

de had deſerued , and was tolde by his Sonne Thyamis, 

of all that belonged to mp Daughter: bow that ſhee was 

ſente to Sienc to Oroondates, where not findinge Oro- 

ondates ( foz I tame thither tw), At Eliphantina J wag 

taken pziſoner , and ſtaied: from whence 3 came at this 

pzeſente in humble ſoʒte to ſeeke my Daughter , and pon 

chall do me (vnhappp man) a god turne,and a d&de wel 
beſ&minge a Ringe, it pou will accepte the Deputies re- 

queſte made in my behalte. And then be helde his peace, 

and wepte bitterly to confirme that be ſaſde. Hidaſpes 

turned to Theagenes , and what ſale pou to this ( @ be:) 

Theagenes anſweared , all that he hathe laide againſte 

me in this atccuſation, is true: J am the thſcfe,the vntuſt 

man, and the Robber, Wann 
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pou a god turne. Cberetaze laide Hidaſpes, reſtoart 
that wbiche is not pour owne,that becauſe pe are vowed 
to the Goddes pe mape be a cleane, and gloꝛious Sacri⸗ 
fice, and not ſceme to be pouniſhed foz pour offence. Nay 
(@ Theagenes) not he that did the wzonge , but he that

Siſimithres, who 
had withbelde him (clfe a god while,foz all that he knew 
the whole matter that was in handlinge , till it were 
boulted out, whiche by litle and litle came to lighte,then 
he came to them, and imbzaced Caricles, and ſatde : Your 
Adoptiue Daughter, which Jones delivered pou, is wel 
founde, and knowen to be theice Daughter, whom pou 
know pour ſelfe well penough. Cariclia alſo ranne out 
of the Tabernacle like a madde waman, without regard 
what became of her kinde and age, and fell at Caricles 
kete, and ſaide:D Father, no leſle deere to me, then thoſe 
that begat me, take what reuenge pou wil of me, with⸗ 
out anp regarde to the excuſe, whiche ſomme man might 
alleage that it was the Goddes will, and thefce dinge. 
Perſina on the other ſide kiſſed Hidaſpes, and ſaide: Huſ⸗ 
band,fudge that all this is ſo,and be ſuxe that this yonge 
Grecke is poure Daughters Huſbande. The people in 
an other place reioiced, and almoſte daunced foz ioie, and 
with one conſente were all gladde of that whiche was 
donne: mary all they vnderſtode not, but gathered the 
moſte parte of Cariclia. Perhappes alſo thep were ſtur⸗ 
red to vnderſtande the trothe by inſpiration of the Gods, 
Whoſe will it was that this ſhoulde fall ont wonderful- 


lp, as in a Comedy. Surely they made very tontrarpe 
thinges agrer, and foſned ſozrowe and mirthe, teares and 
laughter togeather , and tourned fearefull , and —

The Mthiopian Hiſtory 
khinges into a ſopfall Banquette in the ende, many 
that 28 to laughe aud ſuche as were ſoz⸗ 
rowfall to e » when they founde that they ſoughte 
not fz, and loſte that thep hoped to finde, and to be 
choꝛte the cruell laughters whiche were loked foz tuery 
moment, were turned into holy Sactifice . Then ſaide 
Hidaſpes to Silimithres:Right wiſe man what muſte we 
do : to refuſe the Sacrifice of the Gods is a wicked ade, 
but to offer them whiche they have pꝛouided foz vs is the 
duet of deusute men: wer multe therefoze bethinke vs 
what is beſte to do.TUbereto Siſimithres anſweared not 
in Greeke, but in the Acthiopian tongue, that all might 
vnderſtande him, thus : Thzongh to mache pleaſure, 6 
Kinge , the wiſeſt menne are oftentimes blinded , pon 
mighte haue percetued at the firſte that the Goddes li⸗ 
ked not the Sacrifice whiche was ozdefned , who haue 
nowe cuery wale declared that happy Cariclia is pour 
Danghter euen at the very Aulters , and haue bzought 
him, that bzought her vp, out of the middęſt of Greece, as 
ie had benne of pourpoſe: Thep haue feared and troubled 
the Hozſes and Bullockes to, that ade befoze the Aul⸗ 
tars, whereby they declared that the greater Sacrifices, 
whiche haue benne vſed emonge our Auncefters ſhoulvs 
nowe ceaſe , and be viſed no maze. And beſide, declared 
this ponge Greeke to be the Papdes Huſbande, whiche 
map be the ende and concluſion of this Comedie. Letts 
bs therefo:ze ſuffer theſe dinine Miracles to ſinke in our 
mindes, and be healpers of theire will, and do moze ac- 
ceptable Sacrifices to them, and leaue murtheringe of 
menne, and women foz euer hereafter, After Siſimi- 
thres had ſaide thus ſo lowde that all mſghte heare dim.
